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Family  history  is  a  subject  in  which  we  are  all  vitally  interested, 
and  I  suspect  that  everybody  promises  himself  that  he  will  record  the 
interesting  events  of  the  family  to  pass  on  to  later  generations.  Those 
of  us  interested  in  genealogy  have  tried  to  recordfamily  history  without 
knowledge  of  the  many  problems  involved.  The  many,  many  long  hours 
of  study,  of  searching,  and  letter  writing  required  for  even  limited 
success  is  most  discouraging  and  we  give  up.  I  presume  that  all  of  us 
at  different  times  in  life  encountered  situations  from  which  we  would 
like  to  run  away. 

Encouragement  from  the  many  members  oftheEdie  Family  kept  me 
working  long  enough  to  cover  basic  information  of  the  Edie  Family  in 
America.  It  was  the  willingness  of  family  members  to  step  in  and  help 
that  made  possible  the  recording  of  this  family  history.  My  apprecia¬ 
tion  is  extended  to  family  members  scattered  everywhere  for  their 
splendid  cooperation  and  encouragement.

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PREFACE 


This  search  for  history  and  genealogy  of  the  Edie  family  has  been 
spread  over  a  period  of  better  than  a  quarter  of  a  century.  In  the  be¬ 
ginning  the  search  started  as  a  means  to  satisfy  my  own  interest  in  the 
origin  and  background  of  the  family.  I  presume  that  this  interest  de¬ 
veloped  from  hearing  my  Aunt  Laura  Edie  Shreve,  my  cousin  Everett 
Edie,  and  my  father,  John  N.  Edie,  talk  about  family  members  and 
their  experiences  in  the  West  Virginia  Panhandle  and  Western  Penn¬ 
sylvania  area  which  they  knew  very  well  and  which  was  the  home  of  my 
direct  lineage. 

I  presume  that  collection  of  family  history  over  most  of  this  time 
was  more  or  less  a  hobby.  No  thought  had  been  given  to  the  idea  of  pre¬ 
senting  these  materials  in  book  form.  The  decision  to  publish  my  ma¬ 
terials  was  made  about  six  or  seven  years  ago  when  I  realized  that  the 
genealogical  information  I  had  accumulated  was  much  too  valuable  to 
file  away  in  a  single  manuscript.  Following  this  decision,  everything 
possible  has  been  done  to  make  this  study  as  complete  as  possible. 

There  are  many  omissions  and  in  many  instances  the  information 
is  forever  lost.  There  is  no  doubt  much  information  yet  available  in 
family  bibles,  lock  boxes,  and  in  church  and  public  records  if  it  could 
be  located.  Perhaps  this  study  will  stimulate  members  of  the  family  to 
search  for  information  to  complete  the  many  spots  of  omission.  Family 
members  everywhere  have  been  very  helpful  in  submitting  genealogi¬ 
cal  information.  This  information  has  been  meticulously  accurate. 
Particular  attention  has  beengicen  to  the  accuracy  of  items  of  doubt  or 
question.  In  any  particular  instance  where  doubt  was  not  resolved  such 
statements  as  "in  all  probability,"  "very  likely,"  "it  is  presumed," 
and  "this  assignment  should  be  questioned"  were  used. 

It  can  be  honestly  said  that  all  genealogical  connections  have  been 
thoroughly  studied  and  approved.  It  is  doubtful  that  a  genealogy  could 
be  pieced  together  as  has  been  the  case  here,  without  making  some 
errors.  It  must  be  understood  that  genealogy  on  the  same  family  re¬ 
ceived  from  different  members  of  the  family  showed  a  variation  of  ages. 
The  same  holds  true  for  first  names.  In  the  final  analysis  these  dif¬ 
ferences  were  adjusted  and  must  be  taken  into  consideration  when 
studying  the  genealogy. 

I,  hereby,  certify  that  every  statement  in  this  genealogy  has  been 
thoroughly  studied,  and  carefully  checked.  I  realize  that  in  certain  in¬ 
stances  there  will  be  differences  of  opinion  but  these  areas  have  been 
noted. 
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PLAN  OF  ORGANIZATION 


The  organization  of  the  genealogy,  or  of  the  family  outline,  has 
been  arranged  in  a  very  simple  manner  which  should  be  of  help  to  the 
user  in  quickly  confirming  relationships  with  other  families.  The  Ro¬ 
man  numeral  indicates  the  generation  and  the  Arabic  numeral  indicates 
the  family  offspring  in  order  of  age.  The  Roman  numeral  I  has  been 
assigned  to  the  early  immigrants  of  the  family  which  is  as  far  back  as 
the  lineage  can  be  traced.  The  following  example  will  help  to  clarify 
the  numbering  of  generations  and  offspring: 

I.  1.  David  Edie,  Sr. 

II.  1.  David  Edie,  Jr.  (first  child  of  David) 

III.  1.  Margaret  Edie  (first  child  of  David,  Jr.) 

The  genealogy  of  each  immigrant  will  occur  separately  and  will 
continue  until  its  completion,  thus,  each  generation  will  be  listed  in 
chronological  order. 

The  family  outline  is  as  follows: 

1.  Name  in  Edie  lineage  will  be  listed  first. 

2.  Personal  story  of  individual. 

3.  Listing  of  offspring. 

4.  Lineage  of  offspring. 

5.  Assignment  by  generations.  (Note  that  the  lineage  may  now 
and  then  be  temporarily  broken  since  the  lineage  of  the  off¬ 
spring  must  be  listed  as  new  names  appear.) 

Check  the  index  for  the  name  of  the  individual  in  whom  you  are  in¬ 
terested  and  follow  from  this  lead.  For  convenience  in  tracing  gener¬ 
ations  use  the  Roman  numeral  given  at  the  left.

ORIGIN  OF  THE  EDIE  FAMILY  LINEAGE  IN  AMERICA 


This  study  is  primarily  confined  to  the  Edie  Family  that  immigrated  to  America  from  Ireland,  probably  during 
the  period  1700  through  1725.  Therefore,  attention  is  definitely  given  to  this  family  and  all  statements  of  genea¬ 
logical  connections  and  historical  background  are  made  in  relation  to  this  family. 

Delving  into  the  past  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  together  from  all  available  sources  of  information  bits' of  fam¬ 
ily  history  and  from  these  treasured  bits  of  information  bring  forth  a  true  and  accurate  picture  of  the  family  history 
is  a  most  difficult  task  and  a  tremendous  challenge.  A  great  amount  of  time  and  study  must  be  given  to  each  new 
discovery  to  determine  its  value  and  accuracy. 

The  researcher  must  completely  accept  the  realization  that  there  are  no  answers  to  many  important  questions 
of  family  genealogy'.  It  is  most  unfortunate  that  our  national,  state  and  city  governments  were  so  slow  to  estab¬ 
lish  efficient  methods  of  recording  vital  statistics.  It  is  also  very  unfortunate  that  even  today  many  important 
records  are  piled  away  in  bundles  in  vaults  and  thus  not  available  for  use.  The  unanswerable  question  to  the  re¬ 
searcher  is  of  very  deep  concern  for  in  many  instances  the  answer  to  such  questions  unlocks  the  door  to  very  prof¬ 
itable  study. 

Even  though  many  people  have  done  very  little  to  record  the  family  history,  there  is  a  very  deep  interest  in  the 
family  origin  and  history.  There  are  very  few  families  who  cannot  quote  with  a  great  deal  of  pride  stories  of  early 
family  origin.  Most  ail  of  these  accounts  of  the  early  family  include  many  accurate  facts  and  can  be  substantiated. 
My  experience  with  these  "hand-me-down  family  stories”  is  that  they  include  error,  but  in  fact,  they  provide  more 
truth  than  error.  Our  family  is  no  exception.  We,  too  have  our  "hand-me-down"  stories. 

It  is  most  surprising  how  these  stories  spread  throughout  the  family.  This  story  I  heard  from  my  father  when 
a  small  boy.  This  same  story  has  been  passed  on  to  me  many  times  from  different  members  of  the  family,  some 
from  the  most  remote  places  and  seemingly  separated  from  the  family.  The  stories  are  almost  identical  word  for 
word. 

The  story  is  as  follows:  "Very7  early  there  were  three  brothers  and  their  families  who  came  to  America  from 
Ireland  and  settled  in  the  York  and  Gettysburg  areas  of  Pennsylvania." 

There  is  the  second  story  which  is  identical  to  the  first  with  the  following  exceptions:  It  gives  the  number  of 
families  coming  from  Ireland  as  five  instead  of  three.  Then  it  injects  the  statement  that  one  family  came  to  Amer¬ 
ica  directly  from  Scotland.  William  Edie  of  Chambersbuxg,  Pa.  ,  states  that  his  father  said  that  there  were  five 
families  who  came  to  America  at  this  time. 

Mrs.  Cora  Edie  of  New  Philadelphia,  Ohio,  While  visiting  her  daughter  in  Washington,  D.  C.  ,  a  number  of 
years  ago  met  and  talked  with  a  John  Edie  there.  He  was  a  sailor  in  the  U.  S.  Navy.  His  statements  to  Mrs.  Edie 
were  as  follows:  "Several  families  came  from  Ireland  and  settled  in  the  York,  Pa.,  area.  They  consisted  of 
brothers,  uncles,  and  cousins." 

Now  we  have  complete  verification  of  the  "hand-me-down"  story.  This  John  Edie,  sailor  of  Washington,  D.  C.  , 
was  easily  traced.  He  was  a  descendant  of  John  Edie  of  York,  Pa.  ,  who  was  a  Revolutionary  War  veteran  and  a 
grand  old  Revolutionary  War  hero  of  the  area.  Samuel  Edie,  Jr.  ,  was  the  father  of  Revolutionary  soldier,  John 
Edie.  (See  the  genealogy'  of  Samuel  Edie,  Jr.  ,  in  this  book  for  further  information  on  John  Edie,  sailor,  of  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.) 

The  information  given  by  John  Edie,  sailor,  did  not  rule  out  the  possibility  that  five  families  came  to  America 
nor  did  it  limit  the  number  of  families  to  three.  It  did  confine  the  relationship  to  brothers,  uncles  and  cousins.  The 
statement  that  one  family  came  directly'  from  Scotland  neither  weakened  nor  strengthened  the  story  but  added  a 
vital  clue  to  genealogical  research. 

We  can  definitely  name  three  brothers  who  settled  in  the  York  and  Gettysburg  area.  They  are  Samuel,  Sr.  , 
David,  Sr.  ,  and  John,  Sr.  The  fact  that  the. three  brothers  named  above  came  from  Ireland  and  were  Scotch,  not 
Irish,  can  be  verified  by  the  fact  that  all  three  brothers  lived  and  were  active  in  the  Scotch-Irish  Settlement, 
"Manor  of  Maske"  known  at  first  as  the  "Marsh  Creek  Settlement." 

1700-1725  can  be  determined  pretty'  well  as  accurate  for  the  period  of  time  in  which  our  ancestors  arrived  in 
America.  It  is  known  that  William  Edie,  a  member  of  the  family,  paid  taxes  in  York  County,  Pennsy  lvania  in  1730. 
This  information  furnished  by  Mr.  Eber  Cockly,  secretary'  of  the  Somerset  Co.  ,  Pa.  Historical  Association.  Gen¬ 
eral  information  indicates  that  the  Edie  immigrants  landed  in  New  York,  it  would  require  some  time  for  new  fam¬ 
ilies  to  acquire  information,  locate  a  home  site,  and  acquire  land.  This  would  lend  some  weight  to  the  accuracy 
of  the  1700-1725  date  of  arrival,  as  fairly  accurate.  It  was  in  1715  that  the  Scotch-Irish  from  Ireland  began  to 
immigrate  to  America  in  large  numbers.  Knowledge  of  the  character  of  our  people  would  lend  us  to  believe  that 
their  arrival  in  New  York  was  as  early  as  1720  if  not  earlier. 


The  question  of  whether  there  were  three  or  five  families  who  immigrated  to  America  at  this  time  cannot  be 
oompletely  substantiated.  There  was  a  Joseph  Edie  who  settled  in  Chester  County  Pa.  , ,  not  far  from  York  at  this 
same  time.  He  lived  and  died  in  Chester  County,  Pa.  Even  though  there  is  no  proof  of  genealogical  connection,  all 
‘^gical  reasoning  would  ciassuy  this  Joseph  Eure  as  a  brother  or  Samuel,  Sr.  ,  Daviu,  Sr.  ,  anu  Jotui,  Sr. 

The  second  Question  which  will  never  be  answered  with  conclusive  rroof  is  this:  Was  there  a  fifth  brother  who 
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came  directly  to  America  from  Scotland?  David  Edie,  Jr.  in  speaking  of  the  family  seemed  to  indicate  that  some 
members  of  the  family  immigrated  directly  to  America  from  Scotland.  It  is  my  judgment  that  the  statement  is  true. 

If  consideration  is  given  to  the  possibility  of  a  fifth  brother,  it  must  be  in  relation  to  the  time  of  arrival  of  the 
York  and  Gettysburg  Edies,  which  would  place  the  migration  of  such  person  previous  to  that  of  the  York  arid  Getty s- 
burg  Edies  and  probably  about  the  time  or  a  little  later  than  the  migration  of  the  Edies  to  Ireland.  There  is  only 
one  Edie  immigrant  who  could  meet  these  criteria.  That  is  Jolm  Edie,  of  Woodbridge,  N.  J.  This  will  be  further 
discussed  under  his  family  outline. 

William  Edie  paid  taxes  in  the  York  Pennsylvania  area  in  1730.  This  information  was  furnished  by  the  Somerset 
Historical  Association,  Mr.  Eber  Cokley,  secretary.  Robert  Edie  was  also  located  in  the  same  area  at  that  time 
and  did  much  trading  in  land.  Whether  or  not  these  two  mem  could  be  brothers  of  the  immigrants  is  a  question 
which  has  been  asked  many  times.  There  is  very  little  information  available  on  William  anaRobert  but  the  infor¬ 
mation  available  would  seem  to  indicate  that  they  were  cousins  of  the  immigrant  brothers.  It  is  doubtful  that  their 
lineage  can  ever  be  determined.  It  is  believed  that  William  located  and  established  a  home  in  the  New  York  City 
area.  Robert,  Caveat  Bk.  No.  1,1745,  Pa.  Archives,  3rd.  Series,  Vol.  2,  p.  163  is  a  reference  to  land  owner¬ 
ship.  Many  such  references  are  available  and  indicate  that  he  did  much  trading  in  land.  There  is  no  other  informa¬ 
tion  on  Robert  other  than  the  type  of  reference  iisted  above.

Scotch-Irish  is  the  name  applied  to  Scottish  people  who  migrated  to  Ireland  from  Scotland  because  of  the  many 
abuses  and  deprivations  suffered  in  the  home  country  by  political  persecution  and  religious  strife.  They  did  not 
find  freedom  in  Ireland  but  experienced  about  the  same  kind  of  political  and  religious  difficulties  as  had  previous¬ 
ly  been  experienced  in  Scotland.  They  migrated  to  Northern  Ireland  by  the  thousands.  These  migrations  began  late 
in  1500.  About  10,000  Scots  went  to  Ulster  from  Scotland  during  the  period  1606  to  1612.  This  trend  in  migration 
continued  for  a  number  of  years. 

The  Scottish  people  were  a  very  clannish  race  and  they  lived  very  much  to  themselves  in  Ireland.  They  were  all 
Presbyterians  and  they  accepted  their  religious  beliefs  very  seriously  and  were  often  guilty  of  causing  religious 
intolerance.  This  one  difference  in  understanding  established  a  definite  barrier  with  their  new  neighbors. 

The  Scottish  people  were  a  proud  people  and  a  proud  race  thus  immediately  establishing  the  policy  of  no  mixing 
of  the  Scotch  and  Irish.  All  marriages  were  with  members  of  their  own  race,  a  vow  which  was  completely  accept¬ 
able  and  faithfully  observed. 

It  can  be  readily  understood  that  the  Scottish  immigrants  to  Ireland  were  just  as  unhappy  there  as  they  had  pre¬ 
viously  been  in  Scotland.  It  seems  only  natural  that  they  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  migrate  to  America 
in  the  very  early  years  of  1700.  Since  they  wTere  Scottish  people  but  came  from  Ireland  they  were  named  immedi¬ 
ately  ^Scotch-Irish^  a  designation  which  still  identifies  this  group  of  early  American  pioneers. 

It  is  easily  understood  how  differences  in  religious  beliefs  bring  about  serious  misunderstandings  which  devel¬ 
op  into  persecution.  Added  to  the  problems  of  religious  differences  were  six  years  of  drought,  a  smallpox  epi¬ 
demic,  slack  in  the  linen  and  woolen  trade,  high  food  prices,  failure  of  the  potato  crop,  and  very  high  rent  which 
caused  much  anxiety  and  unrest.  The  Scots  were  a  stout-hearted  and  adventuresome  people.  They  had  previously 
migrated  to  a  new  country  to  better  their  conditions.  They  could  do  it  again.  Soon  they  were  going  to  America  by  the 
thousands. 

Nov/  in  America  the  Scottish  people  were  leaders  and  builders.  Men  who  could  and  would  secure  the  frontier 
from  danger.  Men  who  stood  firmly  for  democratic  principles.  They  were  pure-blood  Scots  who  had  first  migrated 
to  Northern  Ireland  and  secondly  to  America.  They  were  not  a  part  and  in  no  way  linked  to  the  Irish  migration  to 
America  which  came  much  later. 

The  migration  of  the  Scotch-Irish  to  America  reached  significant  porportions  from  1714-1720.  Fifty -four  ships 
arrived  in  New  York  from  Ireland  and  England  and  a  greater  number  docked  at  ports  in  Delaware,  Maryland  and 
South  Carolina. 

History  of  York  Co. ,  Gibson.  -  "There  were  3100  Scotch-Irish  waiting  to  sail  to  Philadelphia  in  1725.  Seven- 
ships  were  waiting  in  the  Harbor  at  Belfast  and  more  were  expected. " 

Pennsylvania  Magazine  of  History  and  Biography.  -  "In  1772  and  1773,  30,  000  Scotch-Irish  arrived  in  America 
from  Ulster." 

Proceedings  of  the  Scotch-Irish  -  "It  is  estimated  that  at  the  time  of  the  Revolution  one-third  of  the  colonists 
were  Scotch-Irish.  In  1718  in  Boston  it  was  said  the  confounded  Irish  (Scotch-Irish)  will  eat  us  up."  Provisions  at 
that  time  were  very  scarce. 

The  Scotch-Irish  were  looked  upon  as  a  pugnacious  lot  and  everywhere  they  settled  friction  developed  with  their 
neighbors  over  religious  doctrine  and  other  issues.  They  did  not  get  along  well  with  settlers  to  the  north  and  east 
and  soon  moved  to  the  south  in  Pennsylvania  where  their  most  important  haven  was  established.  This  was  primar¬ 
ily  in  the  area  around  what  is  now  Gettysburg  and  York,  but  covering  a  very  large  area  of  the  state. 

Wittke,  We  who  Built  America,  p.  54.  -  ’*The  Scotch-Irishman  was  a  typical  frontiersman  in  early  America. 

He  was  bold,  courageous,  democratic  to  a  point  of  lawlessness,  highly  individualistic,  querulous,  a  squatter,  an 
inveterate  hater  of  the  Indians,  and  a  chronic  opponent  of  the  established  order.  The  Scotch-Irish  came  from  the 
Scottish  border. where  raids,  feuds,  and  petty  warfare  had  been  the  rule  for  centuries.  In  Ireland,  they  had  found 
little  peace,  because  here  again  they  were  expected  to  constitute  a  new  cordon  of  Protestant  influence  and  serve 
as  border  guard  against  the  Irish. " 

"That  the  Scotch-Irish  played  a  vigorous  part  in  the  American  Revolution  is  well  established  and  in  a  colony  like 
Pennsylvania  where  pacificist  sentiments  of  Quakers  and  German  Sectarians  were  strong,  their  prompt  alignment 
with  the  patriot  cause  was  perhaps  of  decisive  importance.  -  Joseph  Hallowav  blamed  the  Presbyterians  for  the 
War.  The  Scotch-Irish,  Presbyterians,  and  Republicans,  had  no  monoply  on  patriotism  but  their  synods  quite  early 
took  a  decisive  stand  on  the  merits  of  revolution  against  England's  rule.  One  of  the  great  contributions  of  the 
Scotch-Irish  was  Presbyterian  theology  with  its  strong  force  of  lay  observance  and  democratic  theory.  A  large 


percentage  of  leaders  in  the  American  Revolution  were  Presbyterians. " 

Wittke  -  We  Who  Built  America,  p.  5S.  -  "The  Scotch-Irishman's  tenacity,  firmness,  and  determination,  Ms 
courage  and  his  self-reliance,  had  helped  him  t  >j  make  a  notable  record  in  political  leadership,  for  which  the  greup 
as  a  whole  seems  to  have  a  remarkable  capacity.  A  list  of  distinguished  Scotch-Irish  leaders  which  could  begin 
A’ith  James  Wilson  and  John  Witherspoon  and  include  such  men  as  Henry  Knox,  James  Monroe,  Andrew  Jackson, 
"ames  K.  Polk,  James  Buchanan,  William  McKinley,  and  Woodrow  Wilson  as  well  as  many  others."  -Ibid.  p.  65. 
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The  Scotch-Irish  in  America.  Eighth  Congress,  Page  331.  -  "By  far  the  most  prominent  Scoteh-Irish  settle¬ 
ment  in  York  Comity  was  the  'Marsh  Creek  Settlement, '  which  the  present  town  of  Gettysburg  is  the  center.  As  it 
was  the  policy  of  the  Penns  to  push  the  Scotch-Irish  to  the  frontier,  and  as  the  land  at  the  foot  of  South  Mountain 
resembled  to  some  extent  that  of  the  north  of  Ireland,  it  was  but  natural  that  many  of  the  early  settlers  should 
take  up  lands  in  this  locality.  The  name  of  this  settlement  is  taken  from  Marsh  Creek,  a  small  stream.  This 
district  has  given  to  the  County  of  York  many  men  of  prominence  in  civil  and  military  leadership.  Called  upon  in 
their  early  history  to  do  active  services  against  the  Indians,  they  became  adjusted  to  all  sorts  of  hardships,  and 
were  a  thoroughly  self-dependent  and  aggressive  people.  We  find  that  as  early  as  1731  a  goodly  number  of  Scotch- 
Irish  had  located  here,  upon  the  invitation  of  the  Penns,  to  take  up  lands  upon  'common  terms.  '  In  1736  the  pro¬ 
prietaries  had  determined  on  surveying  for  themselves  a  manor  in  this  territory  and  they  did  not  look  with  favor, 
for  some  reason,  upon  the  first  Scotch-Irish  settlers.  Finally,  in  1741,  an  order  was  issued  for  the  survey  of  a 
manor  to  be  called  the  'Manor  of  Maske, '  of  which  order  the  following  is  a  copy: 

The  Scotch-Irish  had  been  given  a  claim  to  the  lands  of  the  'Manor  of  the  Maske'  and  were  in  no  humor  to  give 
up  early.  Following  is  a  letter  of  Zachariah  Butler  who  had  been  ordered  to  make  the  survey: 

Pennsjdvania  SS: 

(Seal)  By  the  Proprietaries. 

These  are  to  authorize  and  require  thee  to  survey  or  cause  to  be  surveyed  a  tract  of  land  on  the  branches  of 
Marsh  Creek  on  the  west  side  of  the  River  Susquehanna,  in  the  County  of  Lancaster,  containing  about  thirty  thousand 
acres,  for  our  own  proper  use  and  behoof  ,  and  the  same  to  return  under  the  name  and  style  of  our  Manor  of  Maske, 
in  the  County  of  Lancaster  aforesaid,  into  our  secretary's  office,  and  for  so  doing  this  shall  be  their  sufficient 
warrant.  Given  under  my  hand  and  the  seal  of  our  Land  Office  at  Philadelphia  this  eighteenth  day  of  June,  in  the 
year  of  Our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty-one. 

To  Benjamin  A.  Eastburn,  Surveyor-General. 

Thos.  Pemi. 

The  matter  must  have  been  determined  upon  at  an  earlier  date  than  the  issuing  of  this  order,  as  Zachariah 
Butcher  writes  about  that  date  as  follows: 

Sirs:  I  was  designed  about  two  weeks  ago  to  have  laid  out  the  Manor  at  Marsh  Creek,  but  the  inhabitants  have  got 
into  such  spirit  that  it  is  as  much  as  a  man's  life  is  worth  to  go  among  them;  for  they  gather  together  in  conference 
and  go  about  armed  every  time  that  I  am  anywhere  near  them.  They  fully  resolved  to  kill  or  cripple  me,  or  any 
other  persons  who  shall  attempt  to  lay  out  a  manor  there.  Yet,  if  the  Honorable  Proprietary  shall  think  ii  fit  to 
order  such  assistance  as  shall  withstand  such  unreasonable  creatures,  I  shall  be  ready  and  willing  to  undertake  the 
same  with  my  utmost  endeavors.  As  soon  as  I  come  back  from  Virginia  I  am  coming  there  on  an  urgent  occasion. 

And  again  James  Logan  wrote  the  proprietaries  sometime  in  1741  as  follows: 

As  to  the  Manor  of  Maske,  it  is  pretty  full  of  ye  poorest  sort  of  ye  Irish  who  declare  themselves  determined  to 
keep  possession  (prevent  a  manor  from  being  run  out);  considering  our  present  inability  to  enforce  ye  execution  of 
ye  civil  power  and  ye  pains  taken  to  propagate  and  improve  the  facetious  spirit  in  ye  people  it  may  not  be  amiss  to 
suffer  them  to  feel  ye  inconvenience  of  lawless  force  a  little  longer,  for  they  begin  to  practice  it  upon  one  another, 
and  complaints  have  been  made  to  me  by  several  of  those  who  first  settled  and  took  in  imaginary  lines  eight  hundied 
or  a  thousand  acres  apiece  for  less  than  eight  hundred  acres,  that  the  people  crowded  in  so  thick  to  settle  and  know¬ 
ing  that  ye  former  settler  s  had  no  better  right  than  themselves,  and  that  they  were  equally  trespassers,  encroached 
upon  ye  first  settlers,  sat  down  where  they  pleased,  every  man  accordingto  his  fancy  by  himself  or  friends,  there¬ 
by  occasioning  great  quarreling  and  disorder.  This  has  put  some  of  ye*most  considerate  of  them  upon  applying  for 
relief,  and  by  this  means  must  necessarily  be  brought  to  submit  and  bring  things  into  order." 

There  seems  to  have  been  no  further  steps  taken  to  survey  this  manor  until  1743,  when,  from  the  following  re¬ 
turn  in  Pennsylvania  Archives,  the  Surveyor  General  appeared  to  have  attempted  to  obey  the  order  of  the  pro¬ 
prietaries. 

Among  the  settlers  of  Marsh  Creek  who  obstructed  the  survey  in  1733  were: 

John  Eddy,  Sr.  William  Eddy 

John  Eddy,  Jr.  Samuel  Eddy 

Alexander  Edie  li\ed  here  at  a  later  dace. 

In  this  list  "McLean  '  stands  for  "McClellan":  "McCain"  for  "McKean";  "McFarson"  for  "McPherson";  "Hoos- 


wich"  for  "Hosack";  and  Eddy"  for  "Edie.” 

In  17G5,  a  compromise  was  affected  through  the  agency  of  Thomas  Agnew  and  Robert  McPherson,  who  acted  as 
a  committee  for  the  settlers,  which  secured  for  them  the  concession  that  the  lands  taken  up  prior  to  1741  should 
be  subject  to  the  "common  terms. "  The  boundaries  of  the  manor  were  thereupon  marked  in  1766,  and  included 
forty-three  thousand  five  hundred  acres  instead  of  the  thirty  thousand  acres  originally  intended.  The  term  "Marsh 
Creek  Settlement"  has  been  applied  to  all  of  the  settlers,  (Scotch-Irish)  within  the  Manor  of  Maske.  There  w  as, 
how'ever,  another  settlement,  knowm  as  the  "Great  Conewago  Settlement,"  which  was  some  miles  to  the  east  of 
Gettysburg,  and  near  the  town  originated  by  Capt.  David  Hunter,  which  bears  his  name  (Hunterstown).  So  closely 
«uiu  xulimately  were  tne  people  of  these  two  settlements  connected  in  aii  manners  ot  mstorieai  interest,  tnatm 
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speaking  of  the  Marsh  Creek  Settlement  the  Great  Conewago  Settlement  is  included.  (This  same  relationship  also 
existed  with  the  Scotch- Irish  Settlement  in  Augusta  County,  Virginia.) 

The  first  church  in  the  Marsh  Creek  district  was  in  the  vicinity  of  "Black's  Graveyard,"  and  was  near  "McPher- 
„  son’s  Spring,"  and  is  known  in  history  as  the  Upper  Marsh  Creek  Church.  It  was  built  of  logs  in  1747.  It  had  low, 
long,  double-sash  windows.  The  date  of  the  erection  of  this  church  is  fixed  from  the  fact  that  Hance  Hamilton, 
Robert  McPherson,  Samuel  Edie,  and  John  Buchanan,  trustees,  applied  for  a  warrantfor  one  hundred  acres  of  land 
in  Cumberland  Township,  May  25,  1765.  They  stated  that  a  meeting  house  was  erected  by  said  congregation  on  the 
tract  of  land  of  one  hundred  acres  in  the  Manor  of  Maske  "about  eighteen  years  ago,"  which  fixes  the  date  of  the 
erection  of  the  building  at  1747. 

The  honor  of  publishing  the  first  regular  newspaper  in  York  County  falls  to  the  Scotch-Irish.  The  Pennsylvania 
Herald  and  York  General  Advertiser,  the  first  number  of  which  was  issued  by  James  Edie,  John  Edie,  and  Henry 
.  Wilcox  on  the  7th day  of  January,  1789,  was  the  first  regularly  printed  weekly  paper  west  of  the  Sesquehanna River, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Pennsylvania  Gazette,  which  was  published  by  Benjamin  Franklin  in  York  during  the  sitting 
of  the  Continental  Congress.  In  1800,  Mr.  Edie  took  as  a  partner  Robert  McClellan,  changing  the  title  to  the  York 
Recorder.  It  was  afterwards  continued  in  1820  under  thetitle  of  the  York  Republican ,  and  changedlater  to  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Republican.  The  Republican  reached  its  one  hundredth  anniversary,  and  was  discontinued  by  its  last  edi¬ 
tor,  H.  S.  McNair.  In  this,  as  in  other  matters,  the  Scotch-Irish  were  present  at  the  birth  and  also  at  the  obsequies.

The  Scotch-Irish  of  Colonial  Pennsylvania  by  Dunaway,  PP.  160,  161:  One  of  the  most  famous  regiments  of  the 
Pennsylvania  line  was  Col.  Wm.  Thompson's  Battalion  of  Riflemen  composed  mainly  of  Scotch-Irish.  This  regi¬ 
ment,  the  first  to  be  enlistedunder  the  authority  of  Congress  formed  the  Nucleus  of  the  American  Army,  absolute¬ 
ly  loyal  to  the  American  cause  and  knowing  no  fatherland  but  the  wilderness.  It  was  recruited  in  persuance  of  two 
resolutions  of  Congress  adopted  June  14  and  June  22,  1775,  authorizing  the  enlistment  of  nine  companies,  which, 
as  soon  as  the  ranks  werefilled  were  to  join  the  Army  at  3oston.  The  first,  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth,  eighth  and 
ninth  were  almost  completely  Scotch-Irish. 

When  Col.  Thompson  was  promoted  to  Brigadier  General  the  Lt.  Col.  Edward  succeeded.  Then  followed  Col. 
James  Chambers,  and  Major  Robert  Magaw.  This  battalion  became  the  Second  Regiment  of  the  Continental  Line  and 
after  Jan.  1776,  the  First  Regiment.  This  regiment  was  properly  raised  and  arrived  at  Boston  August  7 ,  1775. 
Thatcher  in  the"Journal  of  the  Revolution"  comments  on  this  regiment  as  follows:  "They  are  remarkable  stout  and 
hardy  men;  many  of  them  exceeding  six  feet  in  height.  They  are  dressed  in  white  frocks  or  rifle  shirts  and  round 
hats.  These  men  are  remarkable  for  the  accuracy  of  their  aim;  striking  a  mark  with  great  certainty  at  two  hundred 
yards  distance.  At  a  review,  a  company  of  them,  while  in  a  quick  advance,  fired  their  balls  into  objects  of  seven 
inches  diameter  at  a  distance  of  250  yards.  They  are  now  stationed  in  our  lines,  and  their  shots  have  frequently 
proved  fatal  to  British  officers  and  soldiers  who  expose  themselves  to  view  at  more  than  double  the  distance  of  the 
common  musket  shot. " 

Samuel  Edie  was  a  1st  Lt.  in  the  First  Battalion  to  March  on  Boston.  American  Historical  Record  -  Notes  and 
Queries,  Vol.  3,  p.  200,  by  B.  J.  Lessing. 

Mecklenburg  Declaration  of  Independence: 

On  the  30th  of  April,  1819,  the  Raleigh  (N.  C. )  Register  published  a  statement  over  the  signature  of  John 
McKnitt,  that  a  convention  of  citizens  of  Mechlenburg  Co.  ,  met  at  Charlotte  on  the  19th  and  20th  of  May,  1775, 
and  adopted  the  following  resolutions  written  by  Dr.  Ephraim  Brevard." 

It  consisted  of  five  resolutions  and  was  truly  a  Declaration  of  Independence.  Resolution  No.  3  reads  as  follows: 

"That  we  do  hereby  declare  ourselves  a  free  and  independent  people;  are,  and  of  right  ought  to  be,  a  sovereign 
and  self-governing  association  under  the  control  of  no  power,  other  than  that  of  God,  and  the  Government  of  the 
Congress;  to  the  maintenance  of  which  we  shall  solemnly  pledge  to  each  other  our  mutual  cooperation,  our  lives, 
our  fortunes,  and  our  most  sacred  honor." 

Many  statements  have  been  made  about  the  Scotch-Irish  of  which  the  following  are  typical:  "That  the  men  of  to¬ 
day  are  better  than  the  men  of  the  earlier  days,  as  the  civilization  of  today  is  in  advance  upon  theirs.  But  I  affirm 
‘hat  the  Scocch-Irish,  whether  of  the  earlier  or  iatter  day  may  fearlessly  meet  the  test  by  which  races  love  to  be 
judged." 

'  Great  men  of  Scottish  birth  have  lent  luster  to  the  bench,  bar,  medicine,  theology,  Halls  of  Congress,  and 
executive  mansions.  They  add  a  lever  of  character  to  the  mass  of  any  community.  They  were  law  abiding,  good 
Cod  fearing,  liberty  loving,  useful  citizens,  educators  of  their  children  and  possessed  a  full  measure  of  loyal  man¬ 
hood.  " 

Lecky;  II,  P.  261  (1878). 

The  following  George  Washington  said,  "If  defeated  everywhere  else  I  will  make  my  last  stand  for  Liberty  among 
Scotch-Irish  of  ray  native  Virginia. ”  One  famous  rorce  was  the  Pennsylvania  Luw,  ai»«i  these  men  L’lcter 
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Scotch-Irish  to  a  man.  The  position  of  the  Scotch-Irish  in  the  new  world  was  peculiar  and  unusual.  They  alone,  of 
ail  the  races,  were  present  in  sufficient  numbers  in  all  New  England  to  make  their  influence  felt,  and  they  alone, 
had  a  uniform  religion  and  had  experienced  persecution  of  bcili  church  and  state  in  both  S<_Oi.laiid  <u.nd  Ii eiund.  The. 
previously  had  been  denied  liberty,  both  civil  and  religious  which  ai’e  common  heirs  to  demociatic  principles  of 
freedom  for  which  they  were  searching.  Many  believe  that  the  strong  stand  of  the  Scotch-Irish  on  these  principles 
not  only  set  the  revolution  in  motion  but  determined  to  a  great  extent  the  form  of  government  adopted.

"EDIE” 


The  name  Edie,  Eadie,  and  Adie  are  diminutive  variants  of  the  name  :'Adam,"  the  name  of  the  reputed  founder 
of  the  Clan  Gordon. 

The  surname  of  Adam  is  of  great  antiquity  in  Scotland,  of  which  there  are  many  documents  in  our  public  records. 

"In  a  donation  of  the  patronage  of  the  chur  ch  of  Wernyfs,  by  the  Earl  of  Wernyfs's  progenitors  to  the  Monastery 
of  Sattray,  Sir  Duncan  Adams,  Knight,  son  of  Duncan  is  one  of  the  Witnesses  in  the  reign  of  King  Alexander  IT,  who 
died  anno  1249. " 

The  next  we  find  upon  record  is  Alexander  Adam,  who  lived  in  the  reign  of  Alexander  Ili,  and  was  father  of 
Duncan  Adams.  Duncan  Adams,  who  flourished  in  the  reign  of  Robert  Bruce,  and  had  four  sons.  Robert,  John, 
Reginald  and  Duncan  Adams. 

"Of  the  four  brothers  all  the  Adams,  MacAdaros,  Adamfons,  and  Adles(Edies)  in  Scotlandare  descended,  which 

sufficiently  appears  from  their  all  carrying  the  same  figures  in  their  armorial  bearing."  -  Barong  of  Scotland, 
Douglas. 

Lower  says: 

Edie:  The  Scotland  Family  of  "Edie"  appears  from  Amorial  evidence,  to  be  a  branch  of  the  Adamsons,  and  Nis- 

bet  seems  to  consider  the  names  identical.  -  "The  Genealogical  Quarterly, "  June  1935,  94  York  Rd.  ,  London  - 
Vol.  4,  No.  1,  p.  14. 

Identical  names  as  defined  directly  above  indicate  that  the  Adams  andEdies  are  of  the  same  blood  line  or  Adam 
and  Aedie  are  identical  terms. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  name  line  of  Edie,  first  spelled  "Aedie"  came  about  by  calling  the  baby  endearing  terms 
such  as  "ade,”  "adie"  and  similar  baby  talk  when  cuddling  the  child  thus  creating  the  new  name.  There  is  another 
suggestion  for  the  creation  of  the  name  submitted  to  me  by  William  Edie  of  Chambersburg,  Pa.  :  After  a  very  long 
hard  day  of  fighting  on  the  field  by  the  Knights  in  which  they  were  victorious  the  Chief  turned  to  one  of  the  Knights 
who  had  shown  extreme  gallantry,  and  said,  "You  have  had  ’quite  a  day.  ' " 

The  spelling  of  "a  day"  becoming  Aedie.  (Aedie  was  the  first  spelling  of  the  name  in  so  far  as  it  can  be  deter¬ 
mined.  ) 

The  origin  of  the  name  dates  back  to  around  1200.  This  would  indicate  the  origin  of  the  name  came  about  most 
likely  as  defined  by  Nisbet.  The  reference  following  offers  proof  of  the  early  origin  of  the  name: 

BLACK  -  THE  SURNAMES  OF  SCOTLAND 

ADDIE,  ADDY,  ADIE,  AEDIE,  EDDIE,  EDIE.  These  names  are  pet  or  double  diminutives  of  ADAM  and  were 
common  in  Edinburgh  and  in  Aberdeenshire  in  the  seventeenth  century  .  . .  WILLIAM  ADE  of  Inverkeithing  render¬ 
ed  homage  in  1296  (Baun,  Calendar  of  documents  relating  to  Scotland,  II,  p.  1S8)  and  ANDREAS  ADE  is  recorded 
in  Edinburgh  in  1357.  DONALD  ADE  was  a  presbyter  in  the  diocese  of  Dunblane  in  1465.  JAMES  ADE  was  a  wit¬ 
ness  in  Linlithgow  in  1536  (Protocol  book  of  Dominus  Thomas  Johnsoun  1528-7S)and  DAVID  AIDYE  and  SALOMON 
AEDIE  were  admitted  burgesses  of  Aberdeen  in  1591  and  1607  (New  Spalding  Club  Miscellany,  I,  p  81,  96,  105). 

The  factual  materials  outlined  above  are  the  basis  for  membership  of  the  Aedie,  Edie,  and  Eadie  families  in 
the  Gordon  clan.  Rev.  David  Eadie  had  a  brother  in  Scotland  who  stated  that  the  Eadies  were  septs  of  the  Clan 
Gordon,  the  few  Scots  allowed  the  use  of  the  Clan  Coat  of  Arms. 

The  Edie  name,  including  the  many  variants  of  the  name  is  Scotch  and  it  is  of  Scottish  origin.  Our  people  were 
located  in  and  around  Aberdeen,  primarily,  but  were  also  in  the  Edinburgh  area.  Today,  they  may  be  found  in  most 
countries  of  the  world.

GORDON  -  TARTANS 

This  is  the  famous  sett  worn  by  Gordon  Highlanders,  which  was  apparently  prepared  for  the  Duke  of  Gordon  by 
Forsyth  of  Huntly  at  the  time  this  92nd  was  raised  in  1794.  It  has,  however,  an  earlier  history.  The  old  Gordon 
tartan,  seen  in  portrait,  c.  1700,  Gordon  of  Fyvie,  1771,  at  Fy vie  Castle,  is  somewhat  similar,  but  with  broad 
green  stripes  edged  with  yellow  lines.  It  is  evidently  from  this  that  the  green  with  yellow  lines,  in  some  early 
patterns,  three  lines  were  incorporated  in  the  Black  watch  base  for  regimental  use.  and  in  due  course  became  the 
ordinary  "Gordon  tartan.”  The  brilliant  Huntly  sett  was  not  a  clan  tartan,  but  a  distinct  one  worn  by  many  adher¬ 
ents  of  the  powerful  Marquess  of  Huntly.

The  Edie,  Addie,  Eaaie,  Eddie,  Adie,  Aidie  and  perhaps  others  were  septs  of  the  Clan  Gordon.  It  is  to  be 
understood  that  there  are  other  groups  representing  diminutive  variants  of  the  name  Adam  that  hare  their  own 
special  clan  organization. 

Huntly  -  a  place  name  derived  from  the  place  from  which  the  chief  of  the  Gordons  (Marquis  of  Huntly)  takes 
his  title. 

GORDON  -  The  'Gay  Gordons, '  also  the  name  Huntly,  had  their  Scottish  origin  in  the  Berwickshire  lands  of 
Gordon.  Here,  as  a  Norman  family  they  became  settled  under  David  I,  and  retained  estates  for  three  centuries. 
Sir  Adam  de  Gordon  was  one  of  the  ambassadors  who  conveyed  to  the  Pope  that  1320  Declaration  of  National  Inde¬ 
pendence,  first  of  its  kind.  For  this  and  other  services,  Bruce  granted  him  land  of  the  forfeited  Cummings  of 
Strathbogie  in  Aberdeenshire.  From  that  centre  the  Gordons  came  to  exert  great  power  (their  chief  often  called 
'The  Cock  of  the  North'  ),  and  were  much  in  feud  with  neighboring  clans,  quite  often  on  the  side  of  Governmental 
stability.  They  founded  in  1777  and  1794  the  regiments  that  became  the  Gordon  Highlanders.  Individuals  have 
achieved  mark  in  many  ways,  as  'Chinese  Gordon, '  slain  at  Khartoum  in  I8S5,  and  Lord  Byron,  the  poet  of  Free¬ 
dom  and  Love,  a  Gordon  on  his  mother's  side.  Three  Gordons  have  separately  compiled  works  treasured  for  de¬ 
picting  Old  Scotland,  as  her  first  great  Atlas  of  1654. 

The  Chief  Seat  of  the  Gordon  Clan  was  at  Maryburgh  in  Kinlosshire  and  North  Merchiston  in  the  shire  of  Edin¬ 
burghshire. 

Proof  of  clan  membership  is  the  ownership  of  land.  "There  were  many  freeholders  of  the  name  Adams,  who  had 
considerable  property  of  lands,  holdings  of  the  King  several  centuries  ago,  viz,  The  Adams  of  Kingbarns,  Glen- 
tag,  Jenkinson,  Arnfinlay,  Adies  of  Monocht,  the  Admonsons  of  Farlan,  Kings  Cram ond,  Craigeruik,  and  the 
McAdams  of  Waterhead.  "  Records  deposited  in  Old  Register  House,  Edinburgh  (Scottish  Record  Office).

"Continuity  under  the  bond  of  kin  embodied  in  the  perpetuation  of  parental  tie  is  the  whole  basis  of  the  clan 
concept.  Clan  is  made  up  of  the  offsprings  or  septs.  The  chief  is  tne  head  of  the  clan,  is  thus  in  nature  precisely 
the  same  as  chief  of  the  family.  -  Tartans  of  the  clans  and  families  of  Scotland,  by  Sir  Thomas  Innes.  (If  inter¬ 
ested  in  more  information  on  the  cian  this  reference  is  about  the  best  for  thorough  and  explicit  information.  } 

The  following  poem  of  Edom  O'Gordon  portrays  the  standard  of  morals  and  human  relationships  as  existing  dur¬ 
ing  the  early  clan  conflicts. 


EDOM  O' GORDON 

It  fell  about  the  Martinmas, 

When  the  wind  blew  shrill  and  cauld, 

Said  Edom  O' Gordon  to  his  men, 

"We  maun  draw  to  a  hauld. 

"And  what  a  hauld  sail  we  draw  to,

She  missed  that  bluidy  butcher's  heart, 
And  only  razed  his  knee.

Says,  "Mither  dear,  gie  owre  this  house, 
For  the  reek  it  sinithers  me." 

"I  wad  gie  a'  my  gowd,  my  bairn, 

Sae  wad  I  s'  my  fee, 

For  ae  blast  o'  the  western  wind, 

To  blaw  the  reek  frae  thee.  " 


O  then  bespake  her  dochter  dear- 
She  was  baith  jimp  and  sma': 

"O  row  me  in  a  pair  o'  sheets, 

And  tow  me  owre  the  wa'!" 

They  rowed  her  in  a  pair  o'sheets, 

And  towed  her  owre  the  wa'; 

But  on  the  point  o’ Gordons  spear 
She  gat  a  deadly  fa'. 

O  bonnie,  bonnie  was  her  mouth, 

And  cherry  were  her  cheiks,- 

And  clear,  clear  was  her  yellow  hair

RESEARCH  IN  SCOTLAND  AND  IRELAND 


One  of  the  great  challenges  of  this  long  study  was  the  desire  to  trace  the  Edie  lineage  back  to  ancestors  in  Ire- 
Emd  and  Scotland.  Genealogists  weie  used  freely  and  available  agencies  of  records  and  vital  statistics  were  most 
cooperative  in  giving  help  in  the  search.  I  am  told  by  genealogists  that  it  is  very  doubtful  that  the  connection  can 
be  made. 

During  the  Civil  War  in  Ireland  in  1922,  the  Official  Record  House  was  bombed  and  partly  consumed  by  fire.  A 
genealogist  stated  that  records  needed  !n  this  search  were  destroyed.  Wills  of  ancestors  of  early  immigrants  to 
Pennsylvania  and  recorded  in  Ireland  are  no  longer  available.  This  unfortunate  block  of  search  has  denied  to  us 
information  we  would  like  so  much  to  possess.

The  above  wills  registered  in  Ireland  and  also  recorded  in  Pennsylvania  were  those  of  Edie  ancestors  located 
in  America  and  seem  to  be  a  definite  link  with  the  family  in  Ireland.  The  unfortunate  condition  is  that  these  wills 
are  no  longer  available. 

It  seems  only  natural  and  logical  that  this  is  our  lineage.  To  make  it  more  logical  there  were  in  the  Aberdeen¬ 
shire  area  Edie,  Aidie  and  Eadie  families  with  identical  first  names  to  those  in  Ireland.  They  are:  David,  Patrick. 
William,  Jane,  David,  George,  Janet  and  others.  The  Edie  Family  originally  came  from  the  Aberdeenshire  area 
but  there  were  many  families  of  Aidie  and  kindred  spellings  of  the  name  who  lived  a  few  miles  to  the  east  of  Aber¬ 
deen.  There  were  also  concentrations  of  the  Edies  in  Edinburgh,  Pertshire,  and  Fife,  as  well  as  in  Aberdeenshire. 

In  the  very  earl}'  years  in  Scotland,  records  were  kept  in  the  parishes.  The  records  have  now  been  transferred 
to  the  Official  Record  House  in  Edinburgh.  But  previous  to  the  transfer  many  records  deteriorated  or  were  los: 
and  files  are  not  complete,  thus  leaving  many  gaps  with  no  information.  Record  keeping  in  the  parishes  was  on  a 
voluntary  basis.  Should  the  parish  be  without  a  keeper,  no  records  were  recorded.  Thus,  in  most  parishes,  there 
are  intervening  gaps  of  one,  two  or  more  years  when  there  were  no  recordings  of  vital  records. 

It. would  be  of  interest  to  know  just  when  our  ancestors  immigrated  from  Scotland  to  Ireland.  One  genealogis: 
states  that  she  found  no  record  of  Edies  in  Londonderry  in  1628  but  they  were  there  in  1678.  Our  people  were  also 
located  in  Tyronne  arid  Antrim  counties  in  Ireland.  It  is  presumed  that  the  history  of  immigration  for  all  three  of 
the  Northern  Ireland  counties  was  about  the  same.  There  is  information  to  indicate  that  Edies  were  in  Ireland 


shortly  after  1628. 

Hanna,  in  his  discussion  of  the  "Scotch-Irish"  shows  them  to  have  been  the  Scottish  martyrs,  the  ’Conv enam¬ 
ors."  The  covenanters  were  adherents  to  the  Scottish  National  Covenant  of  1638.  They  were  those  people  who  held 
to  the  principles  of  the  covenant  during  the  persecution  under  the  reign  of  each  Charles  II  and  James  II,  1661-1657. 
They  were  members  of  what  is  known  as  the  extreme  party  which  refused  to  accept  the  indulgence  of  1657  and  the 
Revolution  Settlement  of  1689.  In  fact,  they  were  members  of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church. 

It  was  during  this  period  that  the  migration  to  Ireland  took  place.  Our  people,  probably,  began  their  migration 
to  Ireland  about  1638.  Samuel  is  an  Irish  name  rather  than  Scotch.  It  would  seem  that  Samuel,  Sr.  ,  was  born  and 
named  in  Ireland.  The  generations  are  timed  about  right  to  assume  that  this  pretty  well  dates  the  migration  from 
Scotland  to  Ireland. 


Lana  tenure  in  Ireland  in  the  18th  century  was  based  on  leases  for  life,  that  is,  land  would  be  granted  to  a  per¬ 
son  very  often  for  the  lives  of  himself  and  two  of  his  named  sons  and  daughters.  These  records  were  searched  and 
sound  nil  for  Edie  or  for  any  diminutive  of  the  name.  There  is  one  case  of  such  lease  of  land.  The  Edies  were  in¬ 
terested  in  merchandising  in  Scotland  and  it  seemed  that  this  pursuit  continued  in  Ireland  which  may  be  a  clue  to 


the  family  group. 

Samuel  Edie,  Sr.  ,  married  Agnes  MacMichael.  (MacMichael  is  both  Scottish  and  Irish.  Here  it  is  presumed, 
and  without  doubt,  is  Scottish.)  It  was  thought  Edie  Family  information  might  be  located  in  the  records  of  the  Mac 
Michael  family  but  no  MacMiehaei  was  found  in  the  index  of  wills  in  the  Diocese  of  Clagher  which  covers  the 
county  of  Feermauah  where  the  MacMichael  family  lived.  Such  information  was  located  in  the  Antrim  County  in¬ 
dex  but  these  records  were  all  destroyed. 

1  he  migration  of  our  people  from  Scotland  to  Ireland  did  net  solve  their  problems  of  political  and  religious  per¬ 
secution.  It  is  possible  that  they  experienced  more  persecution  and  unhappint-ss  in  Ireland  than  had  been  exper¬ 
ienced  in  Scotland.  Their  freedom  of  movement  and  action  was  limited  to  a  few  counties  of  Northern  Ireland.  The 


‘ 
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feelings  of  Protestantism  versus  Catholicism  were  very  strong.  They  encountered  the  problem  of  remaining  aloft 
from  the  Irish  people  socially  in  order  that  their  blood  line  might  remain  pure  Scotch  thus  barring  marriage  with 
the  Irish.  These  many  difficult  problems  made  our  people  uneasy  and  restless.  It  was  about  this  time  That  a  num¬ 
ber  of  the  men  became  interested  in  the  sea  and  shipping  thus  extended  the  opportunity  for  trading  which  was  a 
desirable  vocation  and  a  release  from  burdensome  problems.  The  break  for  complete  freedom  came  around  17  00 
when  the  opportunity  for  settlement  in  America  became  a  reality.  The  flow  of  traffic  to  America  was  very  great. 
In  checking  the  indexes  in  Ireland,  it  is  noticeable  that  in  a  very  short  time  only  a  few  Eaie  families  were  left  in 
Ireland. 

There  are  still  Edies  in  Ireland,  perhaps,  many  of  them  are  offspring  of  those  same  hardy  Scots  whom  we  know 
as  our  ancestors.

What  kind  of  people  were  our  ancestors  in  Scotland?  I  believe  that  all  of  us  are  very  much  interested  in  the 
answer  to  this  question.  Unfortunately,  there  is  no  ready-made  answer  to  this  question  other  than  that  found  in  the 
political,  social,  religious,  and  economic  climate  of  the  time.  Each  must  draw  his  own  interpretation  of  the  era 
and  draw  his  own  conclusions  thus  reaching  and  forming  his  own  judgments  of  the  early  Scottish  people. 

We  know  tnat  they  were  living  in  a  very  tryingtime.  It  was  more  or  less  a  period  of  tyranny  andreligious  strug¬ 
gle.  A  people  had  to  be  very  strong  hearted  and  courageous  to  survive  and  prosper. 

They  were  industrious  and  imaginative.  Their  strong  will,  courage,  and  initiative  drove  them  to  ever  better 
themselves.  Generally,  they  were  farmers  but  many  of  them  accepted  positions  of  high  responsibility.  Following 
is  a  partial  list  of  our  people  in  Scotland  which  will  give  you  a  more  definite  feeling  of  their  character  than  can  be 
done  in  brief  descriptions.  Note  the  fact  that  these  rural  people  lived  in  parishes  and  moved  from  parish  to  par¬ 
ish  frequently.  That  they  were  known  by  definite  groups  such  as  Aberdeenshire,  Linlithgowshire,  and  others.  This 
list  also  gives  a  very  good  idea  of  their  vocational  interests.  As  you  study  the  list  you  easily  come  to  conclusions 
which  give  you  pride,  respect  and  humbleness  for  the  strong  and  honorable  character  of  these,  your  ancestors. 
The  Scottish  people  were  a  very  strong  and  intelligent  race.  They  were  dedicated  to  the  protestant  faith  and  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  They  believed  in  the  freedom  of  man  and  the  dignity  of  the  individual.  They  suppoi'ted  dem- 
octratic  society  and  backed  it  up  with  a  willingness  to  fight  for  the  dream  which  they  helped  to  fulfill. 

A  genealogist  made  a  list  of  members  of  the  Edie  Families  in  Scotland  over  a  period  of  about  fifty  years  taken 
from  records  in  the  "Old  Scottish  Records  Office."  You  will  find  this  list  of  names  very  interesting.  A  careful 
study  of  this  will  give  you  much  information  about  the  people,  their  vocations,  the  parishes,  how  they  lived  by 
groups  and  general  information  of  the  people  themselves.  Those  interested  in  making  a  genealogical  connection 
with  ancestors  in  Scotland  will  find  this  list  of  names  vauable  in  their  search.

Barbara  Scollay,  daughter  of  Robert  Scollay  of  Garth,  born  the  3rd  of  May,  1763,  married  William  Jameson, 
Fisehery  Officer,  who  died  May,  1848,  and  had  issue:  seven  children  one  of  whom  was  Wilhelmina  and  married 
Thomas  Mountford  Adie. 

This  note  was  taken  from  a  letter  written  by  Ralph  W.  Edie  of  Canada,  a  member  of  the  Bruce  Edie  family.  He 
refers  to  the  area  where  the  people  named  above  lived  in  the  early  days; 

"My  wife,  Beth,  and  I  had  a  wonderful  trip  to  Europe  last  summer  and  we  spent  a  day  in  Scotland.  We  visited 
the  village  of  Kilmany,  Fife,  approximately  seventy  miles  northeast  of  Edinburgh  and  I  have  some  colored  slides 
of  the  countryside  I  would  be  glad  to  show  you  sometime.  We  found  the  gravestone  of  David  Edie  (his  family),  also 
went  inside  the  tenant  farm  home  of  the  East  Kilmany  farm  where  David  undoubtedly  lived  and  also  went  inside  the 
church  and  saw  the  school.  The  village  contains  fewer  than  100  people  and  likely  hasn’t  changed  in  the  past  150 
years.  There  are  no  Edies  in  Kilmany  today  and  even  the  oldest  residents  in  the  village  cannot  remember  any  of 
them,  so  presumably  the  Edies  moved  to  cities  like  Dundee  and  Edinburgh." 
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SOME  EDIE  MEN  WHO  SERVED  IK  THE  REVOLUTIONARY 


Samuel  Edie,  Jr.  ,  son  of  Samuel  Edie,  Sr.  of  York  and  Adams  Co.  ,  Pa.  ,  was  a  veteran  of  the  Revolutionary 
War:  1st  Batallion,  Continental  Line,  1776,  6th  Co. ;  he  was  with  the  first  company  to  march  on  Boston. 

John  Edie,  son  of  Samuel  Edie,  Jr. ,  was  a  much  loved  hero  of  the  Revolution;  John  Edie,  1st  Lieut.  ,  7th  Ba¬ 
tallion,  late  the  Sixth;  Col.  Wra.  Irvine;  Lieut.  Col.  Thomas  Hartley;  John  was  with  the  company  on  the  march 
to  the  Canadian  border  and  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  "Battle  of  Three  Rivers."  He  later  was  made  a  Major  and 
known  throughout  his  life  as  "General  John." 

Frederick  Edie,  believed  to  be  son  of  Samuel,  Sr.  ,  Pvt.  ,  Associators  and  Militia,  3rd  Batallion,  organized 
1775,  Revolutionary  War;  Captain  John  Beaver. 

James  Edie,  York  Co.  ,  Pa.  ,  Militia,  Continental  Line,  Payroll  of  Field  and  Staff  Officer,  1781;  John  Edie, 
Major;  James  Edie,  Qtm.  (son  of  Samuel,  Jr.). 

David  Edie,  Jr.  ,  son  of  David,  Sr.  ,  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  Bedford  Co.  ,  Pa.  ,  Militia;  Pvt.  ,  Ranger 
on  the  Frontier,  Continental  Line;  General  David  Hunter,  1778-1783;  Capt.  Charles  Taggart;  also  listed  as  David 
Aidy. 

Alexander  Edie,  son  of  David,  Sr.  ,  of  York  and  Adams  Counties,  Pa.  ,  gave  both  civil  and  military  service  in 
the  Revolution.  Though  a  known  fact  proof  of  military  service  is  not  available. 

William  Edie,  son  of  David  Edie,  Sr. ;  Pvt.  ,  soldier  of  the  Revolution,  Continental  Line,  return  of  James  Mof¬ 
fett's  Co.;  numerical  order  5th  Col.  6th  Bat.  ,  York  Co.  ,  Pa.  Militia,  Apr.  26,  1778,  Col.  Wm.  Ross;  he  was 
held  prisoner  for  awhile. 

Thus  William,  Alexander  and  David,  Jr.  ,  are  brothers. 

John  Patterson,  offspring  of  William  Edie  above,  was  Aide  to  General  Washington.  Name  has  been  used  for 
qualification  to  membership  in  the  D,  A.R. 

John  Edie,  son  of  Alexander  above;  Pvt.  Washington  Co.  ,  Pa.  Militia  and  Associators.  Continental  Line;  Capt. 
Abner  Howell;  Ranger  on  the  Frontier. 

John  Edie,  same  man  as  above,  Pvt.  Washington  Co.,  Pa.  Militia,  3rd  Bat.  ;  David  Williamson's  Expedition; 
Lieut.  Col.  John  Cotton,  Samuel  Sher,  Lieut.,  and  Thomas  Rankin,  Sergeant;  this  expedition  was  against  the 
Moravian  Indians  who  were  at  that  time  destroying  farm  homes  and  barns,  stealing  norses  and  cattle  and  killing 
men  and  women  in  their  homes. 

William  Edie,  son  of  James  of  Cambridge,  N.  Y. ;  i6th  Reg.  ,  Albany  Co.  ,  N.Y. ;  Col.  Lewds  Van.Weerts.  (His 
record  has  been  accepted  by  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution. ) 

Peter  Edie,  son  of  William  Edie;  1st  Lieutenant,  Samuel  Weir's  Co. ;  114  Reg.  ,  N.Y. 

John  Edie,  Pvt.  ,  Associated  Militia,  Westmoreland  Co.  ,  Pa.  ;  Lieut.  Thomas  Hamilton,  Capt.  Bilderbacks 
Company;  this  John  is  believed  to  be  the  one  in  Augusta  Co.  ,  Va.  ,  in  1790. 

William  Eddy,  Pvt.  Bedford  Co.,  Pa.,  Militia  (also  listed  Washington  Co.,  Pa. );  this  territory  at  that  time 
was  not  definitely  assigned  to  one  county  or  the  other ;  Continental  Line;  Flying  camp,  1773-1783.  (Sometimes  listed 
as  William  Aidy.) 

James  Edie,  1737-1819;  Pvt.  1779,  Col.  Van  Woerts  Reg.,  Albany,  N.  Y. ;  Capt.  Geo.  Gilmore,  Capt.  Joseph 
Wells  in  1780;  Continental  Line,  War  of  Revolution;  James  was  born  in  Scotland  and  died  in  Cambridge,  N.Y. 

Frederick  Edie  of  the  New  York  Militia,'  4th  Regt. ;  Col.  L.  F.  Ballinger  of  the  American  Revolution;  was  in 
the  Battle  of  Orkney,  Mohawk  Valley. 

Thomas  Eady,  9th  Va.  Regt.  ,  also  13th  Va.  Regt.  ,  Continental  Line  -  Historical  Registers  of  the  Virginians, 
by  John  H.  Gwathmey. 

John  Eady,  Sr.  ,  b.  Ireland,  settled  on  Black  Creek,  Vilkerson  Co.  ,  Ga.  He  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier,  ser¬ 
vice  certified  by  Col.  Elijah  Clarke,  children  are  Margaret  M.  and  John  Wm. 

James  Eddy,  son  of  John  Eddy,  Sr.;  Pvt,  Capt.  Cater's  Co.;  Col.  Seeley  Regt.,  Eastern  Bat.,  Marris  Cc.  , 
N.J.  Militia. 

Samuel  Eddy,  son  of  James  above;  Pvt.  ,  1st  Regt.  of  Middlesex  Co.  Militia;  served  in  various  regiments. 

David  Edie,  Pvt.  8th  Co.  ,  2nd  Bat.  ,  Philadelphia  Co.  ,  Pa.  ;  Muster  Rolls,  1786. 

There  were  several  other  Edie  men  who  served  in  the  Revolution  on  whom  information  is  not  available.  There 
were  a  number  who  served  in  the  War  of  1812.  Men  of  the  Edie  family  have  served  in  all  wars  from  the  Revolution 
to  the  present.

Jane  was  a  daughter  of  Joseph  Speers  Edie,  son  of  Alexander  Edie,  offspring  of  David  Edie,  Sr.  ,  of  York  and 
Adams  Co.  ,  Pa.  Jane's  statement  below  is  very  accurate.  The  only  error  is  in  the  date  of  Robert's  birth. 

"Grandfather  Edie  was  named  Alexander,  had  several  brothers,  one  settled  in  Western  New  York,  one  about  or 
in  Y7ork,  Pa.  ,  one  was  David,  one  was  John  and  the  other  William.  I  am  not  sure  about  his  having  any  sisters. 
Grandfather  married  twice.  His  first  wife  was  a  Miss  Dunbar,  she  had  six  sons  and  two  daughters.  The  daughters 
were  Mary  and  Nancy,  Aunt  Nancy  married  a  Maxwell,  I  am  not  sure  about  the  name  of  Aunt  Mary's  husband.  The 
second  wife  was  a  Spears,  Jane,  for  whom  I  am  named,  and  father  was  named  for  his  grandfather,  Joseph  Spears. 
She  also  had  two  daughters  and  six  sons.  Aunt  Elizabeth  married  a  merchant  named  King,  who  was  a  cousin  to 
Aunt  Sarah's  husband.  He  acted  badly  and  she  died  in  about  two  years,  they  say,  of  a  broken  heart  and  her  baby 
also  died.  Aunt  Sarah  married  a  McGowan  and  lived  to  a  good  old  age,  not  far  from  Pittsburg,  Pa.  The  boys  were 
named  William,  David,  John,  Alexander,  James,  Thomas,  then  three  of  them  I  have  forgotten.  The  three  young¬ 
est  were  Guian,  Robert  and  Joseph.  Uncle  Robert  died  on  his  ninety-first  birthday.  I  think  all  of  his  children  are 
dead.  His  grandchildren  still  live  near  East  Brook,  Lawrence  Co.  ,  Pa.  I  only  know  one  of  them,  John  C.  Edie. 
Yes,  I  remember  now,  cousin  James  P.  Edie  lives  somewhere  in  Hlinois.  Uncle  Robert's  son,  cousin  Rev.  Joseph 
A.  Edie  lives  in  Beaver,  Pa.  His  brother  James  and  sister  Elizabeth  are  living  in  Allegheny  City  (now  Pittsburg, 
Pa.)  and  his  sister,  Mrs.  Margaret  Ann  Nevin,  lives  near  Pittsburg  also.  These  are  Uncle  Guion's  children. 
Father  being  the  youngest  child,  of  course,  has  numerous  nephews  and  nieces  older  than  himself.  I  do  not  recol¬ 
lect  m}7  great  grandfather's  name,  or  whether  my  grandfather  married  before  he  left  Scotland.  He  bought  a  large 
tract  of  land  on  the  Ohio  River  near  Steubenville,  expecting  to  settle  his  children  near  him,  but  went  security  for 
a  man  and  it  almost  ruined  him.  He  owned  some  valuable  mill  property  and  all  of  his  children  were  born  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  except  my  father,  Joseph  Edie,  who  was  born  in  Brook  Co.  ,  Va.  ,  where  grandfather  owned  what  was 
called  the  block-house,  and  considered  very  handsome  property.  I  expect  you  know  moreabout  the  family  than  I  do, 
for  my  mind  is  very  defective  in  my  old  days. "

DAVID  EDIE,  SR.  ,  immigrant  from  Ireland;  d.  1754,  Gettysburg,  Pa.;  I.  Evergreen  Cemetery,  Gettys¬ 
burg,  Pa. ;  he  had  reached  a  very  elderly  age  at  time  of  death. 

m.  name  unknown. 

There  is  no  information  available  about  his  wife.  It  is  presumed  that  she  came  to  America  with  the 
family'. 

David  v/as  one  of  the  original  taxpayers  in  the  "Manor  of  Maske,"  a  strong  Scotch-Irish  settlement. 

There  is  reference  to  either  a  will  or  administration  papers  of  David,  Sr.  They  are  number  A-91. 
It  is  impossible  to  locate  them  at  either  York  or  Gettysburg,  Pa. 

His  son,  David,  states  that  his  father  was  born  in  Scotland.  This  is  possible  and  he  might  have 
been  a  very  small  boy  when  he  migrated  from  Scotland  to  Ireland.  It  would  mean,  if  the  above  statement 
is  accurate,  that  the  immigration  date  to  Ireland  was  sometime  around  1675. 

Children  of  DAVID  and  wife:  ALEXANDER,  DAVID,  WILLIAM,  and  JOHN.  (There  were,  no  doubt, 
other  children. ) 

Lineage:  David,  Sr.  is  as  far  back  as  this  particular  line  can  be  traced. 

ALEXANDER  EDIE,  d.  late  1825  or  early  1826,  Highland  Co.  ,  O. 

m.  MISS  DUNBAR  (1st  wife) 

m.  JANE  SPEERS  (2nd  wife)  d.  Oct.  20,  1841;  I.  U.  P.  Cemetery,  Eastbrook,  Pa. 

Alexander  has  been  listed  as  an  immigrant.  Beaver  Co.  Biography,  Jordan.  -  Whether  he  was  born 
in  Ireland  or  in  America  will  probably  never  be  revealed.  Logical  reasoning  on  basis  of  known  facts 
may  tend  to  clarify  unanswered  questions.  Alexander  died  in  Highland  Co.  ,  Ohio,  in  1825,  or  1826  for 
his  estate  was  administered  and  closed  in  1827.  He  was  married  twice  and  had  sixteen  children;  six 
boy's  and  two  girls  by  each  wife.  We  know  that  fifteen  of  the  children  grew  to  adulthood.  The  other  one, 
unknown,  may'  well  have  lived  to  adulthood.  Most  of  the  early  Edie  men  lived  to  a  very  cid  age,  so  it  is 
very'  possible  that  Alexander  was  born  in  Ireland  and  lived  to  reach  an  age  around  the  middle  nineties. 

The  early  pioneers  were  very  little  different  than  men  of  today.  Each  was  willing  to  venture  but 
when  doing  so  believed  that  the  odds  were  in  his  favor.  To  me,  there  is  no  other  way  of  determining 
the  decisions  of  the  men  of  the  early'  pioneer  days.  Alexander  was  no  exception.  It  is  very  difficult  to 
follow  his  trail  from  place  to  place,  not  only  in  the  days  of  his  youth  but  throughout  his  life  as  weil. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  he  grew  to  manhood  in  the  York  and  Gettysburg  area  of  Pennsylvania.  We  first 
locate  him  in  Philadelphia.  From  Philadelphia,  we  follow  him  to  Chester,  Pa.  He  might  have  been 
visiting  relatives,  working  at  different  jobs  or  hoping  to  locate  opportunity  for  success.  Through  1767- 
1778,  he  paid  property'  taxes  in  Adams  Co.  ,  Pa.  He  was  probably  both  farming  and  trading  land.  - 
Scotch-Irish  Proceedings,  Vol.  8,  1890.  According  to  this  same  reference  in  1771,  Alexander  was  an 
early  settler  in  the  Scotch-Irish  settlement  known  as  "Manor  of  Maske"  located  at  the  present  site  of 
the  town  of  Gettysburg,  Pa. 

You  reach  the  conclusion  that  Alexander  did  not  remain  in  the  "Manor  of  Maske"  for  very  long  for 
our  next  reference  places  him  in  Washington  Co.  ,  Pa.  ,  known  at  that  time  as  Virginia  Territory.  On 
Sept.  20, 1781,  it  is  recorded  that  AJexander  was  awitness  and  also  named  executor  of  the  will  of  David 
Frazier.  It  is  also  stated  that  Alexander  witnessed  will  of  Alexander  McConnell  of  Cecil  Township, 
Washington  Co.  ,  Pa.,  on  Aug.  28,  1781.  -  Genealogical  Society  of  Pennsylvania,  Vol.  6,  p.  150. 

Alexander  is  reported  to  have  been  one  of  the  very  early'  pioneers  to  cross  the  Allegheny  Mountains 
into  Allegheny  Territory.  It  was  here  that  he  seemed  to  find  success  and  happiness  as  well  as  disap¬ 
pointments.  He  traveled  over  all  of  the  western  part  of  PennsyTvania  and  Virginia  Territory  living  in 
many  different  places  accepting  Clairton,  Pa.  ,  as  the  most  pleasant  location.  However,  he  seemed  to 
like  the  open  frontier,  and  as  settlers  crowded  in  he  moved  into  the  area  of  Highland  Co.  ,  Ohio,  where 
he  lived  out  his  lifetime  and  according  to  administration  papers  was  active  until  his  death. 

We  do  not  know  when  Alexander  and  Miss  Dunbar  were  married  nor  do  we  have  any  information  on 
the  Dunbar  family.  We  do  know  that  his  son,  John,  was  bom  in  1760,  and  so  far  as  can  be  determined 
on  bases  of  available  information,  he  was  the  first  child.  Mary  was  the  second  child.  In  the  records  of 
the  Lower  Ten  Mile  Presbyterian  Meeting  House  it.  is  stated  that  John  and  Mary,  children  of  Alexander 
and  Miss  Dunbar  were  seen  regularly  going  to  and  from  church  services.  Abraham  was  the  third  child. 

In  1781,  Alexander  served  as  Judge  of  Election  for  the  office  of  Sheriff  at  Cat  Fish  Camp.  The 
County'  of  Washington,  Pa.  ,  was  not  organized  until  1781  and  the  town  of  Washington  within  it  was  laid 
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out  in  1782  at  Catfish  Camp  which  was  an  Indian  village  called  "Catfish  Camp"  from  the  name  of  the 
Indian  chief. 

"Henry  Taylor  became  the  first  presiding  judge  of  the  Court  of  Washington  Co.  ,  in  Sept.  ,  1781.  He 
issued  the  first  call  or  venire  for  a  grand  jury.  The  return  made  by  Levi  Wells,  sub-sheriff,  shows  the 
following  men  (26)  composed  the  first  Grand  Jury  of  Washington  Co.  ,  Pa.  ALEXANDER  EDIE..  ’  Each/ 
on  the  list  was  named  Foreman  of  the  Grand  Jury." 

"Alexander  Edie  and  four  others  were  appointed  to  view  and  if  necessary  to  lay  cut  a  road  from 
Catfish  Camp  to  the  Presbyterian  meeting  house  at  the  forks  of  Chartiers  Creek.  This  action  was  taken 
upon  petition  of  the  town  of  Washington,  formerly  called  "Catfish  Camp.  "  -  History  of  Washington  County  . 
Vol.  1,  p.  323,  by  Earle  Forest. 

Creigh  reports  in  his  "History  of  Washington  Co.  ,  Pa.  ,  p.  270,  that  Alexander  Edie  was  appointed 
Justice  of  the  Peace  July  15,  1781. 

The  above  information  may  help  to  answer  the  questions  of  date  of  Alexander's  first  marriage  and 
date  of  his  arrival  in  Washington  Co.  ,  Pa.  Judging  by  the  date  of  his  first  child,  he  was  married  not 
later  than  early  1759.  An  above  reference  places  his  home  in  the  area  of  Gettysburg  at  that  time.  It  is 
likely  that  his  first  two  or  three  children  were  born  in  Adams  Co.  ,  Pa. 

The  references  given  above  indicate  that  Alexander  was  held  in  very  high  esteem  by  his  fellow  men 
as  recorded  in  1781.  The  fact  that  he  witnessed  so  many  wills,  was  foreman  of  the  first  Grand  Jury, 
and  was  made  Justice  of  the  Peace,  means  that  this  esteem  and  confidence  could  have  been  developed 
only  over  a  period  of  years  in  association  with  the  people  there. 

The  first  official  notice  of  his  marriage  to  Jane  Spears,  his  second  wife,  is  found  in  Deed  Book  A, 
p.  255,  and  dated  Apr.  26,  1784:  "Alexander  Edie  and  Jean  (Jane),  his  wife,  of  Washington  County,  sell 
to  Henry  Cotton  250  acres  adjoining  Samuel  Sibih,  David  Riddle,  Samuel  Stuart,  and  Nicholas  Little  - 

Alexander  received  a  pre-emption  land  grant  from  Patrick  Henry.

(Note)  There  was  also  a  map  of  the  tract,  but  it  was  al¬ 
most  indecipherable. 

Joseph  Cox,  one  of  the  respected  citizens,  had  trouble  with  John  Elliot.  In  the  settlement  of  rhe  dis¬ 
pute,  Mr.  Cox  assaulted  Mr.  Elliot.  As  generally  done  in  the  early  days,  citizens  of  the  community 
went  bond  for  those  charged.  In  the  following  case,  Alexander  Edie  was  one  of  those  who  gave  bond  for 
Joseph  Cox.  Following  is  the  minutes  of  the  Yohogaina  Court  of  Washington  Co.  ,  Pa.  ,  p.  411: 

"Court  met  according  to  adjournment,  May  23,  1780,  p.  418  -  The  Grand  Jury  found  the  following 
bills,  Vist  vs  Joseph  Cox,  for  an  assault  on  the  body  of  John  Elliot;  one  against  John  Reed  for  forgery, 
being  called  pleads  not  guilty.  Whereupon  he  said  John  Reed  with  Hugh  Sterling  and  Zadock  Wright,  his 
securities,  held  himself  in  ten  thousand  pounds  the  securities  five  thousand  pounds  each,  for  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  the  said,  John  and  answer  to  a  bill  of  indictment  exhibited  against  him  and  the  said  Joseph  Cox 
held  in  like  sum  of  ten  thousand  pounds  and  Hugh  Sterling  and  Alexander  Eadv  his  securities  in  the  like 
sum  of  five  thousand  pounds  each  for  the  said  Joseph's  appearance  to  answer  as  aforesaid." 

Later  the  man  for  whom  he  made  bond  fled  from  the  area  and  Alexander  had  to  pay  the  bond  of 
5000  pounds.  Previous  to  this  time  he  was  considered  a  very  rich  man.  This  unfortunate  experience  did 
not  cause  him  to  lose  his  abiding  faith  in  his  neighbor.  He  possessed  a  strength  of  character  and  drive 
which  continually  kept  his  outlook  bright.  This  quality  of  character  has  been  passed  on  to  his  offspring 
and  later  generations.  Indians  were  still  hostile  when  Alexander  secured  the  tract  of  land  from  Patrick 
Henry.  On  the  land  was  a  large  block-house  built  especially  for  protection  from  the  Indians.  Itwas  some¬ 
thing  like  a  fort  but  generally  conforming  to  principles  of  a  regular  house.  Here  the  people  of  the  com¬ 
munity  took  shelter  during  Indian  raids. 

Alexander  lived  a  very  active  and  resourceful  life  as  interpreted  by  the  many  recorded  instances  of 
his  relationships  with  his  fellowmen.  He  was  active  in  the  educational  and  cultural  growth  of  the  com¬ 
munity  as  manifested  by  his  interest  in  the  education  of  his  children  and  his  progressive  attitude  toward 
society  and  democratic  government.  His  son,  Joseph,  was  trained  as  an  M.D. ;  his  son,  John,  served  in 
the  Virginia  Legislature;  there  were  several  ministers  and  teachers  which  indicates  an  understanding 
and  drive  for  cultural  growth  at  a  very  early  period  in  American  history. 

It  is  known  that  Alexander  served  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  but  official  records  are  not  available. 

Alexander  died  in  Adams  Co.  ,  Ohio.  Joseph  Edie,  son  of  David,  was  appointed  Administrator.  There 
was  no  will  and  only  Administration  papers  available  are  now  located  at  the  County  Seat  of  Highland  Co.  , 
Ohio.  The  many  papers  of  transactions  with  his  neighbors  indicate  his  activity  until  his  death.  One  item 
on  the  list,  was  a  wagon  load  of  salt,  very  valuable  property  in  early  days. 

PIONEER  DAYS  IN  WEST  VIRGINIA  PANHANDLE 

This  is  the  area  in  which  Alexander's  children  grew  to  adulthood.  The  following  informational  background  will 
not  only  be  interesting  but  of  much  value  in  understanding  the  many  problems  of  the  people  in  this  earty  region. 
The  following  statements  are  taken  from  "The  History  of  the  West  Virginia  Panhandle"  composing  the  counties  of 
Hancock,  Brooke,  Ohio  and  Marshall. 

HANCOCK  COUNTY  16F0S34 

"The  land  lying  along  the  Ohio  River  in  this  immediate  section  of  the  Panhandle  was  not  settled  quite  as  early 
ds  the  middle  and  southern  portions.  There  were,  however,  but  a  few  intervening  jrears.  Soon  after  the  people 
began  to  settle  about  Wheeling,  Wellsburg,  and  Grove  Creek,  immigration  began  here.  The  introduction  of  settle¬ 
ment  was  made  in  17 _ and  from  that  time  bn  for  many  years  it  continued  until  all  the  land  was  taken  up.  People 

came  from  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  and  other  parts.  They  were  not  confined  to  any  nationality  but  among  them 
were  found  English,  Scotch,  Irish,  Welsh,  German  and  others.  They  came  when  the  land  was  covered  with  dense 
Hmber  and  was  the  home  and  the  habitation  of  the  Indian;  ravenous  beasts  and  poisonous  reptiles  are  reported  in 
ibis  history. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  pioneers  were  in  great  danger  continuously .  The  Indian  lay  in  wait  tor  him; 
prowled  about  his  home  at  night,  watching  for  an  opportunity  to  seize  uoon  them  without  incurring'  any  mishap  to 
himself.  For  some  time  after  the  first  settlements  the  pioneers  were  often  greatly  annoyed  by  these  treacherous 
fellows. 

It  became  necessary  for  them  whether  at  home  nr  jr>  the  clearing.  to  have  in  readiness  their  <rpp.  for  thev  could 
?:°t  tell  at  what  moment  the  Indian  would  make  his  appearance.  He  skulked  about,  and  did  many  things  to  decov  the 
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settler.  Sometimes  he  had  been  known  to  drop  valuable  trinkets  upon  the  ground,  that  the  paleface  might  pause  to 
pick  up  and  while  thus  engaged,  fire  upon  him,  and  if  possible,  secure  his  scalp.  In  the  earlier  days  of  Brooke 
County  there  were  no  roads  by  which  to  guide  the  pioneers.  Only  a  few  Indian  trails  led  here  and  there  with  almost 
indistinct  indentation,  which  were  perhaps  of  less  importance  than  the  paths  soon  made  by  the  primitive  settlers. 
As  early  as  possible,  roads  were  laid  out,  but  of  course,  were  very  poor  for  many  years  even  as  late  as  IS-iO  and 
later.  The  county  was  a  long,  narrow  strip  bordered  on  the  east  by  Pennsylvania  and  on  the  west  by  Ohio.  The 
northern  portion  found  great  inconvenience  in  reaching  the  county  seat.  The  roads  were  in  sueli  a  condition  that 
travel  was  almost  impossible. 

For  a  number  of  years  previous  to  the  organization  of  Hancock  Co.  ,  the  question  had  been  considerably  agitated 
for  the  people  living  in  the  northern  portion  of  Brooke  Co.  for  a  division  of  the  county,  while  those  living  more 
centerly  wished  for  the  county  seat  to  be  moved  to  Hollidays  Cove,  which  would  make  the  Seat  of  Justice  near  the 
center  of  Brooks  County  and  would  be  more  convenient  for  the  taxpayers  and  for  the  people  generally. 

This  met  with  hearty  approval  from  the  farmers  in  the  northern  district,  though  not  regarded  as  well  as  a  new 
county:  but  it  was  known  to  them  that  such  a  change  would  prove  to  advantage.  To  make  the  division  without  the 
co-operation  of  other  portions  of  the  county,  would  be  a  serious  political  mistake. 

The  population  in  the  southern  part  of  Brooks  County  was  so  much  larger,  that  with  the  little  assistance  even 
it  might  receive  from  the  central  portion  it  had  ever  been  able  to  carry  things  it  desired,  whether  it  was  thought 
derogatory  to  the  interest  of  the  northern  farmer  or  not. 

Finally  the  thought  of  forming  a  town  at  Hollidays  Cove  and  removing  the  Seat  of  Justice  to  that  point  was  intro¬ 
duced  before  the  people  which  would  have  placed  the  county  seat  nearly  in  the  center  of  Brooks  County.  Holidays 
Cove  is  situated  opposite  Steubenville,  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Ohio  River.  This  question  seemed  to  meet  with  likes 
and  dislikes  but  apparently  began  gaining  favor,  until  the  people  living  near  Wellsburg,  becoming  somewhat  fear¬ 
ful  of  losing  the  courthouse,  at  once  coincided  with  the  northern  portion  fora  division,  thinking  that  the  best  course 
to  pursue  in  the  emergency.  Brooks  Co.  extended  from  the  Ohio  River  on  the  north  to  where  Short  Creek  empties 
into  the  Ohio  River  on  the  south,  a  distance  of  over  40  miles.  The  distance  being  so  great  and  the  roads  in  such 
bad  condition,  made  it  quite  inconvenient  for  those  living  above  Hollidays  Coveto  reach  Wellsburg  and  transact  such 
business  as  was  usually  required  to  be  transacted.  A  petition  was  carried  by  Hon.  Thomas  Bombrick,  who  was 
then  a  member  of  the  Legislature,  elected  from  Brooks  County  and  a  resident  of  Fairview,  praying  for  a  forma¬ 
tion  of  a  new  county.  Among  some  of  the  most  prominent  men  who  were  instrumental  in  effecting  a  division  are  the 
names  of  David  Pugh,  Peter  Pugh,  John  Mayhue,  Andrew  Henderson,  David  Wiley,  and  others. 

Gradually  the  plans  developed  and  Hancock  Co.  was  organized.  Pughtown  was  laid  out  in  1813. 

Dr.  David  Pugh,  who  colonized  here  in  an  early  day,  located  a  large  tract  of  land  where  Fairview  is  situated 
and  in  about  the  year  1519  conceived  the  idea  of  laying  out  a  town,  and  as  he  thought  this  a  suitable  site,  according¬ 
ly  laid  out  a  portion  of  his  land  into  113  town  lots  that  year.  It  was  then  called  New  Manchester,  but  the  posr  of¬ 
fice  went  by  the  name  of  Fairview.  He  afterwards  enlisted  in  the  War  of  1812  and  received  a  commission  as  Captain. 

The  location  of  Fairview  is  upon  a  prominent  eminence,  420  feet  above  the  level  of  the  Ohio  River,  and  is  sur¬ 
rounded  on  three  sides  by  higher  hills,  which  break  off  with  regular  and  somewhat  abrupt  indentations.  These 
points  are  ideal  for  observation,  and  the  scenery  afforded  from  their  tops  and  the  town  is  picturesque --being  well 
diversified  by  hills  and  valleys,  and  possessing  none  of  the  monotony  which  characterizes  towns  located  on  west¬ 
ern  prairies.  So  far  as  the  eye  can  carry  are  seen  beautiful,  valuable  and  well-improved  farms,  which  here  and 
there  are  foundnarrow  strips  of  timber  intervening  the  cultivated  lands.  While  Fairview  can't  boast  of  a  large  town, 
it  can  rejoice  in  having  one  of  the  healthiest  situations  in  the  state.  It  was  the  first  Seat  of  Justice  in  the  county. 
In  1879  Pughtown  had  3  dry  goods  stores,  1  drug  store,  1  hardware  store,  2  blacksmith  shops,  4  shoe  shops,  1 
chair  and  undertaking  establishment,  1  cabinet  shop,  1  wagon  shop,  2  saddle  shops,  1  planing  mill,  3  hotels  and 
2  doctors. 

The  first  preaching  done  in  now  Hancock  County  dates  back  to  179S.  Rev.  Marquis,  Hughes,  and  Macurdy  were 
the  earliest  ministers  in  this  section.  In  those  days  the  people  came  along  distance  to  "preaching.''  Services  were 
held  in  the  open  air.  Accommodations  for  seating  the  people  resembled  in  many  respects  those  of  the  modern  day 
camp  meeting  style.  The  seats  instead  of  being  made  out  of  sawed  boards,  were  split  timber,  with  pins  driven  in 
for  legs.  The  costumes  of  the  people  would  not  compare  with  the  elegance  of  the  dress  now  seen  on  the  camp 
grounds. 

They  came  in  hunting  dress  and  moccasins,  carrying  their  loaded  guns. 

The  Presbyterian  church  was  completed  in  I860,  the  dimensions  of  which  were  34  x  40.  In  its  early  days  this 
church  had  its  difficulties  and  struggles,  as  have  all  others.  But  the  vine  God  plants  he  waters  and  prunes  that  it 
may  be  fruitful.  The  church  edifice  cost  S3, 198.  Among  the  first  pastors  is  found  the  name  of  Thomas  M.  Newell. 
Rev.  John  B.  Graham  was  called  in  1865  and  is  still  filling  the  pulpit  in  1879. 

Little  opportunity  was  afforded  the  children  of  the  early  settlers  to  obtain  an  education.  There  was  no  law  pro¬ 
viding  for  schools,  no  tax  levied  for  that  purpose  or  any  other  funds  set  apart  for  the  payment  of  teachers  in  that 
day.  The  only  alternative,  under  the  circumstances,  was  resorted  to  by  citizens,  and  that  was  to  raise  by  volun¬ 
tary  contribution1?  «’«ffiomnt  means  to  employ  some  respectable  person  in  whom  could  be  placed  implicit  confidence 
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to  teach  their  offspring,  because  they  fully  realized  the  necessity  and  usefulness  of  even  the  limited  knowledge  the 
children  might  secure.  Reading,  writing  and  arithmetic  comprised  the  studies  then. 

When  one  received  an  inkling  of  these  branches  and  got  along  pretty  well,  he  was  considered,  it  is  said,  a  scholar 
among  them. 

Log  schoolhouses  were  built  here  and  others  there  where  the  settlements  were  more  numerous,  by  the  people 
meeting  on  a  certain  day,  understood  by  them,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  cabins.  This  was  done  repeatedly.  The 
cabins,  as  we  are  informed,  were  usually  about  IS  x  22  feet  and  from  7  to  8  ft.  high  and  constructed  of  round  logs. 

To  these  familiar  with  the  days  of  log  cabins,  the  phrase  so  often  used,  "the  latch  string  is  out,"  is  clearly 
understood.  This  latch  or  fastening  was  made  of  wood,  and  in  order  to  enable  those  from  without  to  enter  the 
dwelling,  a  small  string  was  attached  to  the  latch  which  was  always  on  the  inside  and  passed  through  the  door  to  the 
outside,  and  hence  to  prevent  the  entrance  of  any  person  the  inmate  would  pull  in  the  latch  string,  so  that  when  it 
was  not  on  the  outside  of  the  door,  it  was  evident  that  no  one  could  be  admitted.  Two  windows  were  usually  all  that 
was  considered  necessary  in  a  log  cabin.  This  was  made  by  cutting  out  one  log  on  either  side  of  the  room  nearly 
the  length  of  the  building  and  then  closing  up  by  putting  in  small  sticks  in  the  form  of  sash  and  pasting  greased 
paper  over  them  to  cause  it  to  admit  the  light  more  readily.  The  seats  were  made  out  of  split  timber,  with  legs 
in  them  so  long  that  very  few  feet  were  able,  after  being  properly  seated,  to  touch  the  floor. 

Henry  Holmes  taught  in  an  old  schoolhouse  near  the  Flats  Church  in  1S22. 

Hugh  Laird  taught  for  a  number  of  terms  in  Hollidays  Cove  and  vicinity  in  the  years  1790  to  1815  or  1S20. 

In  the  year  1820,  David  E  die  taught  a  term  in  an  old  log  schoolhouse  that  stood  on  the  farm  now  owned  by  George 
Chambers.  Mr.  Brandon,  an  Irishman,  taught  where  the  Fairview  Presbyterian  Church  now  stands  in  ISIS. 

McCoy  followed  Brandon  in  the  year  1820  and  taught  a  few  years  in  the  town  of  Fairview. 

N.  B.  Grafton  was  the  first  schoolteacher  in  the  village  in  1845. 

Owing  to  the  perilous  conditions  to  which  frontiersmen  were  exposed,  buildings  were  often  erected  that  they 
might  protect  themselves  from  the  invasion  of  their  foes.  Many  private  residences  were  built  in  the  shape  of  block¬ 
houses. 

Mr.  Thomas  Anderson,  molded  the  first  bricks  for  Mr.  Freeman,  the  first  in  the  county. 

About  the  year  1837  bricks  were  made  very  inexpensively.  Good  hands  could  be  hired  for  $10.  00  per  month  and 
board;  or  $16.  00  without  board.  Flour  cost  $2.  50  to  $3.  00  per  barrel,  pork  2  to  3  cents  and  good  beef  from  4  to 
6  cents  per  pound. 

John  Newell,  a  native  of  Washington  Co.  ,  Pa.  ,  was  born  on  the  9th  day  of  June,  1796.  His  education  was  ob¬ 
tained  in  the  common  schools  of  his  minority  days.  In  1819,  he  married  Miss  Rachel  Elder,  they  migrated  to  Han¬ 
cock  Co.  ,  W.  Va.  ,  and  settled  in  Fairview,  then  called  Pughtown  or  New  Manchester.  He  engaged  in  tanning  and 
followed  that  business  for  14  years.  About  1822,  his  wife  departed  this  life,  and  in  a  few  years  he  married  again, 
leading  to  the  alter  Lydia  Edie,  daughter  of  John  Edie.  By  her,  he  had  seven  children.  She  died,  and  in  1853,  he 
married  his  third  wife,  Joanne  Frazier. 


THE  FLATS  GRAVEYARD 

Among  myrtle,  ivy,  tangled  stalks  of  dead  rose  bushes  and  depressed  graves,  broken  tombstones  are  found 
bearing  the  following  names: 

John  Edie,  b.  1760,  d.  1342:  James  Allison,  b.  Mar.  30,  1744,  d.  Mar.  27,  1844;  David  Miller,  b.  1743,  d. 
1842;  Jonathan  Allison,  b.  1776,  d.  1872;  John  McMillan,  b.  1748,  d.  1825;  George  Wilhelm,  b.  1761,  d.  1849; 
John  Miller,  b.  1739,  d.  1875;  Andrew  McCown,  b.  1767,  d.  1856;  William  Aten,  b.  1779.  d.  1860;  John  Marshall, 
b.  1783,  d.  1860;  John  Gallaher,  b.  1754,  d.  1839;  Alexander  Morrow,  b.  1815,  d.  1871.  These  are  among  some 
of  the  oldest  and  most  prominent  persons  interred  in  this  graveyard. 

HANCOCK  IN  THE  REBELLION 


Virginia,  a  state  that  knew  nothing  but  law  and  order  before,  became  boisterous  and  rebellious  in  1861.  Han¬ 
cock  Co.  lifted  higher  and  higher  that  emblem  of  their  country,  "the  stars  and  the  stripes"  that  some  were  wanting  to 
drag  and  trample  underfoot.  Hancock  stood  firm  with  a  number  of  its  sister  counties,  for  the  preservation  ot  its 
grand  and  glorious  country.  At  the  first  call  for  soldiers  for  the  three  month  service,  Hancock  responded  im¬ 
mediately  by  sending  a  company,  besides  a  number  of  others  chat  enlisted  in  ether  companies  recruited  in  border¬ 
ing  states  and  counties.  The  county  had  enrolled  during  the  war  four  hundred  and  sixty-five  men.  The  amount  of 
money  levied  and  paid  by  it  as  local  bounties  for  volunteers  mustered  into  the  United  States  service  was  $60,830. 
Company  G  had  but  few  men  from  Hancock  Co.  Officers  --  Oscar  F.  Melvin,  Captain;  Thomas  Lloyd,  First  Lieu¬ 
tenant;  Joseph  O.  Adams,  Second  Lieutenant;  George  W.  Edie,  Corporal.  Privates  —  C.  B.  Armstrong,  John  N. 
Edie,  Samuel  Edie,  John  C.  Pugh,  Daniel  Kerr,  John  W.  Plattenburg,  Albert  E.  Bonsall.  James  E.  Morrow,  John 
A.  Bonsall,  and  William  G.  Bonsall.  On  Jan.  7,  1862,  this  regiment  participated  in  an  engagement  at  Blues  Gap, 
Va.  ,  and  was  in  command  of  Gen.  Lander  at  the  evacuation  of  Romnev.  January  loth  and  continuing  under  him  till 
nis  death  at  Paw  Paw  Tunnel,  Va..  ,  which  oecured  in  Feb.  ,  1862.  , 
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John  Pugh  was  a  brother  of  Thomas  J.  Pugh. 

John  N.  Edie  was  a  brother  of  Lydia  Edie  and  son  of  Alexander  Edie. 

George  Edie  was  a  son  of  Samuel  Edie,  son  of  Alexander  Edie. 

EARLY  SETTLERS 

"In  the  year  of  1879  an  effort  was  made  to  obtain  as  accurately  as  possible,  a  list  of  the  first  settlers  in  what  is 
now  Hancock  Co.  ,  W.  Va.  A  few’  of  the  early  heroes  were  still  living  and  it  was  thought  by  them  to  be  nearly  cor¬ 
rect  in  every  detail  and  date."  I  have  selected  a  few  which  we  may  know’  from  hearing  our  father  and  mother  or 

early  members  of  the  family  speak.  They  are: 

Mr.  Butler  settled  near  Kings  Creek  in  1790. 

Oliver  Brown  settled  in  the  Cove  in  the  year  of  1790  and  was  driven  out  by  the  Indians. 

Samuel  E.  Marks  settled  on  a  farm  now  owned  by  Alfred  B.  Marks  in  the  j'ear  1827. 

Hugh  Pugh  in  1800  settled  on  a  four  hundred  acre  tract  where  Fairview  is  now  situated. 

John  Edie,  a  soldier  of  the  War  in  1776,  settled  in  now  Butler  district  in  about  1792  or  1793.  He  was  engaged  in 
making  nearly  all  the  surveys  for  the  government  that  were  made  in  this  section  of  the  country  for  a  number  of 
years. 

Alexander  Edie,  Sr.  ,  in  1779,  owned  the  farm  that  was  settled  by  Abraham  Croxton  much  earlier. 

Jacob  J.  Tope  settled  in  Hollidays  Cove  in  1818. 

In  1775,  Philip  Bell  patented  1. 000  acres,  including  a  part  of  the  Cove. 

Samuel  and  Joseph  Ralston  with  their  father,  Joseph  Ralston,  Sr.  ,  settled  on  Kings  Creek  near  where  the  old 
Ralston  mill  stands. 

John  Wiley  settled  in  1795. 

Alexander  Morrow  settled  in  what  is  now  known  as  Butler  district  in  1798. 

Mrs.  Charles  is  a  descendant  of  Alexander  Morrow. 

W.  Rogers  settled  in  1795. 

Peter  Tarr  settled  in  about  1798.  He  was  a  partner  in  the  old  Brooke  Furnace  located  on  Kings  Creek. 

The  famous  fight  between  Andrew  Poe  and  his  brother,  Adam,  and  the  Indian  known  as  "Big  Foot,"  familiar  to 
every  schoolboy  throughout  the  land,  occurred  at  the  mouth  of  Tomlinson’s  run  in  Hancock  Co.  It  will  be  found 
fully  described  in  the  chapter  on  "Events  and  Noted  Characters  of  the  Border  Warfare." 

William  Ledlie  purchased  a  tract  of  land  containing  719  acres  from  Abraham  Edie  in  1784.  Said  tract  is  now 
owned  by  three  different  parties,  namely  James  M.  Crawford,  William  S.  Crawford  and  Thomas  Anderson.  It  is 
located  on  Kings  Creek.  The  creek  derived  its  name  from  one  King  who  was  the  first  settler  on  said  stream.  It 
was  formerly  known  and  called  Indian  Creek  when  in  Monongalia  Co. 

Mr.  Holliday  settled  in  about  1776  in  what  is  now  known  as  Hollidays  Cove. 

Samuel  Caruthers  settled  on  the  head  waters  of  Tomlinson  Run  in  1800  and  there  erected  the  first  "still  house" 
in  what  is  now  Hancock  County.  David  Pugh  also  had  a  small  still  house  on  the  same  nan  1804  to  1812.  J.  Bailey 
settled  on  the  north  branch  of  Tomlinson's  Run  in  1800. 

William  Leddie  settled  in  the  county  in  1784  and  his  conveyance  of  land  was  from  Patrick  Henry,  Governor  of 
Virginia.  Alexander  Edie  received  a  grant  of  land  in  the  area  in  1781  and  his  conveyance  was  signed  by  Patrick 
Henry. 

Col.  George  Stewart  settled  in  1790  on  the  farm  now  owned  by  Franklin  Stewart. 

Mrs.  Jennie  Edie  received  the  appointment  of  postmaster  under  President  Grant  in  1869  in  Pughtown. 

Alexander  Edie,  a  son  of  John  Edie,  deceased,  was  born  on  a  farm  where  he  is  now  living  in  Clay  District, 
now  Hancock  Co."  These  notes  from  "History  of  the  Panhandle,"  W.  Va.  by  J.  A.  Newton,  G.  G.  Nichols,  and  A. 
G.  Sprankle  in  the  year  1879  by  the  Act  of  Congress.  Entered  according  to  Act  of  Congress  in  the  year  1879  by  Jos. 
A.  Caldwell,  in  the  office  of  the  Librarian  of  Congress,  Washington,  D.  C.

"John  Edie,  a  soldier  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  was  born  in  Pennsylvania  in  1760.  After  the  ter¬ 
mination  of  that  successful  effort  for  liberty,  he  migrated  to  Hancock  Co.  ,  W.  Va.  ,  held  office  of 
County  Surveyor  and  made  nearly  all  of  the  earliest  surveys  in  that  section  of  the  country.  In  1790,  he 
married  Rebecca  Croxton.  Served  se\en  years  in  the  Virginia  Legislature  and  filled  the  office  of  Jus¬ 
tice  of  the  Peace  for  many  years.  He  was  father  of  eleven  children.  In  1840,  he  died  at  the  age  of  81 
years."  The  above  taken  from  p.  444  of  the  "History  of  the  Panhandle  of  West  Virginia. "  The  Pan¬ 
handle  included  the  counties  of  Hancock,  Ohio,  Marshall,  and  Brooke.  (Birth  was  in  1760  and  death 
in  1842.) 

A  study  of  all  the  facts  indicate  that  he  was  perhaps  born  in  Adams  Co.  ,  Pa.  ,  and  migrated  with  his 
father  to  Washington  Co.  as  a  small  boy.  Bell  tax  lists  show  John  as  a  taxpayer  in  Washington  Co.  from 
1784  to  1793.  A  statement  from  the  records  of  the  Lower  Ten  Mile  Presbyterian  Church,  located  in  the 
village  of  Amity  in  Washington  Co.  ,  Pa.  ,  indicates  that  John  and  his  sister,  Mary,  were  regular  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  church  in  1781.  It  was  not  until  he  married  that  he  settled  in  the  Panhandle  of  West  Virginia. 

He  was  interred  in  the  Flats  Cemetery  in  Pughtown  which  was  known  asFairview  at  that  time.  Many 
other  members  of  the  Edie  family  were  also  interred  there  at  an  early  date,  but  on  my  search  there  in 
1959  none  of  the  graves  could  be  located.  The  W.P.A.  project  to  rehabilitate  the  cemetery  resulted  in 
the  movement  from  the  cemetery  of  many  of  the  old  headstones  which  had  fallen  over  and  on  which  names 
had  been  eradicated  by  weather  and  time.  There  is  a  monument  to  the  Elders  of  the  Flats  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  cemetery.  It  states  that  the  church  was  erected  in  1799  and  replaced  in  1826.  John  Edie 
was  named  on  the  monument  as  one  of  the  first  Elders  of  the  church.  He  was  also  listed  as  one  of  the 
first  men  and  pioneers  in  the  West  Virginia  area.  John  at  various  times  received  several  grants  of  land 
and  owned  various  farms.  The  following  items  from  deeds  seem  interesting  on  basis  of  description:  "49 
acres  adjacent  to  John  John's,  1800,  Bk.  3,  p.  242  -  Ohio  Co.  ,  Wr.  Va.  ;  86  acres  Robert's  Run,  1S09, 
Bk.  1,  p.  508;  38  1/2  acres.  Island,  Ohio  River,  Bk.  1,  p.  480."  Taken  from  Sims  Index  of  Land 
Grants,  W.  Va.  JohnEdie  wasvery  active  both  in  the  cultural  and  political  growth  ofthe  new  community 
and  the  new  government.  His  first  contribution  was  to  make  surveys  of  the  land  in  most  of  the  area  in 
and  around  Brooke  County.  He  served  in  the  Virginia  Legislature  as  State  Representative  during  the  years 
1812  through  1821  as  shown  by  the  records  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia,  1776-1918.  He  served 
as  Sheriff  of  Brooke  County  for  a  number  of  years.  He  spent  many  of  his  later  years  as  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  a  most  important  Court  of  the  early  day  comparing  favorably  with  Circuit  Courts  of  today. 

In  the  many  records  searched,  I  have  found  numerous  statements  of  esteem  and  recognition  of  his 
service  and  leadership. 

This  interesting  item  was  taken  from  the  Statutes  at  Large  of  Virginia,  Chap.  68,  1792  -  1806; 
"From  the  land  of  John  Edie  in  the  County  of  Brooke,  across  the  Ohio  River  to  the  opposite  shore,  the 
price  for  a  man  eight  cents  and  for  a  horse  the  same.  Passed  Virginia  Legislature  Jan.  12,  1804."  John 
initially  opened  theFerry  for  business.  John  Edie  was  a  veteran  of  the  Revolution.  The  following  statement 
is  taken  from  the  History  of  the  Panhandle  of  West  Virginia.  "John  Edie,  a  soldier  of  the  war  of  the 
Revolution  was  born  in  Pennsylvania  in  1760."  -  p.  444.

This  was  an  expedition  against  the  Moravian  Indians  who  were  willfully  destroying  farm  homes  and 
barns,  stealing  livestock,  and  in  many  instances  savagely  killing  men  and  women.  (The  expedition 
later  on  was  strongly  criticized.) 

John's  wife,  Rebecca  Croxton,  lived  with  her  parents  in  Western  Pennsylvania.  They  were  among 
the  early  pioneers  to  the  W.  Virginia  Panhandle  area.  Book  3,  p.  203  -  "Brooke  Co.  ,  West  Virginia' 
states;  "59  acres,  part  of  Abraham  Croxton's  tract  patented.  Sept.  12,  1785,  and  part  of  John  Wylies 
tract  included  the  right  of  "Ferry"  granted  to  John  Edie  by  an ‘Act  of  the  Virginia  Assembly  in  1803." 

The  following  inventory  of  sale  lists  some  items  of  the  estate  of  John  Edie  held  Apr.  22,  1842.  The 
home  library  was  exceptional  for  that  date.

Letter  from  Frederick  Way,  Jr.  ,  Publisher  of  the  "Inland  River  Record"  on  Aug.  1,  1963,  to  Mr. 
John  W.  Edie  of  7022  West  Park,  St.  Louis  17,  Mo. 

Dear  Mr.  Edie:  The  member  of  the  Edie  Family  who  was  most  prominent  on  the  Ohio  River  in  this 
area  undoubtedly  was  Capt.  John  A.  Edie,  born  at  Steubenville,  O.  ,  in  1836,  He  grew  up  there,  learned 
to  be  a  machinist  in  Thacker's  Shop  at  Bridgeport,  O.  During  the  Civil  War  he  clerked  on  several  boats 
owned  by  Capt.  John  Shouse,  his  brother-in-law.  After  the  war,  he  became  clerkof  the  packet  "FOREST 
CITY"  in  the  Sleubenville-Wheeling  trade.  When  the  Packet  "C.  W.  BATCHELOR"  was  built  in  1878, 
Capt.  Edie  went  aboard  as  clerk,  also  served  as  master,  and  he  remained  in  that  position  until  Novem¬ 
ber,  1889,  died  in  July,  1890.  He  was  survived  by  a  brother,  Richard  Edie  of  Steubenville,  and  by  two 
sisters,  Mrs.  R.  C.  Hull  of  Columbus,  O.  and  Mrs.  John  Shouse,  Allegheny  City,  Pa.  He  died  at  the 
home  of  his  uncle,  A.  G.  Deselm,  who  lived  at  Port  Homer,  O.  Buried  at  Steubenville.  Capt.  John 
Shouse,  who  married  a  sister  of  Capt.  Edie,  was  still  living  at  Steubenville  in  1890  at  an  advanced  age, 
one  of  the  oldest  rivermen  residing  there.  He  was  born  in  (?)  and  went  on  the  river  in  1S32.  He  was  a 
pilot  with  the  old  Pittsburgh  &  Cincinnati  Packet  Line  in  the  1840-1855  period,  as  long  as  it  existed.  A 
son  of  his,  Capt.  James  Shouse,  lived  here  in  Sewicklev  in  his  latter  days,  although  he  had  long  re¬ 
sided  in  Baden,  Pa.  ,  and  was  born  in  Steubenville.  I  don't  have  the  date  of  his  death  here,  but  he  was 
survived  by  a  brother,  Charles  B.  Shouse,  then  living  in  Toledo,  O. 

The  above  information  was  gleaned  from  contemporary  Pittsburgh  newspapers  from  time  to  time.

Wilber  C.  Shouse: 

'  Funeral  services  will  be  held  at  8  o'clock  tonight  for  Wilbur  C.  Shouse.  72,  of  North  Balph  Are.  . 
Bellevue,  one  of  the  last  survivors  of  two  pioneering  river  families,  the  Shouses  and  the  Edies.  Mr. 
Shouse  died  Saturday.  His  great-grandfather  was  Peter  Shouse,  after  whom  Shousetown  was  named.  His 
mother's  ancestors,  the  Edies,  were  among  the  very  first  to  operate  flatboats  to  New  Orleans  in  1730. 
Born  in  Steubenville,  O.  ,  Mr.  Shouse  was  a  son  of  Capt.  John  Shouse,  a  civil  war  figure,  who  Presi¬ 
dent  Lincoln  appointed  to  coordinate  Ohio  River  transportation. "

Alexander  Edie  was  born  on  the  Old  Edie  farm  which  was  a  preemption  grant  made  by  Patrick  Henry, 
then  Governor  of  Virginia,  to  Alexander  Edie.  the  immigrant.  He  lived  his  entire  lifetime  on  this  farm. 

This  farm  was  located  about  5  miles  from  New  Cumberland,  West  Virginia.  Weirton  is  now  located 
on  land  which  was  formerly  a  part  of  this  farm.  The  house  on  the  Old  Homestead  still  stands  and  is  in 
good  condition.  Another  house  a  very  short  distance  away  still  is  being  used.  Several  different  Edie 
families  lived  in  this  house.  Alexander,  my  great-grandfather  reared  his  family  in  this  house.  It  is 
known  as  Shady  Glen.  It  is  a  beautiful  spot.  The  Shady  Glen  School  was  just  across  the  road.  Later  the 
school  was  moved  to  the  valley  and  crossroads  just  a  short  distance  away.  Now  there  is  a  golf  course 
just  across  the  road. 

Soil  in  this  area  is  very'  thin  and  rocky.  Alexander  and  Margaret  gave  their  time  to  raising  cattle, 
milking,  making  butter  and  devious  means  of  making  a  living.  Their  easy7  access  to  the  Anderson  The- 
main  Road  to  New  Cumberland,  made  this  kind  of  industry  attractive. 

Alexander  and  his  wife,  Margaret  Moore,  were  both  Scotch-Irish.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Thomas 
Moore.  His  education  was  that  of  the  schools  of  his  early  days.  He  reared  a  family'  of  eleven  children.

Thomas  Jefferson  Edie  was  born  near  New  Cumberland,  W.  Va.  He  made  the  trip  overland  from  W. 

Va.  ,  through  Ohio,  Missouri,  then  to  Illinois,  but  soon  returned  to  Missouri.  He  bought  a  farm  near 
Osborn,  Mo.  "After  selling  his  farm  near  Osborn,  he  moved  to  Cameron,  bought  a  few  acres  near  town 
and  started  a  dairy  which  he  operated  for  several  years.  He  died  at  the  age  of  90  years  working  the  day 
before  he  died."  Submitted  by  Stewart  0.  Edie,  Nov.  12,  1956. 

He  was  living  with  his  son,  James  Everett,  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  a  successful  farmer  and 
held  the  esteem  and  friendship  of  his  neighbors.  His  wife,  Nancy  Carson,  was  the  daughter  of  a  physician 
from  Cox's  Landing  near  Cinnett  Oil  Well  in  Ohio.  Her  grandmother  came  from  Scotland  when  seven 
years  old.  Thomas  Jefferson  Edie  was  the  son  of  Alexander  and  Margaret  Edie  and  was  born  near  Cum¬ 
berland,  W.  Va.  ,  March  15,  1824,  and  died  at  the  home  of  his  son,  James  Everett,  six  and  a  half  miles 
southeast  of  Cameron,  of  pneumonia,  March  18,  1914,  aged  90  years  and  three  days.  The  deceased  pos¬ 
sessed  a  very  rugged  constitution  and  was  active  and  vigorous  to  time  of  death.  He  was  the  oldest  child 
of  a  family  of  eleven  children  of  whom  but  two  survive  him.  He  was  married  to  Nancy  W.  Carson,  Aug¬ 
ust  30,  1847. 

In  the  early  fifties  the  deceased  had  moved  to  Illinois  and  after  remaining  in  that  state  for  a  few 
years,  came  to  Missouri  settling  upon  a  farm  in  DeKalb  County.  He  was  one  of  the  early  settlers  of 
Northwest  Missouri. 

Nine  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edie,  four  of  whom  survive,  namely:  William  W.  Edie  of 
Willow'  Springs,  Mo.  ,  Lawrence  A.  Edie  of  Oklahoma,  Mrs.  Vesta  M.  Munseil  of  Long  Beach,  Calif.  , 
and  James  Everett  Edie  of  Cameron,  Mo.  The  deceased  had  thirteen  grandchildren  and  fourteen  great¬ 
grandchildren.  Mr.  Edie  joined  the  Presbyterian  church  at  New  Cumberland  in  his  early  years  and  lived 
a  devoted  Christian  life.  He  was  well  liked  by  his  friends  and  acquaintances  and  was  a  good  citizen.  The 
funeral  services  were  held  on  Friday  morning  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Rev.  A.  W.  Ayers  officiat¬ 
ing,  and  the  body  laid  away  in  the  Packard  Cemetery,  Cameron,  Mo.  (Obituary)

(The  following  letter  is  from  Ernest's  wife,  Jo  Ellen. ) 

"In  answer  to  your  recent  letter  concerning  information  for  the  Edie  Family  history,  I  will  attempt 
to  answer  your  questions  and  give  you  the  data  as  follows: 

Ernest  is  buried  in  the  Maple  Park  Cemetery,  in  Springfield,  Mo.  A  beautiful  spot  —  full  of  maple 
trees  —  and  is  only  a  few  blocks  from  where  I  now  live.  Father  Edie,  William,  is  buried  in  the  Burn¬ 
ham  Cemetery  in  Burnham,  Mo.  Lawrence  Edie  died  a  short  while  after  William,  but  I  do  not  know  the 
date  nor  do  1  know  where  he  was  buried.  You  probably  know  that  Mother  and  Father  Edie  were  born  in 
W.  Va.  You  also  know,  I  am  sure,  that  Ernest  was  born  in  Maysville,  Mo.  I  will  not  repeat  all  of  this. 
Around  the  age  of  20  he  began  to  learn  telegraphy  and  after  a  year's  study,  he  began  his  railroad  career 
at  Sargent,  Mo.  ;  this  was  about  1898.  On  June  21,  1899,  Ernest  married  Joe  Ellen  Miller,  who  was  born 
in  Whiteright,  Tex.  I  was  one  of  eleven  children  and  there  were  several  Baptist  ministers  in  my  family. 
At  the  age  of  16,  I  moved  with  my  family  to  Burnham,  Mo.  ,  and  it  is  here  that  I  met  Ernest.  We  were 
married  in  the  home  of  my  parents  by  my  brother  who  was  a  Baptist  minister.  During  our  early  years 
of  marriage,  we  moved  many  times  --  such  was  the  life  of  a  young  railroader.  We  had  five  children  -- 
names  and  dates  you  have. 

In  January,  1949,  because  of  failing  health  and  excessive  work  in  view  of  the  war,  it  was  necessary 
for  Ernest  to  retire  from  the  railroad.  It  was  his  life's  ambition  to  work  for  50  years  but  he  was  unable 
to  do  so  arid  had  to  terminate  his  service  at  the  close  of  47  years.  He  was.  at  the  time  of  his  retirement, 
agent  of  the  Frisco  Depot  in  Willow  Springs,  Mo. 

Ernest  was  a  man  devoted  to  his  work  and  often  received  letters  of  commendation  from  his  superiors 
but  above  all  else  he  was  a  wonderful  husband  and  father  and  a  true  Christian.  To  me  and  his  family,  he 
was  never  a  failure.  He  was  sincere  and  honest  in  all  dealings,  and  the  children  and  I  deem  his  life  as  a 
crowning  success. 

After  his  retirement  and  when  health  permitted,  he  sold  insurance  for  the  Kansas  City  Life  Insur¬ 
ance  Co. 

From  1946  on  until  his  death,  he  was  in  failing  health  but  was  only  confined  to  the  hospital  a  few 
days  prior  to  his  passing.  Though  it  was  a  miserable,  rainy  day  on  the  day  of  his  funeral,  there  was  an 
overflow  crowd  in  a  large  funeral  home.  That,  and  the  many  floral  contributions  told  us  again  what  the 
children  and  I  already  knew,  that  Ernest  had  many  friends  and  admirers. 

I  have  continued  to  live  in  Springfield,  Mo.  ,  since  his  death.  It  was  very  difficult  to  give  up  such  a 
dear  companion  after  all  these  years  of  being  together.  It  was  our  pleasure  to  celebrate  our  54th  wedding 
anniversary  and  at  the  time  of  our  50th  anniversary,  ail  of  the  children  were  home.  Though  we  were  not 
successful  in  terms  of  money,  our  home  and  family  life  was  a  happy  one  and  success  cannot  be  measured 
in  terms  of  money. 

As  far  as  my  own  life,  when  one  raises  five  children,  one  having  died  in  infancy,  taken  care  of  a 
home,  garden,  etc.  ,  there  is  little  time  left.  However,  I  was  always  happy  to  work  in  the  church  all  I 
could.

"Pharmacist  for  58  years  finally  given  recognition.  In  1900,  young  Stewart  C.  Edie,  after  four  years 
as  an  assistant  at  the  old  John  P.  Laird  Drug  Store,  at  Eleventh  Street  and  Broadway,  became  the  head 
pharmacist  when  he  passed  a  state  test  to  become  a  registered  pharmacist. 

Yesterday,  several  years  late,  Edie  received  a  certificate  in  gold  from  the  Missouri  Board  of  Phar¬ 
macy  in  recognition  of  his  more  than  50  years  as  a  registered  pharmacist.  The  certificate  was  present¬ 
ed  at  the  Annual  Prescription  Department  Luncheon  of  the  Katz  Drug  Company  at  the  Hotel  Muehiebach. 
Edie  managed  the  Katz  Pharmacy  Department  at  Twelfth  and  McGee  Streets  for  35  years.  When  he  was 
scheduled  to  retire  in  1957,  Edie  asked  the  company  officials  if  he  could  stay  on. 

"I  don't  like  this  rocking  chair  idea,"  he  said.  His  request  was  granted  and  now  the  80  year  old 
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pharmacist  comes  to  work  when  he  feels  like  it.  He  averages  a  3  1/2  hour  day,  four  days  a  week.  Be¬ 
fore  he  joined  Katz  in  1921,  Edie  owned  eight  drug  stores  at  different  times.  His  wife,  Mrs.  Maude 
Edie,  with  whom  he  lives  at  1603  Appleton  Avenue,  Independence,  worked  as  a  telegrapher  to  help 
their  three  children  through  college. 

When  Edie  reached  his  50th  year  as  a  registered  pharmacist,  the  Missouri  Board  of  Pharmacy  was 
not  issuing  certificates  of  recognition. 

"He  was  overlooked  when  they  started  giving  them  oui. "  Bean  Widnev,  Katz's  director  of  prescrip¬ 
tion  departments,  said.

Dr.  Robert  Alexander  Brady,  a  teacher,  writer  and  consultant  on  economic  affairs  died  here  this 
morning  in  the  Burke  Foundation's  Rehabilitation  Center  after  stuffering  a  stroke.  He  was  61  years  old.

Stewart  came  to  visit  us  the  latter  part  of  August  and  he  said  he  heard  from  you  and  must  write  but 
guess  he  was  busy  and  just  neglected  to  do  it.  His  visit  was  short  but  we  did  enjoy  it  very  much.  I  will 
have  to  go  to  Springfield  the  latter  part  of  this  month  about  my  eyes.  Now  if  you  folks  come  down  this 
way  again,  be  sure  to  come  see  us.  We  don't  have  so  much  room  but  would  do  our  best  to  make  you  feel 
welcome  for  I  fell  in  love  with  your  wife  when  she  was  here.

Also  written  by  "Tashie"  Johnson,  Mar.  10,  18S7:"As  the  golden  sun  came  peepingover  the  eastern 
horizon  of  this,  the  brightest  day  of  our  lines,  our  memory  is  filled  with  bright  and  happy  thoughts  of 
the  future  and  fond  remembrances  of  the  past.  God  grant  the  steps  we  have  taken  may  never  be  regret¬ 
ted.

Jane  Trimmer's  father  was  Pennsylvania  Dutch  and  a  very  early  pioneer  in  Western  Pennsylvania 
and  Virginia  Territory.  She  was  born  at  Cross  Creek  Village,  Pa.  John  N.  Edie  was  elected  and  served 
as  recorder  of  Hancock  Co.  ,  W.  Va.  He  was  one  of  the  first  five  men  to  serve  in  this  office. 

John  N.  Edie  saw  service  in  the  Civil  War  in  Captain  Chapman's  Co.  of  the  First  Regiment,  \ol. 
enlistment,  May  7,  1861.  Geo.  W.  Edie,  son  of  Samuel,  served  in  the  same  company  with  John;  George 
was  a  corporal.  John's  brother,  Samuel,  also  saw  service  in  the  Civil  War.  These  men's  names  are  in¬ 
scribed  on  a  monument  now  standing  in  front  of  the  New  Cumberland  Courthouse.  They  were  Republicans 
and  gave  full  support  to  President  Lincoln. 

Alexander  and  David,  both  sons  of  David,  Sr.  ,  migrated  to  Western  Pa.  and  the  West  Virginia  Pan¬ 
handle  at  a  very  early  date.  They  are  reported  as  being  among  the  first  pioneers  to  cross  the  Alleghenies. 

It  was  here  in  the  new  virgin  Virginia  Territory  that  our  lineage  was  founded.  While  the  country  was 
beautiful,  located  on  the  Ohio  River,  and  offered  an  abundance  of  virgin  timber,  coal,  and  minerals,  the 
soil  was  rocky  and  shallow.  Their  pioneering  spirit  was  strong  and  the  stories  coming  in  from  the  mid¬ 
dle  west  included  much  to  desire  .and  the  urge  to  move  on  was  very  great.  Soon  they  were  scattered 
everywhere.  There  are  still  Edies  in  the  W.  Va.  Panhandle  and  inWestern  Pa.  There  are  many  rela¬ 
tives  who  do  not  carry  the  family  name.  In  my  own  lineage,  referring  to  the  family  of  Alexander  Edie. 
who  married  Margaret  Moore,  and  who  was  referred  to  in  the  "History  of  the  West  Virginia  Panhandle, " 
there  were  only  two  of  seven  sons  who  remained  in  the  area.  The  others  migrated  to  Missouri,  Illinois, 
Iowa  and  California.  The  first  trip  to  the  west  was  made  sometime  between  1850  and  1357  for  my  father 
was  born  in  McComb,  Ill.  ,  in  1857.  So  far  as  can  be  learned,  they  came  by  cargo  boats  over  the  Ohio 

and  Mississippi  Rivers.  The  trip  was  completed  by  wagon  overland.  The  Edie  and  Shouse  families  were 

associated  in  the  cargo  business,  running  steamboats  from  the  Panhandle  to  New  Orleans. 

I  am  sure  that  those  who  study  this  genealogy  will  have  difficulty  in  understanding  what  the  W.  Va. 
Panhandle  area  was  like  at  the  time-  our  people  settled  in  this  pioneer  country' .  The  following  item  will 
help  to  understand  the  problems  of  the  early  day  settlers  and  even  at  a  much,  much  later  date. 

From  Brooke  Co.  ,  W.  Va.  Record  by  J.  C.  Jacob  (1882),  p.  24: 

"A  Mrs.  Van  Buskirk  had  been  captured  by7  the  Indians.  The  next  summer  Capt.  Van  Buskirk  raised 
some  thirty7  scouts  and  started  out  on  a  raid  into  Indian  country  west  of  the  Ohio  River.  The  names  of 
some  of  these  men  were  given:  David  Cox,  two  Culfays,  John  Edie,  Carpenter,  and  Jake  Ross,  whose 
family7  names  are  yet  familiar.  Only7  Buskirk  was  killed  but  several  were  wounded."  There  were  about 
six  John  Edies  in  the  Panhandle  at  that  time.

James  was  a  farmer  for  many  years  but  later  worked  in  the  steel  mills  in  Carnegie, 
Pa.  He  made  his  home  in  Carnegie  but  returned  to  Pughtown  when  he  retired  from  his  work. 

Letter  from  Grace  Edie,  daughter  of  James  Madison  Edie  to  John  W.  Edie,  of  St.  Louis: 

Mr.  John  Edie:  I  was  quite  small  when  grandfather  and  grandmother  Edie  left  for  the  west  on  their 
second  trip  out  there. 

I  have  a  faint  recollection  of  us  going  to  their  house  to  a  farewell  party  and  I  can  remember  father 
talking  to  his  mother;  they  were  standing  on  the  back  porch  and  I  was  holding  on  to  my  father's  hand.  In 
later  years,  I  know  how  he  must  have  felt.  He  wanted,  so  much,  to  go  with  them,  but  my  mother  would 
not  leave  her  folks.  Father  had  been  with  them  on  their  first  trip  west,  I  do  not  know  how  long  they  were 
out  there  the  first  time. 

I  can  remember  Laura,  Flora  and  Andrew.  Andrew  came  to  our  home  every  once  in  a  while.  I  don't 
remember  your  father,  but  my  father  used  to  say  that  he  had  a  quick  temper.  They  slept  in  the  loft  and 
mow  sprinkled  the  bed  covers  sometimes  and  my  father  would  get  up  and  shake  the  snow  on  Uncle  John 
and  then  I  guess  he  had  to  about  fall  down  the  ladder  and  disappear.  I  never  saw  any  of  grandfather's 
family  after  they  left.  I  did  write  to  Flora  when  my  father  died  and  she  wrote  a  time  or  two.  There  was 
a  girl  who  came  to  visit  from  Illinois.  I  think  her  name  was  ZoeEdie  and  then  there  was  a  Helen  Farr 
visited  once.  I  spent  a  couple  weeks  every  summer  with  Aunt  Jennie  Headly  and  Uncle  Morgan.  They 
lived  on  part  of  the  Edie  farm  and  they  were  a  wonderful  couple.  Uncle  Morgan  v7as  a  real  Christian, 
Aunt  Jennie  was  too,  but  not  quite  so  strict.  They  had  no  family. 

Aunt  Lj'dia  who  married  John  Anderson,  was  a  real  bus}7  person.  She  was  up  early  and  got  a  lot 
done  and  she  loved  to  visit  a  little  with  the  neighbors  as  often  as  she  could.  I  had  some  nice  times  in 
their  home.  There  were  two  boys  and  four  girls,  Sam,  Tom,  Florence,  Hattie,  Elizabeth  and  Mattie. 
Rebecca  Edie  married  David  Ward.  He  taught  school  for  awhile  and  later  was  in  the  grocery  business  in 
New  Cumberland,  W.  Va.  They  had  four  boys,  Alex,  Chester,  Francis  and  Albert,  and  two  girls,  Rene 
and  Maggie. 

Alexander  Edie  lived  in  New  Cumberland,  he  was  married  twice,  had  one  daughter  by  the  first  mar¬ 
riage,  Ora  Belle;  she  married  George  Thayer,  he  died  and  she  married  his  brother.  They  lived  in  De¬ 
troit.  They  are  both  dead  now. 

I  know’  Uncle  Sam  Edie,  he  lived  for  a  while  on  the  Edie  homestead,  was  married  and  there  were 
four  girls  and  one  boy,  May,  Blanche,  Grey,  Della,  and  Haller.  I  think  he  is  still  living  in  Massolin,  O.  , 
and  so  is  Blanche.  She  married  a  man  by  the  name  of  Smith.  He  is  not  living.  She  had  two  daughters,  I 
do  not  know  them.  May  Edie  married  Henry  Nickle  and  lived  in  Hookstovn.  They  are  both  dead.  They 
have  a  son,  Carl,  in  Hookstown  and  two  or  three  daughters.  I  do  not  know  where  they  live.  I  think  there 
was  another  boy,  Earl. 

Grey  married  a  man  named  Barkhurst  and  they  had  several  children.  Some  are  living  around  and  in 
Weirton.  Grey  died  a  couple  years  ago. 

Della  Edie  married  George  Ralston  from  Hollidays  Cove,  W.  Va.  They  have  three  children,  one  boy 
and  two  girls.  Della  is  dead  but  her  husband  is  still  living  in  Carnegie,  Pa. 

My  father,  James  Madison  Edie,  died  in  1322.  He  was  hurt  badly  when  his  team  ran  off.  He  was 
thrown  under  the  horses.  He  lived  only  a  few  hours.  He  married  Margaret  Jane  Simms  and  was  a  farmer 
for  awhile  and  when  Will  and  I  were  six  and  eight,  he  moved  to  Mansfield,  Pa.  ,  which  is  now  known  as 
Carnegie.  It  is  about  nine  miles  from  Pittsburgh.  When  he  had  to  quit  his  work  at  the  Pennsylvania 
Smelting  Co.  (account  of  his  health)  he  moved  here  to  Pughtown,  VV.  Va.  ,  and  worked  with  farmers  and 
had  a  place  where  he  kept  a  team  of  horses,  a  cow,  pigs  and  chickens  and  had  a  nice  garden  place,  fruit, 
etc. ,  -  12  acres. 

Dad's  mother  was  Jane  Trimmer  and  his  father  was  John  Edie.  Will  and  I  are  the  only  children.  Will 
married  Rachel  Jenkins  and  they  had  two  children.  Will  and  Violet.  Will,  Jr.  had  a  son,  Will,  and  Violet 
had  one  daughter,  Susan. 

I  married  George  Arehart,  now  deceased,  a  painter,  and  we  had  five  children,  all  married.  James, 
the  oldest,  lives  here,  has  two  daughters,  Linda  Ann  and  Dorothy  Sue.  His  wife's  name  is  Dorothy. 
Elinor,  my  oldest  girl,  lives  in  Newell,  W.  Va.  She  has  a  boy  in  Alaska  (George  B.  Shaw)  Air  Force, 
a  daughter,  Lorna  May  married  to  Terry  Martin,  lives  in  East  Palestine,  O.  Erma  married  Pane  Huff, 
have  tw’o  children,  Grade  Lee  and  Fred.  They  live  in  Pughtown.  George  W.  Arehart,  Jr.  ,  married  and 
lives  in  East  Liverpool,  O.  His  wife,  Alice,  is  from  Cincinnati,  O.  They  have  four  children  JoAnn. 
Thomas,  William,  and  Terry  Jean.  George  drives  trucks,  longdistance.  Virginia.  May,  theyoungest, 
lives  in  Norfolk,  Va.  ,  and  is  married  to  a  marine,  William  Smith. 

I  am  77  years  of  age  and  ide  in  a  small  house  by  myseii.  James  and  Erma  are  near  and  are  very 
good  to  see  if  I  am  all  right.  The  others  are  good,  too,  but  do  not  live  so  near.  My  father  talked  a  lot 
about  the  west.  He  was  with  his  family  on  their  first  trip  to  the  west  and  would  have  liked  to  have  gone 
the  second  time  but  motner  aia  not  want  to  go.  l  wrote  a  poem  tor  mm. 
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"LET'S  GO  WEST" 


Oh,  take  me  out  to  the  Western  Plain's 
Where  I've  often  longed  to  be 
Where  there  are  miles  and  miles  of  vacant  land 
That  makes  one  feel  so  free. 

Myr  father  loved  those  Western  Plains 
He  lived  there  when  a  boy 
And  often  told  of  happenings 
Which  we  did  much  enjoy. 

He  told  of  fields  of  opening  grain 
Far  as  the  eye  could  see 
And  the  many  men  and  happy  times 
When  the  grain  should  garnered  be. 

So  I  hope  some  day,  there  will  be  a  way 
For  me  to  go  and  see 
As  much  as  I  can  of  those  Wesiern  Plains 
Where  I  have  often  longed  to  be.

The  following  is  William  O.  Edie  speaking  about  his  grandfather,  James  Madison  Edie: 

"My  memories  of  my  grandfather,  James  Edie,  are  some  of  my  fondest.  I  could  go  on  for  pages  in 
that  respect.  Ln  stature,  he  was  a  fairly  large  man.  In  his  prime,  about  180  lbs.  to  190  lbs.  About  5'il" 
tall  and  well  porportioned.  Temperamentally,  he  was  the  kindest  and  most  understanding  man  I  have  ever 
known.  I  never  knew  him  to  voice  anger,  where  I  know  now  he  would  have  been  justified  in  doing  so  with 
us  kids.  As  grandchildren,  all  of  us,  particularly  James  Arehart  and  myself  spent  our  summers  on  his 
small  farm. 

"Any  reprimand  was  made  in  a  soft  spoken  way  which  could  make  a  spanking  seem  mild.  I  know  that 
no  one  with  any  knowledge  of  right  and  wrong  could  speak  ill  of  him.  His  passing  beyond  was  one  of  the 
saddest  days  of  my  life.  He  had  a  very  dry  wit  and  a  twinkle  in  his  eye  and  a  very'  good  sense  of  humor. 
He  seemed  to  know  everything  a  boy  would  want  to  do  and  wmuld  go  out  of  his  way  both  in  money  and  ef¬ 
fort  to  make  those  things  materialize.  If  I  verehaif  the  man  he  was,  my  life  would  be  well  spent.  Match¬ 
ed  with  him,  my  grandmother,  Margaret  Sims,  was  also  a  wonderful  person,  a  trifle  more  strict,  but 
a  very  fitting  mate.  She  read  a  lot  and  as  a  boy  instilled  in  me  an  enjoyment  in  reading.  Together,  they 
made  up  a  part  of  my  life  I  would  certainly  like  to  live  over. 

"James  Edie  w  as  a  farmer  originally.  After  coming  to  Carnegie,  he  was  employed byT  the  Pa.  Smelt¬ 
ing  Co.  ,  in  Carnegie.  He  became  a  blast  furnace  foreman.  This  company^  reduced  ore  to  lead.  After  a 
case  of  lead  poisoning,  he  gave  up  his  work  and  returned  to  farming  on  a  small  farm  at  Pughtown,  W. 
Va.  He  v/as  killed  while  hitching  up  a  team  of  horses.  One  of  the  horses  was  quite  young  and  scared  at 
something  and  bolted,  Grandad  being  in  front  of  the  team  was  trampled  to  death."

John  Newton  Edie  went  to  live  with  his  grandparents  at  the  age  of  nine  years.  His  grandparents 
were  aged  and  needed  some  one  with  them.  He  also  started  to  work  in  the  brick  kilns  at  about  the  same 
time.  I  presume  that  he  was  still  in  his  late  teens  when  he  went  to  work  as  a  stevedore  on  the  Ohio  in 
the  Panhandle  area  of  W.  Va.  Cargo  boating  was  a  very  important  industry.  John  also  worked  on  the 
boats.  After  the  death  of  his  grandparents  he  and  all  cfhis  father's  family  migrated  to  the  Osborn  com¬ 
munity  of  Dekalb  County,  Mo.  John's  father,  also  John  N.  ,  finally  purchased  and  settled  on  a  farm  one 
quarter  mile  south  of  Weatherby,  Mo.  He  lived  here  until  he  became  quite  ill  and  then  soid  the  farm. 
(Dekalb  Co.  ,  Mo.)  Mary  E.  Osborn  and  husband  sold  to  John  N.  Edie  in  18S4.  In  1887,  John  N.  Edie 
sold  to  George  Schuckman  and  he  sold  to  Robert  Ellis.  John  Newton  Fclie,  sen  of  John  N.  Edie,  bought 
the  farm  on  June  14,  1895,  when  he  married  Hattie  Caldwell  and  lived  there  his  lifetime. 

John  N.  Edie,  Jr.  and  John  Edie,  Sr.  worked  together  in  the  carpenter  trade.  Several  of  the  houses 
built  around  Osborn,  especially  north  of  Osborn,  were  constructed  by  them.  These  houses  are  still  in 
use. 


My  father,  John  N.  Edie,  Jr.  ,  was  a  small  boy  when  his  father  and  family  returned  to  W.  Va.  to 
take  care  of  his  parents.  They  were  living  in  McComb,  Ill.  at  that  time  and  this  is  where  John  N.  Edie. 
Jr.  was  born.  His  recollections,  however,  were  ot  his  experiences  m  vv.  va.  tie  always  referred  io 
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W.  Va.  as  his  home  and  told  many  stories  of  his  experiences  there.  He  could  talk  at  length  of  his  grand¬ 
parents  and  of  the  early  Edic  families. 

I  recall  vividly  his  description  of  the  coal  mines,  especially  the  one  on  grandfather's  farm.  The 
coal  was  very  close  to  the  surface  and  easy  to  mine.  I  can  recall  stories  he  would  tell  of  his  experiences 
in  working  on  a  cargo  boat  on  the  Ohio  River.  The  following  one  I  remember  distinctly:  The  young  men 
on  the  boat  would  make  a  raft  of  lumber  and  tie  it  on  behind  the  boat.  When  they  rode  the  raft,  its  action 
continuously7  submerged  the  raft  and  then  brought  it  to  the  surface.  My  father  could  never  swim  but  he 
could  tread  water  very  efficiently. 

I  remember  his  stories  of  the  brick  kilns  and  how  the  brick  were  made  and  hardened  in  the  kiln.  He 
worked  in  the  brick  yards  when  a  very  small  boy.  He  would  pick  up  several  brick  at  a  time  and  pull  them 
up  so  he  could  carry  them  away.  Since  the  load  was  too  heavy  for  him,  he  pulled  the  bricks  upon  between 
his  legs  using  his  legs  to  help  hold  the  brick.  As  a  result,  he  was  slightly  bowlegged.  As  a  result  of  very 
hard  work  in  youth  he  later  developed  into  a  very7  strong,  healthy  man  and  I  believe  that  he  could  lift  and 
carry  a  load  heavier  by7  far  than  most  men.  I  remember  as  a  small  boy  watching  father  and  some  other 
men  working.  My  father  was  kidding  another  man  for  carrying  such  a  light  load  and  in  the  banter  he  of¬ 
fered  to  carry  not  only  his  load  but  the  other  man  and  his  load  as  well.  I  remember  that  no  one  accepted 
the  wager. 

My  father  was  an  excellent  mechanic.  He  seemed  a  natural  for  any  kind  of  work  and  was  equally  good 
at  all.  He  enjoyed  most  to  work  with  machines.  He  was  a  good  carpenter,  plumber,  wagon  maker,  and 
did  very  well  with  these  and  other  types  of  work.  While  he  lived  on  the  farm,  he  also  operated  his  own 
mill  which  included  grinding  of  feeds,  sawing  of  lumber,  making  cider  with  hydraulic  press  and  making 
sorghum  molasses. 

He  was  a  charter  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  inWeatherby,  Mo.  He  helped  with  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  church.  The  building  is  still  standing  though  no  longer  used  for  services.  It  was  con¬ 
structed  sometime  around  1890. 

Father  served  in  many  community7  capacities.  He  served  as  Justice  of  the  Peace,  member  of  the 
school  board,  member  of  the  township  board,  road  overseer  and  on  the  church  board. 

This  one  last  story  which  I  believe  typical  of  myr  father.  The  church  was  very  high  and  now  and  then 
the  chimney  had  to  be  cleaned.  Father  would  climb  to  the  top  of  the  church  through  the  belfry  and  walk 
the  ridge  of  a  very  steep  pitched  roof  to  the  chimney7  midway7  of  the  building  carry  ing  a  long  pole  which 
he  used  to  swab  the  soot  from  the  chimney  and  then  walk  back  just  as  unconcerned  as  if  it  was  nothing- 
more  than  sitting  down  to  lunch.  My  father  was  a  man  of  whom  a  son  could  be  very  proud. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Modern  Woodmen  of  America,  Oddfellows  and  Masonic  Lodge. 

Statement  by7  Enoch  Shreve: 

"My7  uncle,  John  Newton  Edie,  was  a  wonderful  person.  I  spent  some  time  with  Bill,  his  son,  each 
summer,  at  his  father's  farm.  Some  of  my  fondest  recollections  were  frog  catching  in  the  mill  pond, 
drinking  cider  at  the  big  hydraulic  press  and  watching  Uncle  John  saw  lumber  and,  of  course,  many  other 
things  we  did  which  did  not  have  the  approval  of  our  parents  but  which  made  living  lots  of  fun  for  boys." 

Notes  by  Kate  D.  Weigand:  My  father,  John  N.  Edie  united  with  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church. 
inWeatherby,  Mo.,  on  Apr.  11,  idSS.  He  was  a  charter  member  and  Rev.  L.  F.  Hays  was  the  minis¬ 
ter.  He  afterwards  transferred  his  membership  to  the  Methodist  Church  in  Weathcrby  to  the  samefaith 
as  his  wife.  When  his  grandparents  died,  he  decided  to  travel  west.  While  working  as  a  farm  hand  in  the 
state  of  Missouri,  he  decided  to  make  it  his  future  home.  He  returned  to  his  native  state  to  assist  his 
parents,  four  sisters  and  one  brother,  on  the  long  journey  to  Missouri.  The  family  chose  a  farm  near7 
Weatherby,  in  DeKalb  Co.  John  Newton  became  an  active  member  of  the  community." 

"On  the  evening  of  October  24,  1894,  he  was  united  in  marriage  to  Thurza  Hattie  Jane  Caldwell.  The 
marriage  vows  were  exchanged  in  Hodge  Chapel  Methodist  Church  at  Weatherby.  He  and  his  bride  im¬ 
mediately  set  up  housekeeping  on  the  Edie  farm  which  they  had  purchased.  Here  their  children  were  born 
and  reared. 

"He  was  an  excellent  carpenter  and  also  adept  at  machinery.  He  was  happiest  when  working  with  one 
or  the  other. 

"Edie's  Feed  and  Sawmill  that  he  set  up  on  the  farm  was  patronized  by  the  entire  community.  People 
came  seeking  that  fine  sweetmeat  that  those  burrstenes  ground,  and  many7  a  new  house  in  the  commun¬ 
ity  was  built  with  lumber  sawed  at  the  sawmill. 

"His  days  were  full  and  hard  but  never  a  word  of  complaint  was  uttered  and  when  necessary  into 
that  strenuous  day,  he  could  always  find  a  Little  time  to  encourage  the  children  in  their  work  or  play¬ 
er  do  some  small  chore  for  his  wife." 

Kate  D.  Weigand  speaking  of  her  mother's  family:  Alexander  Caldwell  was  born  in  Tyrone,  Ireland, 
coming  to  this  country  with  his  parents  at  the  age  of  five  years.  His  mother  had  been  married  previous- 
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offspring  or  where  they  live.  1  do  know  that  when  Mr.  Caldwell  married  Mrs.  Thompson  the  children 
were  taken  into  the  new  home  as  a  normal  procedure.  Fathered  by  Mr.  Caldwell  was  a  son,  Alexander. 

While  living  in  Kentucky  as  a  young  man,  Alexander  met  and  married  Mary  Jane  Ditzler.  In  a  short 
time,  they  migrated  to  Linn  County,  Mo.  Here  they  were  unfortunate  in  losing  their  first  three  children. 
Mary  Jane  became  very  discouraged  and  they  returned  to  Kentucky. 

Again  the  urge  to  go  west  made  Alexander  restless  and  they  followed  the  trail  into  Illinois  locating 
near  Kinmundy,  Ill.  They  remained  here  until  1876  when  they  moved  to  Clinton  Co.  ,  Mo.  crossing  ever 
the  Missouri  River  on  a  ferry  at  St.  Louis  making  their  way  farther  west. 

Thuza  Hattie  Jane  Caldwell  was  14  years  of  age  at  this  time.  She  was  the  only  daughter  of  Alexander 
and  Mary  Jane  to  survive  infancy.  After  a  few  years  of  residence  near  Plattsburg,  Mo.  ,  Alexander  moved 
his  family  to  a  farm  near  Weatherby,  Mo.  ,  where  they  continued  to  live. 

Thursa  Hattie  Jane  (Caldwell)  Edie  was  born  on  a  farm  south  of  Kinrnunda,  Ill.  Alexander  Caldwell 
was  a  Methodist  preacher.  She  was  a  young  girl  when  listening  to  her  father  preach  and  felt  the  call  to 
become  a  Christian.  At  the  close  of  the  sermon  she  placed  her  hand  in  her  father's  and  accepted  the 
Christian  way.  From  this  date  on,  ray  mother  was  a.  strong  worker  in  the  cause  of  her  church  and  the 
welfare  of  her  neighbors. 

Hattie  completed  grade  school  in  Plattsburg.  After  coming  to  Dekalb  Co.  ,  she  remained  in  the  home 
to  help  the  family  until  twenty-two  years  of  age  when  she  enrolled  in  high  school  in  Maysville  to  qualify 
for  teaching.  She  was  a  member  of  the  first  graduating  class  of  the  Maysville  High  School.  She  taught  in 
the  schools  around  Weatherby  for  several  years  helping  with  the  support  of  the  home  and  helping  a 
brother,  to  finance  a  medical  course  in  Washington  University  in  St.  Louis. 

She  married  John  Newton  Edie  on  Oct.  24,  1894  in  the  Hodge  Chapel  Methodist  Church  in  Weatherby, 
the  Rev.  Samuel  M.  Smart  officiating.  She  and  her  husband  bought  the  old  Edie  farm  just  south  of  Weath¬ 
erby  and  started  a  new  life  together.  They  lived  there  their  lifetime. 

Much  of  her  time  was  given  over  to  the  cause  of  her  church,  and  in  service  to  her  neighbor.  Her 
prayers  seem  to  open  a  door  to  all  those  present  and  together  all  seemed  to  feel  the  presence  of  the 
power  of  the  Lord.  Her  last  prayer  was  offered  in  her  beloved  church  just  two  weeks  before  she  died. 
To  all  it  was  a  most  impressive  prayer,  or  rather  it  was  as  if  she  was  talking  with  her  Maker  face  to 
face.  She  was  truly  loved  by  all,  and  her  friends,  to  perpetuate  this  devotion  bought  a  Bible  which  was 
dedicated  to  the  Church  in  her  memory  and  which  rested  upon  the  casket  at  her  death. 


Alexander  Caldwell  was  born  in  1820  in  Tyrone  Co.  ,  Ireland.  He  died  in  1894  at  Weatherby,  Mo.  ,  and  was 
buried  in  the  Shambaugh-Cope  Cemetery  near  Weatherby,  Mo.  ,  with  his  wife  who  was  Mary  Jane  Ditzler.  She  was 
born  in  1825,  Oldham  Co.  ,  Ky.  She  died  in  1911  in  the  home  of  her  daughter,  Hattie  Edie,  at  Weatherby,  Mo. 
Alexander  was  a  Methodist  minister. 

It  has  been  said  that  Alexander  Caldwell,  a  cousin  who  went  to  Iowa,  and  a  sister  that  married  a  Moore,  are 
the  only  members  of  the  family  to  come  to  America.  I  rather  doubt  this  statement  for  there  were  many  early  Cald¬ 
well  settlers  in  Pennsylvania  and  Virginia.  The  family  had  no  knowledge  of  other  relatives  here  in  this  country. 

Alexander  first  settled  in  Oldham  Co.  ,  Ky.  where  he  met  and  married  Mary  Jane  Ditzler. 

Dr.  Jacob  Ditzler,  brother  of  Mary  Jane  Ditzler,  wife  of  Alexander  Caldwell,  was  an  emminent  Methodist 
minister  and  evangelist.  The  following  article  taken  from  "The  Central  Methodist,"  the  official  magazine  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  dated  Oct.  17.  1907,  gives  definite  information  on  Dr.  Jacob  Ditzler: 

REV.  JACOB  DITZLER,  D.  D.‘ 

"Dr.  Ditzler,  whose  picture  we  print 'this  week,  is,  in  many  respects,  one  of  the  most  remarkable  men 
ever  produced  by  Methodism.  This  is  the  testimony  of  many,  not  only  among  those  friendly  to  his  views,  but  a- 
mong  those  not  friendly  to  them.  The  books  and  articles  he  has  written  and  the  controversies  he  has  had  with  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  other  churches  and  beliefs,  have  given  him  a  standing,  not  only  throughout  our  own  denomination, 
but  in  many  others  as  a  man  of  the  largest  scholarship  and  the  highest  authority  on  all  those  subjects  to  which  he 
has  given  attention.  The  Methodist  church  owes  much  to  Dr.  Ditzler  for  the  defense  he  has  made  of  her  doctrines, 
especially  those  pertaining  to  Baptism,  its  subjects,  mode,  and  design. 

Dr.  Ditzler  was  born  January  13,  1831,  where  he  now  lives,  about  one  mile  from  Prospect,  Ky.  ,  on  the 
Prospect  Interurban  line  extending  out  from  Louisville.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Kentucky  Conference  at  Danville, 
in  1855,  and  stationed  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.  ,  where  he  served  until  about  the  beginning  of  the  Civil  War,  receiving 
many  calls  all  over  the  state  to  assist  in  evangelistic  work.  After  the  war,  seeing  the  need  of  a  Southern  Metho¬ 
dist  Conference  in  Illinois  and  Indiana,  he  urged  the  organization  of  the  conference  over  there,  thus  becoming  the 
prime  mover  of  our  work  m  those  states.  During  the  war,  Dr.  Ditzler  was  commissioned  to  go  to  England  in  the 
interest  ot  the  Southern  Confederacy,  thus  snowing  his  sympathy  with  ana  loyalty  to  tne  southern  cause.

In  1885,  Dr,  Ditzler  took  a  location,  since  which  time  he  has  been  engaged  in  the  general  work  of  lecturing 
and  preaching  wherever  he  might  be  invited.  He  has  alsc  held  a  number  of  debates  with  the  ablest  representatives 
of  other  churches,  and  has  never  failed  to  make  good  his  position  on  every  subject  involved  in  the  discussions. 
Dr.  Ditzler  has  written  a  number  of  books,  one  of  the  first  being  a  Philosophy  of  the  History  of  the  Church,  writ¬ 
ten  while  he  was  still  in  his  20's.  He  has  now  in  preparation  a  History  of  Methodism  which  he  expects  to  make  the 
most  exact  and  satisfactory  published.  His  books  on  Baptism  are  the  best  known  and  are  perhaps  the  highest  au¬ 
thority  on  that  subject.  They  are  quoted  by  writers  and  speakers  of  all  churches.  Among  several  books  he  has  in 
preparation  is  one  of  the  special  topic  of  Infant  Baptism,  which  he  hopes  to  be  the  most  exhaustive  and  conclusive 
ever  published  on  that  subject. 

Dr.  Ditzler  is  still  ready  and  willing  to  engage  in  the  discussion  of  any  of  the  great  doctrines  of  Methodism, 
or  to  deliver  one  or  more  sermons  or  lectures  in  explanation  and  defense  of  the  great  beliefs  and  practices  of 
Methodist. " 

Alexander  and  Mary  Jane  Caldwell  lived  in  Kentucky  for  only  a  short  time  before  moving  west  to  Kinmundy, 
Ill.  ,  where  they  bought  a  farm  three  miles  south  of  the  town.  They  lived  here  several  years.  He  served  a  Meth¬ 
odist  church  near  there.  Their  next  move  was  to  Linn  Co.  ,  Mo.  ,  near  Brookfield.  Their  stay  in  Linn  Co.  was  of 
short  duration  having  moved  to  a  farm  near  Piattsburg,  Mo.  Their  daughter,  Hattie,  finished  the  work  in  the  grade 
school  while  at  Piattsburg.  Their  next  move  was  to  a  farm  in  Dekalb  Co.  ,  Mo.  known  as  the  Ward  farm  in  18S7. 
This  farm  was  located  about  three  miles  southeast  of  Maysville,  the  count}7  seat.  The  next  move  was  the  last  one. 
They  bought  a  160  acre  farm  in  Dekalb  Co.  ,  about  one  and  ahalf  miles  west  of  Weather  by  and  a  little  south.  There 
was  a  Methodist  church  located  on  the  noi'thwest  corner  of  the  farm  which  Mr.  Caldwell  served  as  minister.  This 
church  was  later  moved  into  Weatherbv  and  is  still  serving  the  people  there.  This  Methodist  church  is  known  as 
the  Evergreen  Church  having  continuous  services  over  the  many  years.  Alexander  Caldwell  was  a  soldier  in  the 
war  with  Mexico  serving  under  General  Zachary  Taylor. 

Children  born  to  ALEXANDER  AND  MARY  JANE  CALDWELL  were  WINFIELD  SCOTT,  JOHN  CLAY, 
WILLIAM,  HATTIE,  ROBERT,  and  JACOB  who  died  in  infancy  at  Kinmundy,  Ill.  ,  twin  girls  who  died  in  infancy 
near  Brookfield,  Mo.  ,  and  a  daughter  who  died  in  infancy  at  Piattsburg.  Mo. 

GEORGE  WINFIELD  SCOTT  CALDWELL  was  born  about  Sept.  24,  1851,  Jefferson  Co.  ,  Ky.  ,  near  Louis¬ 
ville.  He  married  Margaret  Williamson  on  July  1,  1880.  She  was  born  on  the  29th  day  of  May,  1856,  Entrum  Co,  , 
W.  Va.  Both  are  interred  in  the  Amity  Cemetery.  They  lived  on  a  farm  about  four  miles  southwest  of  Maysville, 
Rio.  Bertha,  Mary,  and  Laura  were  born  to  this  union. 

Bertha  married  John  Glen  and  lived  on  a  farm  four  miles  south  of  Maysville.  They  were  married  on  May 
22,  1902.  Bertha  was  born,  May  23,  1881  and  died  Oct.  21,  1959.  Both  are  interred  at  Maysville,  Rio.  They  had 
two  boys,  James  and  Clarence.  James  was  born  June  30,  1903,  and  was  killed  by  a  truck  which  backed  over  him 
while  at  work  on  June  24,  1959.  James,  a  graduate  engineer  from  the  University  of  Missouri,  went  lo  work  for 
the  Missouri  State  Highway  immediately  after  graduation  and  continued  his  work  with  the  Highway  Commission 
continuously  to  the  time  of  his  death.  He  married  Flora  V.  Topel,  July  8,  1930.  Her  birth  date  was  March  10, 
1907.  They  made  their  home  in  Chamois,  Rio. 

They  have  two  sons,  Dwight  and  Steven.  Dwight  Paul  was  born  Dec.  10,  1932.  He  is  in  the  U.  S.  Air  Force. 
His  son,  David  Brian,  was  born  Aug.  4,  1961,  in  London,  England.  Dwight  married  Vernice  Walker,  Aug.  10, 
1931.

Joseph,  Rio.  He  married  RIaryKephart  of  Rlaysville,  Rio.  ,  on  April  18,  1931.  They  had  two  daughters,  Peggie  Lee 
and  Mary  Clara.  Peggie  was  bornJan.  4,  1933  and  died  at  birth.  Mary  was  born  Dec.  6,  1938.  She  married  Larry 
Kerns  on  Dec.  6,  1958.

Silas  was  born  Oct.  21,  1892,  and  died  on  Oct.  26,  1957.  He  was  a  farmer  and  they  lived  near  Oak,  T»Io.  ,  most  of 
their  married  life.  They  had  three  children,  James  Harold,  George  Elliot,  and  Howard  Lee.  James  married  Se- 
ncrita  Donna  Mary  Infante  Mendez  born  in  Columbia,  S.  A.  They  live  at  Sao  Paulo,  Brazil.  He  holds  a  degree  in 
Business  Administration.  George  Eliot  was  born  on  Aug.  26,  1931  and  died  early.  Body  was  interred  in  the  Amity 
Cemetery.  Howard  was  born  June  5,  1935.  He  lives  on  the  farm  with  his  mother  but  is  now  a  student  at  the  Univ¬ 
ersity  of  Missouri. 

JOHN  CLAY  CALDWELL,  son  of  Alexander,  was  born  Nov.  25,  1853,  in  Oldham. Co.  ,  Ky.  He  died  in  Florida 
in  1914.  His  wife  was  Sadie  Whitchurch.  They  had  two  children  who  died  in  infancy.  Both  Clay  and  Sadie  are  in¬ 
terred  in  Florida. 

WILLIAM  CALDWELL,  brother  of  John  Clay,  was  born  May  23,  1855,  in  Oldham  Co.  ,  Ky.  He  married 
Olive  McClure,  b.  Nov.  18,  1860and  died  Jan,  2,  1944.  They  both  are  interred  in  the  Shambaugh-Cope  Cemetery. 
They  lived  on  the  Alexander  Caldwell  farm  west  of  Weatherby.  A  tombstone  designed  by  William  Caldwell  for  the 
family  graves  was  described  in  the  DeKalb  Co.  ,  Mo.  Herald  as  follows: 

FAMILY  TOMB  SMALL  CHURCH 

The  most  unique  monument  ever  seen  in  this  part  of  the  country  has  been  placed  in  a  country  cemetery  near 
here.  It  is  a  family  monument  for  the  Caldwells,  who  live  near  Weatherby,  and  resembles  a  miniature  church. 

The  edifice  is  five  feet  and  three  inches  in  height,  four  feet  long  and  two  feet  wide  and  weighs  6, 000  pounds. 
The  steeple  towers  higher  above  the  main  body  of  the  monument.  There  is  a  window  for  each  member  of  the  fam¬ 
ily,  three  of  whom  are  dead.  There  are  six  windows  in  all,  three  on  either  side.  There  are  two  doors.  At  the  en¬ 
trance  of  one  is  a  cross. 

The  spires  and  domes  of  the  heavenly  mansion  are  outlined  in  the  top  of  the  church  and  a  cloud  interposes 
between  them  and  the  lower  part. 

The  monument  was  designed  by  William  Caldwell,  who  had  a  desire  to  carry  out  the  church  ideal  all  through 
the  work. 

HATTIE  CALDWELL,  a  sister  of  William,  m.  John  Edie.  Complete  record  of  her  family  may  be  found  under 
John  N.  Edie,  Jr.  ,  in  this  genealogy. 

ROBERT  CALDWELL,  brother  of  Hattie  was  born  in  Illinois  on  Nov.  22,  1867,  in  Kinmundy,  Ill.  He  died 
in  1911  and  was  interred  in  the  Siam baugh-C ope  Cemetery.  Robert  was  a  medical  doctor  and  practiced  medicine 
in  Grove,  Okla.  He  developed  an  infection  in  a  finger  following  an  operation  due  to  a  fault}*  rubber  glove.  In  a  visit 
with  a  Dr.  C.  F.  Walker  in  1960,  he  told  my  wife  and  me  that  the  patient  was  a  Miss  Hawkins  and  that  Dr,  Caldwell 
died  of  strep  infection.  The  most  interesting  visit  with  Dr.  Walker  was  many  years  after  the  death  of  Dr.  C  aid',  ell.  Dr. 
Walker  was  in  his  middle  eighties  and  still  practicing  medicine.  He  loved  to  talk  about  Dr.  Caldwell  stating  tha: 
he  was  an  excellent  doctor. 

Dr.  Ditzler,  father  of  Jacob  Ditzler,  was  from  Germany.  He  died  soon  after  Jacob  was  born.  His  wife  mar¬ 
ried  a  second  husband,  Bertrum  Smith  and  they  had  children:  Thurza,  Margaret,  Florence,  William  and  George. 
Both  William  and  George  went  to  Texas  and  the  family  lost  contact  with  them.  Thurza  and  Florence  kept  in  con¬ 
tact  with  the  family. 

Each  had  several  children  whose  names  and  addresses  are  not  known.

Mrs.  Weigand  has  also  been  active  in  giving  a  great  amount  of  her  time  to  the  Methodist  church  and 
to  club  work  in  the  area.  They  have  enjoyed  a  successful  and  happy  life. 

Notes  by  Kate  D.  Weigand: 

"John  Weigand,  b.  1848;  d.  1926;  and  Justina  Oriloff,  b.  1861;  d.  1939;  were  born  and  reared  in 
Bavaria,  Germany.  They  along  with  other  young  German  men  and  women  decided  to  come  to  America. 
They  arrived  in  New  York  on  June  8,  1882.  They  immediately  traveled  to  Chicago  where  theymet  friends. 
They  began  work  immediately,  John  in  the  railroad  yards  and  his  wife  as  a  maid  in  a  boarding  house.  In 
August,  1882,  the}'  were  married  and  their  first  homewas  a  small  apartment  in  the  boardinghouse  where 
Justina  worked.  It  was  here  that  their  first  child  was  born,  a  gii'l,  whom  they  called  Agusta.  Two  years 
later  they  moved  to  a  farm  in  DeKalbCo.  ,  Mo.  ,  locatednear  what  is  now  known  as  Old  SantaRosa,  While 
living  here,  their  two  sons,  Theodore  and  Benedict  were  born.  A  couple  of  years  later,  with  three  child¬ 
ren,  they  felt  the  need  for  a  permanent  home.  They  found  an  eighty  acres  of  timber  land  just  one-half 
mile  of  Weatherby,  Mo.  The  purchase  price  being  in  reach  of  their  meager  savings,  they  purchased  it 
and  lived  out  a  lifetime  in  a  home  they  loved  very  much. 

They  immediately  began  clearing  a  place  for  a  home  and  cutting  logs  for  lumber.  They  hired  a  car¬ 
penter  to  build  a  two  room  frame  house  with  a  loft.  While  the  carpenter  was  building,  John  and  Justina 
constructed  post  shed  buildings  which  served  as  shelter  for  the  farm  animals  and  grains.  Soon  they  were 
established  in  their  new  home. 

Almost  immediately  following  construction  of  the  building  on  their  new  farm,  a  niece  and  nephew 
became  homeless  due  to  a  sudden  illness  and  death  of  an  aunt.  John  and  Justina  took  the  two  children 
into  their  home  and  supplied  their  needs  up  to  the  age  of  young  adults. 

Each  year  found  the  young  husband  and  wife  clearing  more  land  for  cultivation  but  even  then  it  was 
not  enough  and  extra  farming  land  had  to  be  rented. 

As  soon  as  the  children  were  old  enough  to  be  of  assistance,  good  barns  replaced  the  sheds  and  the 
house  was  enlarged  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  family. 

From  the  timber  land  had  emerged  a  prosperous  farm  and  a  home  open  to  all. 

There  was  still  the  problem  of  becoming  U.  S.  citizens.  Naturalization  papers  were  applied  for  and 
on  Oct.  20,  1900,  they  were  naturalized  andbecame  citizens  of  our  grand  democracy.  It  was  a  very  happy 
occasion.  Generally,  in  the  early  days  each  family  had  a  few  hives  of  bees  to  furnish  honey  for  the  fam¬ 
ily.  Uncle  John,  as  he  was  later  called,  established  an  apiary  and  sold  honey  throughout  the  area.  It 
wasn't  long  until  he  was  known  as  the  "Bee  Man."  John  was  a  student  of  his  work  and  became  very  pro¬ 
ficient  in  handling  his  bees  and  the  project  was  financially  successful."

Prairie  Christian  Church.  His  wife,  Laura,  possessed  a  wonderful  personality  and  was  loved  by  everyone. 
She  continuously  administered  to  the  welfare  and  needs  of  both  people  and  community.  She  gave  much 
time  to  the  work  other  church.  I  enjoyed  her  so  much  as  a  youngster  when  I  spent  a  few  days  in  the  home 
each  year  to  visit  and  play  with  my  cousin,  Enoch.  I  can  remember  so  well  her  love  and  kindness  and 
her  pleasant  disposition  as  she  scrubbed  my  ears  and  made  me  presentable  after  a  hard  morning  of  play 
which  led  to  every  conceivable  dirty  corner  of  interest  on  a  very  large  farm.

Statement  from  a  letter  of  Guy  Shreve,  son  of  William  L.  Shreve:  When  my  grandfather,  William 
L.  Shreve,  took  upa  homestead  in  Missouri  about  three  miles  east  of  Osborn,  Mo.  ,  the  country  through¬ 
out  the  area  was  open  prairie.  There  was  some  timber  cast  with  the  homestead  along  the  creek.  Life  at 
that  time  was  hard  with  lots  of  work  and  not  much  time  for  pleasure.  Father  was  a  very  successful  farmer 
and  with  outstanding  success  in  the  handling  and  breeding  of  horses.  As  a  boy  he  attended  Summit,  Baker 
and  Osborn  schools.  After  school  he  and  the  neighbor  boys  had  to  go  after  the  cows  which  were  turned 
out  on  the  prairie  after  milking  in  the  mornings.  At' times  they  would  have  to  travel  six  or  eight  miles 
before  finding  them.  One  of  the  cows  had  a  large  bell  strapped  around  her  neck  to  aid  the  boys  in  loca¬ 
ting  the  herd.  The  boys  broke  this  cow  to  ride.  They  also  taught  her  where  to  go  by  the  use  of  a  stick. 
So  after  that  one  or  two  boys  always  rode  the  bell  cow  and  the  others  drove  the  herd  along  behind. 

William  was  six  year’s  of  age  when  his  father  took  up  the  homestead.  Two  years  later  he  sold  the 
homestead  and  bought  a  farm  from  the  railroad  which  is  located  two  miles  north  and  two  miles  east  of 
Osborn.  Enoch  now  owns  and  lives  on  this  farm.  He  spent  his  lifetime  here. 

His  father  had  a  horse  that  was  broke  so  he  couid  be  driven  with  a  jockey  line  ora  rope  since  he  was 
trained  to  Gee  or  Haw.  They  would  hitch  the  horse  and  a  colt  to  the  wagon  with  a  jockey  stick  between 
them ,  and  for  a  team  of  mules  they  would  hitch  them  to  a  wagon  together.  They  had  two  large  posts  in 
the  open.  They  would  tie  the  mules  to  the  posts  and  hitch  them  to  the  wagon  and  his  father  would  get  in 
the  wagon  with  a  bullwhip  and  when  father  untied  the  mules  they  would  run  until  they  were  tired.  Jhe 
bullwhip  was  used  to  turn  them  one  way  or,  another.  There  were  no  fences  in  those  days  so  there  was 
plenty  of  room.  He  also  used  the  bullwhip  for  the  same  purpose  when  plowing  with  oxen.  When  he  used 
the  whip  for  punishment  the  oxen  would  bawl  and  then  quickly  settle  down  to  their  old  slow  gait.  One  time 
he  tried  to  pop  a  big  bull  snake's  head  like  popping  a  bullwhip  but  the  snake  was  a  little  too  heavy’  and  it 
wrapped  around  his  neck. 

As  a  young  man  he  and  others  would  take  a  big  sixteen  hand  stallion  to  the  creek  east  of  the  house 
and  lather  him  good  with  soap  and  swim  the  horse  a  quarter  of  mile  down  the  creek.  Said  you  sure  had 
to  watch  the  horse  for  he  would  try  to  strike  you  when  his  feet  hit  the  bottom  but  that  was  great  pleasure 
to  him  as  he  was  a  lover  of  horses.

In  addition  to  farming,  he  has 
done  much  custom  harvesting  with  his  farm  equipment  for  neighbors.  His  wife,  Ruth,  is  active  in  church, 
club  work  and  other  community  interests  of  a  civic  nature. 

Statement  by  Enoch  Shreve,  son  of  William  Shreve  and  Laura  (Edie)  Shreve: 

"My  parents  lived  six  miles  west  of  Cameron  on  a  farm  all  of  their  married  life  with  exception  of 
a  few  years  when  they  lived  in  Cameron,  some  74  years  from  the  date  of  their  marriage.  I  now  live  on 
this  same  farm.  They  were  active  members  of  the  Garden  Prairie  Christian  Church  which  was  three 
miles  northeast  of  their  home.  This  church  still  holds  regular  Sunday  services. 

I  have  heard  my  mother  say  that  she  and  her  husband  were  never  alone  during  their  married  life 
but  never  did  they  complain.  One  of  mother's  brothers  lived  with  them  a  while.  Her  father  became  ill 
and  lie  was  taken  into  the  home.  A  sister,  very  young,  became  ill  and  died  while  receiving  care  in  this 
heme.  A  daughter,  Ella,  died  of  pneumonia  and  she  brought  her  three  daughters  and  a  son  into  her  home 
and  reared  them  to  maturity.  But  through  all  the  grief  and  problems  my  mother  could  always  smile  and 
with  a  ready  natural  laugh  could  see  the  brighter  side  of  life. 

There  was  always  fun  in  our  home.  My  niece  recalled  recently  an  incident  that  happened  while  we 
were  all  at  the  dinner  table.  One  of  those  unexpected  funny  incidents  where  you  cannot  stop  laughing.  It 
sort  of  irritated  my  father  and  he  said  that  if  they  couldn't  quit  laughing  they  would  have  to  leave  the 
table.  Of  course,  tins  was  an  impossible  condition.  It  became  much  funnier  when  my  mother  got  up  and 
left  the  table  with  the  girls.  My  parents  enjoyed  having  young  people  in  the  home  and  generally  some 
were  visiting  us.  Mother  was  always  helping  those  in  need  and  administering  to  their  needs  with  wisdom 
and  understanding.  She  never  criticized  tnose  in  trouble,  or  judged  the  innocent  or  the  guilty  but  gave 
everyone  the  kind  of  encouragement  that  promoted  dignity  and  appreciation  Mv  mother  was  a  grand  and 
glorious  person. "

Interesting  family  incidents  by  Ada  Snyder  Hill:  "Aunt  Laura  Edie  and  my  mother,  Flora  Edie, 
both  said  that  they  had  a  very  happy  family  life.  Their  father,  John  Edie,  was  a  good,  kind  man.  They 
said  that  they  had  never  heard  him  speak  a  cross  word  to  his  wife.  He  considered  their  mother  a  very 
attractive  woman  and  told  the  girls  that  not  one  of  them  could  hold  a  candle  to  her  for  looks.  Jane  was 
full  of  fun  but  wasn't  one  to  be  imposed  upon 

My  father,  George  Snyder,  was  forced  to  leave  homewhenonly  thirteen  years  because  of  an  unkind 
stepmother  and  from  then  on  made  his  own  way  in  life.  At  first  he  lived  on  farms  of  neighbors,  where 
he  worked  to  earn  his  keep.  As  time  went  on  he  managed  to  get  enough  schooling  to  became  a  teacher. 
He  liked  teaching  but  the  school  terms  were  so  short  and  the  salary  so  small  that  he  had  to  work  at  any¬ 
thing  available  between  terms. 

I  believe  that  one  of  the  most  important  events  in  the  life  of  m\  mother  and  father  was  their  de¬ 
cision  to  go  west.  And  it  really  was  west  from  Missouri  to  Seattle,  Wash.  Father  had  gone  alone  the 
summer  of  1901  to  visit  his  father  whemhe  had  not  seen  in  many  years.  Liking  what  he  found  in  that  far 
land,  a  temperate  climate,  high  wages  and  promise  of  better  opportunities,  they  went. 

At  first  mother  did  not  like  the  rain  and  was  lonesome  for  her  family  and  friends  but  after  return- 
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Ada  Snyder  was  a  schoolteacher  in  North  Bend,  Wash.  She  married  Eugene  Hill,  a  teacher.  Late; 
they  went  into  the  hardware  and  food  business  which  they  engaged  in  for  thirty-four  years  in  the  sanit 
place.  Ada  made  an  extensive  study  of  the  history  of  the  Snoqualmie  Valley  and  established  a  small 
museum  there. 

Eugene  was  very  active  in  all  community  affairs. 

Harry  Snyder  has  spent  his  entire  married  life  in  Northbend,  Wash.  First  he  was  a  power  plant 
operator  and  then  went  into  the  garage  business  where  he  had  the  Buick  car  agency  for  many  years. 

John  Snyder  has  lived  most  of  his  adult  life  in  California.  He  is  an  electrician  and  builder  He. 
with  his  sons,  has  built  over  thirty  churches  in  the  past  number  of  years  in  southern  California. 

One  afternoon,  when  we  children  were  real  small,  mother  took  us  calling.  The  two  boys  played 
out  in  the  yard.  During  the  course  of  conversation  Harry  came  running  in  calling  for  mother  to  come 
out  which  she  did  in  a  hurry.  Fancy  her  horror  when  she  beheld  young  Johnny,  about  three  or  four  years 
old,  with  red  paint  all  over  his  head  and  rivulets  of  it  trickling  down  his  face.  ''Where  did  you  get  that 
paint  and  what  were  you  doing?"  mother  exclaimed.  "Oh.  I  just  wanted  to  be  an  Indian,  Mamma,"  was  the 
reply.  What  a  task  for  poor  mother  and  before  the  job  was  over,  Johnny  was  rather  scared  that  he  might 
have  to  remain  an  Indian. 

Upon  going  out  the  front  door  one  day  I  discovered  Harry  leaning  up  against  the  house  as  white  as 
a  sheet.  Alarmed,  I  asked  him  what  the  matter  was.  "Oh.  nothing,"  he  said.  However  voting  as  I  was  I 
knew  better  and  persisted  as  I  could  see  that  he  was  really  sick.  Finally'  he  told  me  that  he  had  run  out 
in  the  road  and  picked  up  Mr.  Stevens  cigar  butt  before  it  went  out  and  had  taken  several  puffs.  Of 
course,  I  had  to  tell  mother  who  came  out1,  picked  him  up,  and  put  him  on  the  couch.  Needless  to  say  it 
wasn't  necessary  to  punish  him  for  he  had  enough  before  it  was  over. 

We  had  a  large  stoneware  dash  churn  setting  in  the  kitchen  and  one  dayr  when  very  small  I  had  the 
bright  idea  of  climbing  into  it.  I  climbed  up  on  the  edge  on  my  knees  expecting  to  put  one  leg  over  and 
in,  but  down  I  slipped  on  both  knees,  wedged  in  tight.  Well,  I  yelled  and  mother  came,  laughing.  Of 
course,  when  she  saw  my  predicament,  she  started  to  help  me  out.  However,  I  didn’t  pull  out.  She  tried 
for  some  time  and  still  I  couldn't  be  budged  loose.  By  that  time  I  was  really  scared  and  I  presume  mother 
was  also.  Anyway,  she  finally  had  to  give  up  that  way  of  extricating  me.  Then  she  carried  the  churn  and 
Ada  to  the  bed  where  she  laid  it  on  its  side  and  with  one  blow  of  a  hammer  smashed  it  and  freed  me. 

When  mother  (Flora  Edie)  was  a  little  girl  in  W.  Va.  ,  she  said  her  folks  sometimes  purchased 
things  from  the  Ohio  River  trading  boat.  (I  have  a  large  square  covered  fruit  dish  of  Grandmother  E die's 
which  was  bought  on  one  of  the  boats. ) 

Farming  was  difficult  in  their  part  of  the  state  where  she  said  there  was  scarcely  enough  soil  to 
cover  the  corn. 

Aunt  Laura  Edie  was  a  very  jolly  person.  We  all  loved  to  go  to  her  house.

"Until  ihe  spring  of  1919  her  married  life  was  spent  on  a  farm  two  and  a  half  miles  northeast  oi 
Vermont,  Ill.  ,  when  the  family  moved  to  the  present  home  from  which  she  died.

After  graduating  from  Jefferson  College  in  Pennsylvania,  he  came  west  in  the  spring  of 
1853,  stopping  at  Vermont,  Ill.  ,  at  which  place  he  taught  school  a  few  3rears  and  was  then  elected  to  the 
office  of  County  Surveyor  of  Fulton  County. 

Letter  written  by  William  Jackson  Edie  in  1892  to  Jefferson  College,  Class  of  1852. 

This  classmate  seemed  to  have  disappeared.  The  biographical  catalogue  confounded  him  with 
J.  W.  Edie  of  '59.  This  fact  having  been  discovered,  an  effort  was  made  to  trace  our  Edie.  Not  much 
was  learned,  but  on  June  15,  a  full  report  came  from  the  man  himself,  which  is  added  in  abridged  form: 

"I  was  born  January  25,  1829.  in  Hancock  Co.  ,  formerly  a  part  of  Brooke  Co.  ,  W.  Va.  My  par¬ 
ents  were  named  Alexander  and  Margaret;  the  father's  ancestors  being  from  Scotland  and  the  mother's 
from  Wales.  Both  were  Presbyterians  by  profession.  I.  too,  am  a  Presbyterian,  having  made  a  pro¬ 
fession  of  my  faith  at  Canonsburg  in  the  fall  of  1850,  under  Dr,  Alexander  Brown’s  preaching. 

"My  early  training  was  rather  rigid;  my  parents  were  good  disciplinarians,  strictly  moral  and 
religious.  They  taught  me  to  obey  them,  to  avoid  everything  that  had  an  evil  tendency,  to  observe  the 
Sabbath  day  and  to  avoid  bad  company.  This  last  was  the  hardest  task  of  all,  for  there  was  scarcely  any 
other  kind,  and  boys,  like  sheep,  are  gregarious.  I  was  trained  to  all  kinds  of  work  on  the  farm,  though 
not  trained  to  like  it.  After  working  six  days,  on  the  seventh,  my  brothers  and  I  walked  three  and  a  nail 
miles  barefooted  to  Sunday  school  and  church. 

"The  community  was  very  illiterate.  Many  families  could  neither  read  nor  write.  Even  in  my 
father's  family,  the  only  books  in  my  childhood  were  a  Bible,  an  old-fashioned  hymn  book  and  the  biog¬ 
raphy  of  Peggy  Dow  (as  I  recall  itL  Sunday  we  knew  and  dreaded  because  on  that  day  my  father  either 
rode  to  church  or  got  down  his  Bible  and  hymn  book  that  we  might  read  and  sing.  My  grandfather,  one  ot 
the  members  of  the  church  we  attended,  could  read,  but  could  not  sing.  Another  elder  could  not  read  but 
could  sing.  So  my  grandfather  lined  out  and  the  other  man  sang,  both  combined  made  the  precenter. 

"My  parents  feeling  their  great  lack,  were  determined  to  educate  their  children.  So  I  was  sent  in 
the  spring  of  1848  to  a  school  at  Hookstown,  taught  by  a  Mr.  Moore,  then  b*,'  a  Mr.  Samuel  Jeffrey.  In 
the  fall  and  winter  of  1849  -  1850,  I  went  to  school  at  Richmond,  Ohio,  then  to  Mr.  Moore  again,  who 
began  to  teach  in  our  own  town.  I  entered  the  junior  class  in  the  fall  of  1850.  My  associates  at  college 
were  mainly  these  poor  fellows  like  myself,  who  lived  at  Ft.  Job,  two  or  three  of  our  class  among  them, 
l  remember  Christy  and  Ward  as  living  there.  Ward  was  a  studious  fellow,  a  linguist,  but  poor  in  math- 
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ematics.  Nearly  every  evening  he  would  conic  to  my  room  for  help,  while  I  would  be  sweating'  over  mv 
Latin  or  Greek.  We  each  wished  for  the  taste  or  talent  of  the  other.  In  January,  '51,  typhoid  fever  ap¬ 
peared  and  by  February  10.  the  Fort  was  deserted.  I  went  to  McCoy's,  had  the  fever  there,  but  not  bad¬ 
ly,  and  remained  there  during  the  rest  of  the  course. 

"Leaving  college,  I  taught  school  at  Bolesvilie,  Near  Beaver,  Pa...  and  then  in  Beaver.  In  the 
spring  of  1853,  I  met  an  uncleat  my  home  on  a  visit  from  Illinois,  lie  urged  me  to  go  west,  which  I  con¬ 
sented  to  do.  At  Cincinnati,  the  only  steamboat  for  St.  Louis  was  so  crowded  that  we  had  to  choose  oe- 
tween  waiting  a  week  or  traveling  by  "deck  passage."  We  chose  the  latter  and  a  hard  '  deck"  it  was.  We 
got  through  all  right  and  I  slopped  with  him  at  Vermont,  Fulton  County,  Ill.  I  tried  to  get  a  school,  but 
there  was  little  or  no  interest  in  such  matters,  as  the  people  were  busy  paying  for  their  homes.  "Far 
out  on  the  prairie"  answered  to  the  Sunday  school  hymn.  But  I  confess  the  prairies  seemed  to  me  a 
glorious  sight,  with  all  the  primitive  habitations.  Failing  to  find  a  school,  I  worked  on  the  farm  with 
my  uncle,  paying  him  fifty  cents  a  day  for  board,  and  receiving  a  dollar  a  day  on  condition  of  moving  as 
much  grass  as  J  could.  It  was  hard  work  or  nothing  with  me  then,  and  my  early  training  served  me  well. 
Meanwhile,  I  engaged  the  schoolhouse  for  the  winter,  to  open  a  select  school,  and  had  good  success  for 
three  years,  summer  and  winter.  Then  I  had  a  good  offer  to  take  charge  of  a  parochial  school  which 
rapidly  grew.  The  people  then  proposed  to  build  a  college  or  academy,  if  1  would  take  charge  of  it,  but 
my  health  began  to  give  way.  They  then  elected  me  surveyor  of  the  county,  and  this  became  my  regular 
occupation,  in  which  I  regained  my  health  and  had  good  success  for  thirty-five  years.  In  litigated  cases, 
attorneys  will  not  appear  in  court,  except  on  my  surveys  or  those  I  have  examined.  I  can  carry  the  work 
of  six  days  accurately  in  my  memory  and  make  a  perfect  record  on  Saturday  evening.  If  I  am  fitted  for 
any  business,  it  is  this.  After  surveying  a  year,  I  was  married  Feb.  24,  185S,  to  Miss  Sophia  Irwin, 
whose  parents  were  formerly  of  Mt.  Vernon,  Ohio.  I  bought  a  farm  which  I  cultivated  with  hired  hands 
while  I  was  engaged  in  surveying.  I  have  60C  acres  of  land  and  now  live  on  a  farm  of  44C  acres,  midway 
between  the  Mississippi  and  Illinois  rivers,  about  the  latitude  of  Pittsburgh,  due  west  of  Peoria.  I  have 
four  children  by  my  first  wife,  who  died  March  30,  1866,  and  two  by  my  second  wife,  whom  I  married 
November  28,  1870.  All  but  one  have  received  a  good  education.  This  one  preferred  work  to  school. 
Three  of  the  children  have  taught  school  with  good  success.  Besides  being  county  surveyor,  I  have  been 
assessor,  deacon  and  elder.  I  would  be  glad  to  attend  the  reunion  but  my  many  cares  will  prevent.  My 
average  weight  is  185  pounds  and  at  the  age  of  63,  my  boys  say  that  I  can  do  a  big  day's  work." 

Mr.  Edie  sends  his  kindest  remembrances  and  best  wishes  to  the  class.  His  account  of  himself  is 
especially  full  and  interesting;  all  the  more  interestingbecause  the  historian  feared  that  he  could  not  be 
found  at  all.  It  has  been  necessary  to  condense  his  graphic  account,  but  the  flavor  of  it  is  preserved  in 
the  "revised  version"  given  above.  The  material  above  was  copied  from  the  Annual  of  Washington  and 
Jefferson  College  for  1892.

In  1910  ,  Walter  E.  Edie  gave  up  farming  and  in  1912  accepted  a  regular  pastorate  as  a  local  Meth¬ 
odist  minister.  He  had  become  affiliated  with  that  church  while  living  in  Tinglev,  after  leaving  his 
Presbyterian  heritage  for  the  Baptist  church  at  a  revival  meeting  in  Denver,  Colo.  ,  where  he  spent  the 
winter  as  a  young  man.  "My  mother's  being  a  Methodist  may  have  influenced  my  decision  as  well  as  the 
fact  that  there  was  no  Baptist  church  in  Tingley."  He  held  pastorates  at  Tipton  Burr  Oak,  Waucoma, 
Fairbank,  Masonville,  Maquoketa,  Knoxville,  Guernsey,  and  the  Toledo  Circuit  in  Iowa.  He  was  an  old- 
fashioned  Methodist  preacher,  orthodox  fundamentalist,  perhaps.  He  stood  by  his  principles  and  con¬ 
science  even  against  his  superiors  in  the  church  — he  did  not  play  politics  as  some  of  his  associates  in 
the  ministry  did.  It  amused  him  to  tell  of  the  introduction  that  his  District  Superintendent  gave  when  he 
was  introduced  to  another  man:  "Here  is  one  honest  preacher!"  My  father  used  to  laugh  and  wonder  what

"It  must  have  been  back  in  history  that  Edies  andMoores  lived  in  Scotland.  I  think  Pa  told  me  that 
Edie  was  spelled  Eadie  in  Scotland.  I  had  some  schoolmates  that  knew  some  Edies  in  Scotland." 

"I  forgot  to  tell  you  about  the  Edies  coming  west.  My  father  came  after  he  graduated  from  Wash- 
ington-Jefferson  in  1S52.  1  think  either  Uncle  Tom  or  Uncle  Abe  was  already  here,  and  their  uncle  had 

probably  been  here  for  some  time.  He  owned  a  water  mill  over  here  in  Camp  Ellis  that  people  came 
over  forty  miles  around  to  have  their  grain  ground.  I  wouldn't  know  how  to  learn  when  the  great  uncle 
came  west.  The  courthouse  in  Lewistown  burned  many  years  ago.  Don't  know  if  I  could  find  records  of 
when  he  owned  the  mill  and  then  land  here  in  Vermont.  I  heard  pa  tell  about  him  always  wanting  to  at¬ 
tend  church  and  sometimes  his  wife  threw  his  "biled"  shirt  into  the  well  to  hinder  him.  (Divorces  were 
not  in  style  then. )" 

"Uncle  Charley  (not  Charles)  laughingly  told  me  once  of  how  he  'broke  the  Sabbath'  as  a  youth,  in 
spite  of  his  strict  Presbyterian  background,  when  he  raced  the  little  Morgan  mare  that  he  was  riding 
against  a  neighbor's  horse  and  won!

Harrison  was  graduate  of  Washington  University,  St.  Louis,  Mo.  What  vocation  Harrison  follow¬ 
ed  in  life  is  not  known  to  the  writer.  Below  is  a  letter  to  Harrison  from  his  mother.  It  contains  several 
statements  of  genealogy  and  pictures  the  great  interest  and  concern  that  mothers  have  in  their  children. 
It  is  very  typical  of  the  economic  conditions  that  existed  in  the  W.  Va.  Panhandle  at  that  time.  It  is  a 
most  interesting  letter: 

’’Respected  son,  I  now  sit  down  with  my  bad  pen  to  write  a  few  lines  to  let  you  know  how  we  are 
and,  also,  to  let  you  know  that  I  received  that  miniature  that  you  sent.  Y'ou  wanted  to  know  what  I  thought 
of  it;  well,  do  not  like  to  pass  my  opinion  unless  I  could  see  the  person  herself,  but  if  she  is  as  good  as 
she  looks,  she  will  do  very  well.  I'll  tell  jou  what  I  think  -  I  think  it  is  Abe's  wife.  Now  Harry,  I  would 
like  to  know  what  you  are  doing.  Are  you  going  to  school  anymore  or  not?  Yrouused  to  say  you  would  be 
a  doctor,  but  as  I  told  you  before  I  don't  want  you  to  be  a  doctor  for  there's  not  one  sober  one  out  of 
fifty.  That  Doctor  Michner  that  lived  at  Pewtown  took  to  drinking  and  has  run  off:  either  a  doctor  or  a 
lawyer,  I  don't  want  you  to  be.  M-ary  Jane  Moore  is  very  poorly  with  a  pain  about  her  heart  or  side, 
rather.  Harry,  has  Abram  ever  wrote  Moore  Lyons  a  letter;  if  he  hasn't,  he  ought  to  do  it  or  else  you 
ought  to  write  to  him  and  give  him  some  satisfaction  for  he  sent  over  here  to  see  if  your  papa  had  any¬ 
thing  to  do  with  the  buying  or  paying  for  that  horse  that  Abe  bought.  Moore  is  a  keeping  store  now;  he 
had  hard  work  to  get  money  to  get  his  goods  with  for  he  said  them  that  owed  him  could  not  get  the  money, 
but  I  guess  he  is  a  getting  along  very  well.  Your  papa  had  hard  w  ork  to  get  money  to  pay  his  payment 
this  fail,  and  there  is  another  to  make  this  spring  and  I  don't  know  where  he  will  get  the  money.  He  sold 
that  brown  horse  that  John  had  there,  arid  John  has  the  mate  now’.  John  has  been  to  the  doctor  again:  he 
is  no  better  than  he  was.  The  rest  of  his  family  is  well.  We  are  getting  along  just  as  usual  here.  Jinny 
and  I  have  five  cows  to  milk  and  we  have  a  good  deal  of  work  to  do,  but  this  is  not  a  very  cold  winter. 
Last  week  it  was  pretty  cold  and  there  was  snow  enough  to  sleigh  one  day  or  so.  Sam  was  hauling  Ins 
wheat  to  mill;  he  fixed  his  sleigh  to  ride  in  but  about  the  time  he  got  it  ready,  the  snow  was  gone.  It  has 
been  raining  this  two  days.  Sarah  Jane  started  a  letter  to  you  last  week,  and  I  suppose  khe  told  you  ail 
luc  iicw  6.  I  Suppose  Sue  tolu  vou  uicii  Ruth  Ccuiiiiiel  u  as  ueau,  sue  had  a  uaue  about  leu  uays  oiu.  sue  was

buried  on  Christmas  day  and  her  babe  died  last  week.  James  Miller  has  themeasles,  there  is  not  much 
sickness  about  here  at  this  time.  Alex  was  at  home  on  Christmas  about  a  week  and  he  looks  very  heart\ . 
Rebecca  was  at  home  this  fall;  she  came  by  herself.  You  may  think  she  wanted  to  see  her  folks  bad  when 
she  would  come  alone.  She  thinks  that  Abe  might  answer  her  letter  that  she  sent  him.  We  got  a  letter 
from  her  the  other  day  saying  she  was  looking  for  Harry  to  come  there  when  he  would  be  coming  home. 
Harry,  I  would  give  most  anything  if  Rebecca  lived  about  here.  I  wrote  a  letter  to  David  and  I  told  him  he 
had  better  sell  his  land  there  and  rent  for  I  told  him  he  might  work  there  all  his  days  and  net  be  any 
better  off.  It  is  too  lonesome  for  Rebecca;  she  did  not  stay  but  four  or  five  days  when  she  was  here. 

Harrison,  I  think  you  are  queer  brothers  for  there  is  not  one  of  you  that  has  ever  wrote  one  letter 
to  John.  He  has  wrote  three  or  four  letters  out  there  and  never  received  one  yet.  Harry,  I  would  write 
a  letter  to  Abram's  wife  but  she  is  too  much  of  a  stranger.  I  would  not  know  what  to  say.  Tell  Will  I 
think  he  might  write  to  his  mom  once  more.  I  got  a  letter  from  Thomas  last  week  and  he  asked  me  if  I 
had  got  them  things  that  Nancy  sent  by  Mrs.  Pugh.  You  tell  her  I  did  not  hear  of  anything  that  was  sent, 
but  1  haven't  seen  her  since  she  came  home.  Now  I  must  close  my  letter  and  I  want  you  to  write  soon. 
I  suppose  you  are  a  making  so  much  money  out  there  you  don't  think  of  coming  home. 

Harry ,  I  wish  you  would  fetch  me  some  dried  peaches  for  we  haven't  apples  or  peaches.  We  have 
plenty  of  bread  and  meat  and  this  is  what  the  poor  soldier  has  not  got.”

"About  the  year  of  1785  Andrew  Oliver,  father  of  JohnOliver,  and  the  grandfather  of  Eliza  Oliver, 
came  from  Tyrone,  Ireland,  and  settled  on  the  lands  of  Gen.  Washington  at  Canncnsburg,  Pa.  John 
Flenniken,  grandfather  of  Jane  Flenniken  and  the  great-grandfather  of  Eliza  Oliver,  who  must  have 
come  to  this  countrj'  earlier,  settled  in  Ross  Co.  ,  Ohio. 

John  Oliver  and  Jane  Flenniken  married  and  lived  in  Cannonsburg,  Pa.  Later  they  moved  to 
Chillicothe,  Ohio,  crossing  the  country  in  covered  wagons.  They  became  the  parents  of  ten  children, 
of  which  Eliza  was  the  oldest.  The  others  were  Willia,  JohnM.  ,  James,  Margaret,  Nancy,  Jane,  Sara, 
and  Elvira,  and  another  child  who  died  in  infancy. 

This  completes  the  history  of  the  Olivers. 

The  history  of  the  Hood  side  of  the  family  is  as  follows: 

Nathan  Hood,  a  gay  young  Irish  lad,  eloped  with  the  daughter  of  Lord  Davison  of  Belfast,  Ireland: 
carne  to  America  and  settled  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.  The  family  moved  later  to  Clinton,  Pa.  .  where  they 
raised  six  children.  The  names  of  which  were  John,  William,  James,  Charles,  Isabelle  (who  married 
a  Meaner)  and  Agnes  (who  married  a  Coole  and  whose  family  still  live  in  Clinton).  I  also  believe  there 
was  another  daughter,  Rody  Morris,  who  lived  in  Mt.  Pleasant,  Ohio. 

James  Hood  was  our  ancestor.  His  meeting  and  wedding  with  Eliza  Oliver  must  have  been  rather 
romantic.  Her  father,  John  Oliver,  aside  from  owning  and  operating  a  mill  at  Connsburg,  bought  horses 
in  Philadelphia  and  drove  them  over  the  mountains  to  Pittsburgh  and  vicinity  where  he  sold  them.  He 
hired  James  Hood  to  assist  him. 

Eliza  Oliver,  being  an  accomplished  horsewoman,  usually  tried  out  the  most  spirited  saddle 
horses.  One  day  one  of  these  horses  came  home  with  her  slipper  caught  in  the  stirrup  and  the  saddle 
turned.  Fortunately  Eliza  was  not  hurt.  Shortly  after  this  episode  she  and  James  were  married.  It  was 
the  custom  in  those  days  for  the  prospective  bridegroom  andhis  family  to  ride  to  the  home  of  the  bride- 
to-be  on  horseback.  The  bride  with  her  family  ard  friends  rode  out  to  meet  the  bridegroom;  joining  his 
party  and  riding  back  with  the  young  couple  leading  the  procession.  Young  James  and  Eliza  were  not 
content  with  just  leadingtheir  guests  bur  upon  reaching  the  Oliver  gate  they  jumped  their  mounts  over  it. 
Some  of  the  guests  did  likewise  and  the  remainder  waited  for  the  gate  to  be  opened. 

The  following  day  they  rode  to  the  home  of  the  parents  of  James  Hood  where  the  reception  was 

held. 

I  do  not  know  how  long  the  Hoods  lived  in  Clinton,  but  it  was  not  untii  after  the  birth  of  their  daughter . 
Melissa.  Their  first  child  was  John.  Then  came  Jane,  Elizabeth,  Melissa,  Gertrude,  Sally.  William, 
Cad,  Jerry  and  Nathan. 

vvnen  tneir  children  were  quite  small,  they  moved  to  Steubenville  and  lived  on  North  Third  Si. 
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From  there,  the^  moved  onto  Brown's  Island  which  was  owned  by  William  .Sloane  and  lived  on  what  is 
now  known  as  the  Stedman  farm. 

At  the  time  the  C  &  P  Railroad  was  constructed,  they  were  living  at  Jeddo  in  a  large  house  which 
was  afterwards  called  the  Green  Tree  Tavern.  At  this  time  Henry  Hoffmann  came  to  work  for  them.  He 
was  fondly  referred  to  as  "Dutch  Henry"  by  the  family  and  spent  his  entire  life  with  them.  At  his  death, 
his  body  was  placed  in  their  burying  ground. 

The  Hoods  next  moved  into  the  brick  house  on  the  Sloane  farm  at  Jeddo.  It  was  here  that  their  two 
youngest  children,  Nat  and  Jerry,  died  from  appendicitis  within  a  few  days  of  each  other. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Civil  War,  the  Hoods  bought  a  large  flat  boat.  After  building  a  cabin  in  cue 
end,  they  put  their  horses,  several  cows  and  other  livestock  in  the  other  end,  taking  their  famiiv,  which 
was  mostly  grown  up  and  Dutch  Henry,  they  floated  down  the  Ohio  River  to  Conova,  a  point  on  the  Big 
Sandy  River  near  Cattlettsburg,  Kv.  There  they  settled  on  a  large  tract  of  land  owned  by  Jerry  Morgan, 
a  friend  back  in  Clinton,  Pa.  It  was  heavily  wooded  with  valuable  timber  and  James  Hood  and  his  son, 
John,  cut  the  timber  and  had  it  hauled  out  by  oxen  and  sold. 

James  Hood  later  purchased  a  house  and  tract  of  land  extending  up  the  Big  Sandy  to  Serago.  It, 
too,  was  heavily  wooded  and  covered  a  valuable  vein  of  coal.  It  w  as  a  rare  opportunity  to  make  money 
but  both  James  and  his  son,  John,  contacted  ague  and  w  ere  unable  to  carry  on  the  work. 

The  Civil  War  was  raging  at  this  time  and  a  troop  of  Cavalry  was  encamped  on  the  Hood  land. 
Measles  broke  out  among  the  soldiers  and  some  of  them  died.  Since  a  part  of  them  were  too  ill  to  fight, 
some  of  the  others  spent  their  time  in  foraging  around  the  vicinity  for  fresh  food.  On  one  of  these  forag¬ 
ing  parties,  they  killed  and  carried  off  the  large  fat  pigs  which  Melissa  had  raised  to  sell  in  order  to  buy 
her  wedding  clothes.  She  was  not  discouraged,  however,  and  was  married  that  same  spring.  She  had  to 
have  a  pass  from  the  Commanding  Officer  in  order  to  get  through  the  lines  to  Cattletsburg,  Ky.  ,  to  be 
married. 

The  Hoods  had  some  terrifying  experiences  during  those  days.  Many  times  they  gathered  up  a  few 
belongings  and  fled  across  the  river  into  Ohio  until  the  Rebels  had  passed.  On  one  occasion  they  left 
dinner  on  the  table  uneaten  and  did  not  return  for  two  days. 

At  the  end  of  the  war,  James  Hood  and  his  son  had  suffered  with  the  ague  to  such  an  extent  that 
they  could  not  remain  in  the  South  so  they  came  North  and  bought  a  home  atHolbert's  Run,  W.  Ya.  They 
lived  at  Holbert's  Rim  when  Eliza's  father,  John  Oliver,  who  had  come  to  live  with  them  died.  Later 
James  Hood  also  died,  leaving  only  his  wife  and  daughter,  Cad,  grandson,  Don  Roseberry,  and  Dutch 
Henry  living  in  the  home.  All  the  rest  of  the  large  family  had  married  and  established  homes  of  their 
own  John  marrying  Isabelle  Meaner  and  living  in  Pittsburgh,  Jane  became  the  wife  of  David  Sloane 
and  settled  on  the  Sloane  farm  at  Jeddo.  Elizabeth  married  John  Cooper  and  lived  on  the  Cooper  farm 
at  Knoxville,  Ohio.  Melissa  married  John  Moren  and  lived  at  Jeddo.  Gertrude  married  Samuel  Edie 
and  lived  in  W.Va.  Sally  married  Oliver  Rosenberrv  and  William  married  Nannie  Morrow,  both  lived  in 
W.  Va. 

During  the  last  years  of  her  life,  Eliza  Hood  again  moved.  This  time  she  purchased  the  house 
which  is  now  used  as  the  office  of  the  Follansbee  Mill  at  Jeddo  and  lived  there  until  she  was  unable  to 
care  for  herself.  Her  last  days  were  spent  with  her  daughter,  Cad,  who  had  married  Rev.  William 
Hastings  and  lived  in  Toronto.  Eliza  Hood  was  loved  by  all  who  knewr  her.  Crippled  by  a  broken  hip, 
which  she  sustained  late  in  life,  she  was  forced  to  use  crutches  to  get  about.  This  did  not  mar  her  cheer¬ 
ful  disposition  and  she  was  a  companion  enjoyed  by  old  and  young  alike. 

"My  grandfather's  name  was  Samuel  Edie.  He  was  married  three  times.  I  do  not  recall  the  name 
of  his  first  wife  but  their  children  were  May,  Blanche,  Grey  and  a  son,  Haller.  His  second  wife  was 
Martha  Pettibon,  who  was  the  mother  of  my  mother,  Della.  His  third  wife,  Lyde,  died  in  the  home  of 
my  parents  in  about  192(1  or  1927. 

My  grandfather,  Samuel  Edie,  was  a  farmer.  I  never  saw  him  and  since  my  grandmother,  Lyde, 
died  when  I  was  very  young,  I  can  only  recall  that  she  told  wonderful  stories  about  traveling-in  the  Rockies 
and  in  Texas.  These  stories  were  illustrated  with  interesting  rocks  and  shells,  which  were  always  care¬ 
fully  kept  in  a  basket  made  from  an  armadillo.  My  mother,  Della  Edie,  was  born  March  6,  1633.  She 
was  married  to  George  L.  Ralston  on  Nov.  23.  1910.  Della  Edie  died  February  4,  1943,  and  is  buried 
in  Chartiers  Cemetery,  Carnegie,  Pa."

"Dear  Cousin:  Wishing  you  and  your  loved  ones  well.  Sister  Mattie  sent  these  forms  to  me  some 
time  ago.  I  am  sorry  that  I  have  been  so  long  returning  them.  I  have  had  sickness  in  the  home,  and  I 
also  sent  some  letters  hoping  to  get  information.  I  find  so  few  people  are  interested  in  family  history 
which  makes  it  hard  to  get  very  far.  I  wonder  if  we  haven't  started  too  late  with  ail  the  older  ones  gone 
and  they  left  so  little  in  writing. 

It  costs  a  lot  of  money  to  hire  a  researcher  and  then  \ou  can't  rely  on  what  they  find,  i  still  hope 
you  luck.  I  have  not  been  able  to  learn  where  John  Edie,  I,  was  buried.  I  don't  even  know  where  my 
grandmother,  Lydia  Edies'  parents  were  buried.  I  know  ray  early  ancestors,  the  Pughs,  the  Anderson's, 
the  Edies  and  the  Hunters  were  among  the  earliest  settlers  in  Ohio  Co.  ,  which  is  now  Hancock  Co.  ,  W. 
Va. 

John  Edie  signed  a  land  grant  in  Brooks  Co.  which  Hugh  Pugh  purchased  from  William  Randolph  of 
Washington  Co.  ,  Pa,  ,  in  ISOS.  Hugh  Pugh  had  purchased  the  land  where  Pughtown,  earlier  known  as 
Fairvicw.  W.  Va.  .  is  now  situated  and  was  running  an  inn  there  before  1800.  Hugh  Pugh  I  was  the  grand¬ 
father  of  my  father.  I  can  remember  my  mother's  brothers  and  sisters.  I  can't  give  you  much  informa¬ 
tion  about  Florence  Tope  or  Hattie  Reed.  They  lived  up  around  McKees  Rocks  and  Cecil,  Pa.  Florence 
and  Tom  Tope  had  no  children,  but  they  adopted  a  boy,  Edward.  Edward  and  Helen  took  their  family  and 
moved  to  California  before  1938. 

Hattie  and  Joe  Reed  had  three  sons,  Paul,  Guy,  and  Raymond.  They  all  married  and  reared  fam¬ 
ilies.  I  do  not  know  their  names.  Paul  and  Guy  died  a  few  years  ago.  You  might  write  to  Raymond  Reed 
and  get  the  information  you  need.  I  wrote  to  him  but  as  yet  I  have  not  received  an  answer. 

Mrs.  Dan  Smith,  a  very  fine  lady  of  East  Liverpool.  Ohio,  was  the  only  child  of  Samuel  and  Mary 
Anderson.  She  said  she  would  write  to  you.  My  father  and  mother  were  born  and  reared  near  New  Cum¬ 
berland,  W.  Va.  They  were  married  in  my  mother's  heme  in  May,  1884. 

My  father  was  a  farmer,  also  a  stock  dealer,  especially  in  good  horses.  He  loved  horses  and  was 
a  good  judge  and  driver  ol  them.*  t  hat  was  before  automobile  days. 
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Chirk  and  Charley  (twins)  at  the  age  of  20  years  purchased  their  first  automobile  (Detroiter)  n 
1913.  There  were  only  a  few  automobiles  in  Chester  at  that  time.  J  here  were  365,000  automobiles  sol  i 
in  the  United  States  in  191?  and  the  first  gas  station  was  built  at  Columbus,  O.  ,  in  1912.  There  was  noth¬ 
ing  very  eventful  in  our  family. 

Anderson,  the  oldest  chiid  was  born  at  Ne\V  Cumberland  in  1386.  Soon  after  Anderson's  birth, 
Jackson  and  Mattie  moved  to  a  farm  near  Frankford,  Pa.  ,  where  the  next  eight  children  were  born.  In 
1900,  they  moved  to  Hollidays  Cove,  W.  Va.  .  and  five  more  children  were  added  to  the  home.  Around 
1908,  they  moved  to  Chester,  W.  Va.  Hattie,  a  baby  of  one  year,  died  soon  after.  Haze)  Edith.  the  baby 
of  the  family,  was  born  in  Chester,  in  1910.  Six  boys  and  five  girls  grew  to  man  and  womanhood.  When 
the  family  moved  to  Chester  ,  the  boys  worked  in  the  tin  mill. 

Five  sons,  Jefferson,  Clark,  Charley,  Stanley,  and  David  became  rollers  in  tin,  steel,  or  iron 
mills.  Anderson  followed  farming  mostly.  Before  he  died,  he  laid  his  farm  off  into  town  lots.  Stanley 
quit  mill  work  to  be  a  preacher.  He  is  now  a  traveling  evangelist  of  the  Free  Methodist  church. 

Clark  Graham,  a  foreman  in  the  mill  at  Gary,  Indiana,  died  of  a  heart  attack  in  1953.  Jefferson. 
Charley,  Stanley  and  David  arc  still  living.  All  the  sons  except  David  are  tall  like  their  father,  around 
six  feet.  The  boys  were  not  much  for  sports  except  fishing  and  hunting. 

One  year  when  Clark  Graham  lived  at  Gary,  Ind.  ,  he  was  Indiana's  State  Champion  Caster  of  the 
men's  division. 

Five  girls,  Alice,  Laura,  Mattie  and  Hazel  are  still  living  and  have  their  own  homes. 

Our  parents  were  Christians.  They  were  plain  folks  and  very  kindhearted.  They  taught  their 
children  to  have  faith  in  God,  which  was  the  best  thing  they  could  do  for  us. 

They  lived  to  see  them  accept  Christ  as  their  Savior,  and  George  Stanley  became  aminister  of  the 
gospel.  My  father  died  at  his  home  near  Calcutta,  East  Liverpool,  G.  ,  Apr.  6,  1931.  He  was  buried 
from  the  old  historical  Longs  Run  United  Presbyterian  Church  at  Calcutta,  O.  ,  of  which  he  and  mother 
were  members.  The  funeral  services  were  conducted  by  Rev.  M.  Ross  Haverfield.  My  father  was  buried 
near  Chester  in  the  Locas  Hill  Cemetery.  His  body  was  carried  io  its  grave  by  his  -six  sons  wearing 
white  gloves  which  they  placed  on  his  coffin. 

Mother  died  of  a  heart  attack  in  October  31,  1938  at  Wellsville,  O.  ,  at  the  home  of  her  daughter. 
Mrs.  Paul  Herbert,  with  whom  she  had  made  her  home  since  the  death  of  her  husband.  She  was  buried 
from  the  home  of  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Carl  Kirkbride,  near  Calcutta,  East  Liverpool,  O.  The  funeral 
services  were  conducted  by  Rev.  M.  Ross  Haverfield.  The  six  sons  carried  her  body  as  they  had  their 
father  and  placed  it  beside  his.

"McKees  Rocks  and  Stowe  township  residents  were  inexpressibly  shocked  and  saddened  last  night 
when  the  news  was  conveyed  that  Joseph  B.  Reed,  tax  collector  and  treasurer  of  Stowe  township,  had 
expired  suddenly  at  4:20  p.  m.  Mr.  Reed  w  as  66  years  of  age. 

Mr.  Reed  had  been  ill  for  the  past  two  weeks,  but  not  confined  to  his  bed.  He  was  sitting  in  a  rock¬ 
ing  chair  yesterday  afternoon  talking  to  his  sister-in-law  and  a  lady  friend  caller,  when  suddenly  his 
head  dropped  upon  his  breast,  and  without  warning  and  apparently  without  the  semblance  of  pain,  Joseph 
B.  Reed  crossed  the  Great  Di\  ide. 

The  deceased  had  been  tax  collector  and  treasurer  of  Stow  e  Township  for  about  14  years  and  was 
a  pioneer  resident.  His  career  as  a  local  man  was  too  extensive  to  cover  in  this  issue;  the  Gazette  will 
endeavor  to  give  a  summary  of  his  life  and  various  activities  with  which  he  w  as  connected  in  next  week's 
issue.

The  following  is  a  statement  by  Grace  Edie  Arehart:  "Uncle  Morgan's  bywvord  was  ’My,  oh,  my. 
They'  always  rested  one  hour  at  noon  after  dinner  was  ovqr.  Everyone  was  to  lie  down  and  rest,  visitors, 
hired  men  and  all.  Aunt  Jennie  would  go  to  sleep  and  I  was  never  sleepy  so  I  would  slip  out  and  when  she 
got  up  she  would  say  'you  bad  girl,  slipping  away.  I'll  just  have  to  do  something  with  you.  '  Lizzie  Ander¬ 
son  helped  Aunt  Jennie  often  and  we  had  the  nicest  times.  Once  in  a  while  Aunt  Jennie  would  go  over  to 
Andersons.  This  one  time  I  was  there  and  she  said,  "Now  tomorrow  we  will  go  over  to  Lydia's,"  so  we 
went  and  Aunt  Lydia  was  at  the  neighbors  and  Aunt  Jennie  says,  '  Now  she  knew  we  were  coming;  she  just 
can't  stay  home;  she  has  to  see  all  the  neighbors  and  see  what  they  are  doing.  Oh,  well,  we  will  just  fix 
ourselves  something  to  eat."  So  she  began  looking  for  food  and  in  came  Lydia  just  puffing  and  telling  all 
she  had  seen  and  heard  and  Aunt  Jennie  saying  why  couldn't  you  wait  till  we  got  here.  You  knew  we  were 
to  come,  but  that  did  not  phase  her.  She  kept  right  on  telling  about  where  she  had  been.  Anderson's 
house  and  buildings  set  between  two  hills  or  fields.  It  was  a  very  steep  Dull  for  a  team  either  w  ay.  Tom 
did  the  harvesting  with  help  and  they  were  upon  this  one  hill  with  the  team  and  hay  wagon.  Aunt  Lydia 
came  into  the  living  room  and  sat  down  in  a  rocking  chair  and  started  to  sing  a  hymn  and  then  she  would 
rock  and  sing  and  ask  again,  "How  far  are  they?'  and  she  would  keep  that  up  until  they  got  safely  down 
the  hill.  It  was  a  pity  for  her  being  scared  but  we  got  a  big  laugh.  Aunt  Lydia  was  full  of  business:  she 
did  the  marketing  and  seemed  to  be  a  better  leader  than  Uncle  John.  He  w  as  quiet  and  slow.  He  talked

The  Newell  family  moved  from  Cross  Creek  Township,  Pa.  .  to  Pughtown,  W.  Va.  He  was  a  tan¬ 
ner  by  trade  and  ran  a  tannery  near  Pughtown.  Later,  he  bought  a  great  mill  on  Tomilson’s  Run  v. acre 
he  lived.  This  mill  he  sold  later  to  Mr.  Hartford  who  ran  :t  for  years  h\  lire  name  ol  Hartford  1  iour 
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Mills.  John  Newell  also  built  flatboats  and  took  them  to  New  Orleans  where  he  sold  the  flour  and  leather 
he  produced  as  well  as  the  flatboat  itself  and  then  walked  the  1200  miles  back.  Sometime  after  1837,  he 
sold  the  mill  and  bought  land  across  from  East  Liverpool,  O.  .  where  part  of  present  day  Newell  now 
stands.  This  farm  was  part  of  the  Original  Great  House  Tract  and  consisted  of  320  acres  and  began  at 
the  Ohio  River  running  back  to  the  hill.  The  farm  had  been  occupied  and  rented  before  this  by  his  wife's 
brother,  Alexander  Edie.  The  "Greathouse"  was  known  as  the  "Blockhouse"  which  was  used  by  every¬ 
one  for  protection  from  the  Indians.  Mr.  Newell  built  the  first  pottery  on  the  West  Virginia  side  cf  the 
Ohio  River  on  the  site  of  the  old  station  at  Newell.  lie  had  two  kilns  and  made  a  rather  good  yellowware 
which  is  a  collector's  item  today.

The  Newell  family  was  one  of  the  truly  great  families  of  the  Upper  West  Virginia  Panhandle,  in¬ 
terested  in  all  affairs;  potters,  agriculturists,  bankers,  etc. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  a  letter  by  John  Edie  Newell,  son  of  his  father,  who  married  Lydia  Edie. 
whose  father  was  John  Edie,  Revolutionary  soldier. 

"Chester,  West  Virginia,  Nov.  10,  1936,  to  Mrs.  Bushnell,  Los  Angeles,  Calif.  : 

Dear  Madam:  Have  delayed  writing  to  you  so  long  that  I  am  almost  ashamed  to  start  to  answer 
your  inquiry  relative  to  the  Edie  history.  My  knowledge  of  that  branch  of  my  forebears  is  about  as  limit¬ 
ed  as  the  rest  of  the  connections  or  perhaps  more  so.  Had  I  been  interested  in  my  young  boyhood  days  in 
getting  this  information,  I  would  value  it  now  very  highly,  for  I  am  perhaps  the  only  one  of  the  Newell 
connections,  so  far  as  I  know,  that  bears  about  in  the  flesh  the  name  of  Edie,  and  for  several  years  have 
oftimes  been  anxious  to  find  some  record  of  their  history  that  would  give  us  ail  information  we  would 
value  so  highly.  I  have  been  inquiring,  looking  about  for  something  of  interest  ever  since  I  received  year 
letter  but  have  not  increased  my  knowledge  of  that  branch  of  the  family  very  much  and  perhaps  not  near 
so  much  as  you  already  have. 

My  grandmother  died  in  her  early  40’s,  I  think  when  Uncle  James  Newell  .was  a  baby,  sober 
children,  my  father  and  his  brothers  and  sisters  heard  very  little  about  her  father  or  his  history  and  in 
that  day  people  paid  so  little  attention  to  biography  that  unless  their  mothers  or  grandmothers  lived  to 
teach  their  children  by  word  and  repetition  much  valuable  history  was  entirely  lost.  My  grandfather 
Newell  told  me  much  about  his  boyhood  days,  his  brothers  and  sisters,  but  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge 
nothing  about  his  wife's  folks  and  all  I  know  from  my  father  and  his  brothers  and  sisters,  which  was 
very  meager.  I  guess  the  Edie's  history  is  like  Lincoln's,  when  he  was  nominated  for  the  Presidency, 
was  asked  for  his  history,  said,  "There  is  no  history'  just  the  short  and  simple  annals  of  the  poor.  ’ 

History  of  John  Edie,  my  great-grandfather:  I  got  this  from  the  history  of  the  Panhandle  which  was 
published  in  1879  and  takes  in  the  four  counties,  namely.  Ohio,  Marshall,  Brooke  and  Hancock.  He  was 
born  in  Pennsylvania  in  1760,  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier,  came  to  Brooke  Co.,  Va, ,  which  is  now 
Hancock,  as  it  was  divided  in  1S4S.  I  suppose  he  lived  in  Pughtown  or  near  there  and  was  county  survey¬ 
or.  My  grandfather  Newell  came  to  Pughtown  in  1S19  and  started  a  tannery.  John  Edie  was  married  io 
Rebecca  Croxton  in  1790  and  died  in  1840,  suppose  was  buried  in  the  Flats  Cemetery'  in  Pughtown  as 
there  are  several  old  tombstones  with  the  names  of  Edie  so  defaced  by  the  hand  of  time  you  cannot  make 
out  the  names.  So  it  is  likely'  my  grandfather  Newell  knew  him  for  20  years  and  was  familiar  with  his 
history.  The  record  does  not  say  what  part  of  Pennsylvania  he  came  from.  I  never  saw  any  of  John 
Edie's  children  except  my  father's  uncle  Alex  Edie.  That  was  when  I  and  my  sister,  Mary,  went  to  see 
him  in  1S84.  He  and  his  wife  were  living  back  in  New  Cumberland.  Uncle  Alex  had  six  boys  and  three 
girls  -  Will.  Abraham,  Harrison,  John.  Samuel,  Alex,  Jr.  Three  girls,  Mrs.  Ward,  Mrs.  Anderson 
and  Mrs.  Headley.  John  Edie,  their  grandfather,  had  eleven  children.  Some  years  ago  I  saw  a  deed  for 
a  piece  of  property.  It  was  made  to  a  Mrs.  Campbell  for  a  large  tract  of  ground  now  where  Weirton  is 
located;  it  was  signed  by  Patrick  Henry.  Secretary'  of  State,  surveyed  by'  John  Edie. " 

(Note:  This  is  a  letter  from  John  Edie  Newell.  He  forgot  to  sign  his  name.  He  sent  it  to  his  sister 
and  she  sent  it  to  me.  She  lives  in  South  Pasadena.)

There  is  no  documentary  proof  that  the  children  assigned  to  each  Abraham  and  Joseph  are  their 
offsprings.  It  is  my  judgment  that  the  assignments  are  correct,  however,  I  would  urge  you  to  question 
the  facts  used  in  making  these  assignments. 

A  very  careful  study  of  early'  members  of  the  Edie  family  in  Western  Pennsylvania,  the  Virginia 
Panhandle,  and  in  Ohio  seems  to  prove  that  William  A.  was  the  .only  male  of  the  family*  who  could  have 
fathered  Joseph  H.  and  -Sarah.  Practically  ail  Edie  men  of  this  period  are  accounted  for  and  have  fam¬ 
ilies.  There  were  no  other  Edics  in  that  area  at  the  time  ruling  out  the  possibility  of  unrelated  families. 
Both  Joseph  and  Sarah  married  members  of  t’neLisle  family.  It  is  known  that  Abraham  lived  in  this  area. 
This  judgment  does  not  seem  to  be  in  conflict  with  offspring  of  other  members  of  the  family  of  a  like  age. 

On  all  genealogical  information  submitted  to  me  by*  different  members  of  the  family*  there  was  list¬ 
ed  Joseph  Edie  and  Anna  Lise  but  the  names  were  not  connected  with  the  offspring.  Mrs.  Helen  Cox 
Warner  states  in  referring  to  the  information  submitted:  "This  is  as  far  back  as  records  in  the  Fam¬ 
ily  Bible  go.  "  This  indicates  that  Joseph's  name  was  among  those  recorded  in  the  Bible.  This  informa¬ 
tion  seems  to  be  of  major  importance.  Joseph's  age  is  right  to  be  the  father  of  the  children  assigned 
him.  Names  of  family  members  are  common  through  the  generations.  Much  time  and  very  thorough  and 
objective  study*  has  been  given  to  this  lineage.  No  evidence  was  found  to  indicate  any  error  in  this  fam¬ 
ily*  outline. 

Alexander  left  the  Ohio  area  and  located  in  Western  Kansas.  William  Joseph  located  in  Missouri 
Albert  first  located  in  Indiana  but  later  moved  to  Nebraska.  Isabella,  Milo  Clinton,  and  Robert  L.  re¬

THE  LATE  THOMAS  EDIE:  "Few  deaths  have  moved  this  community  more  than  that  of  our  vener¬ 
able  friend,  Grandpa  Edie,  which  occurred  on  Tuesday,  the  6th  inst.  ,  after  a  painful  illness  of  ten  or 
twelve  days.  He  had  been  a  resident  of  Arkansas  but  four  or  five  years,  and  yet  he  had  commended  him¬ 
self  to  the  confidence  and  respect  of  everyone  who  had  the  pleasure  of  his  acquaintance.  Some  notice  of 
his  life  is  due  his  memory  and  to  the  two  families  who,  with  the  widowed  wife,  now  mourn  his  loss. 

Thomas  Edie  was  born  in  Washington  Co.  ,  Pa.  ,  Sept.  26,  1808,  and  hence  was  74  years,  4  months 
and  11  days  old  at  the  time  of  his  demise.  At  eleven  years  of  age,  he  was  taken  to  the  Buckeye  state, 
where  he  grew  up  to  manhood,  and  married  on  the  20th  of  February,  1834.  Five  years  afterward,  he 
experienced  religion  and  joined  the  Baptist  church,  of  which  he  continued  an  active  and  constant  mem¬ 
ber  until  called  to  join  the  great  Church  above. 

At  the  time  of  coming  into  Ohio,  it  was  a  young  state  with  immense  tracts  of  land  still  unsettled. 
As  a  boy  and  man,  for  34  years  his  work  was  that  of  a  pioneer.  In  July  of  1853,  he  immigrated  with  his 
young  family  to  Iowa  to  renew  in  that  infant  state  the  same  pioneer  work.  Here  he  remained  for  a  quarter 
of  a  century  making  a  record  as  a  citizen,  a  businessman  and  a  Christian  of  whom  his  children  can  never 
be  ashamed.  As  in  residence,  so  in  church,  his  tendencies  as  a  pioneer  were  evident.  It  was  his  pride 
to  help  the  feeble,  and  three  different  times  Mr.  Edie  left  good,  strong  churches  to  assist  in  the  organ¬ 
ization  of  new  ones. 

In  December,  1873,  he  visited  his  children  in  Arkansas  and  was  so  well  pleased  with  the  country 
that  on  his  return  to  Iowa  the  next  year  he  began  to  arrange  his  affairs  for  a  permanent  removal  to  this 
state.  He  did  not  succeed  in  carrying  out  his  purpose  until  Dec.  1»78,  when  he  came  to  Judsonia. 

Last  fail  Mr.  Edie  began,  building  a  handsome  residence  near  the  depot,  which  however,  circum¬ 
stances  beyond  his  control  prevented  his  completing  as  he  was  called  to  enjoy  that  mansion  not  made  by 
hands,  eternally  in  Heaven.  He  moved  into  the  residence  he  was  building  in  its  incomplete  state,  as  is 
common  in  pioneer  regions,  and  there,  surrounded  by  his  wife  and  descer.dents,  breathed  his  last,  his 
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case  almost  hopeless  from  the  beginning  of  his  illness.  lie,  himself,  had  nc.  expect  a  Con  of  getting  up 
again  and  frequently  to  his  loved  companion  and  pastor,  expressed  the  confidence  that  he  was  going  heme 
The  funeral  occurred  on  Wednesday,  the  7th. 

The  services  were  held  in  the  University  Chapel  and  were  conducted  by  Rev.  Dr.  R.  S.  James, 
assisted  by  Dr.  Williamson  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  South.  The  sermon  by  Dr.  James  was  based  upon  the 
words  of  Paul:  "I  have  finished  my  course. ''  2  Timothy,  4:7.  It  showed  the  beauty  of  a  life  as  illustrated 
in  the  deceased. 

Mr.  Edie  left  one  son,  our  respected  fellow  citizen,  J.  W.  Edie,  Esquire,  and  one  daughter,  Mrs. 
Wagner,  whose  children  with  their  beloved  grandmother  and  parents  will  never  forget  the  example  of 
integrity,  industry,  and  Christian  character  set  them  by  the  deceased.  "  Taken  from'  The  Judsonia  (Ark. )

BIOGRAPHIC  SKETCH  OF  J.  W.  EDIE:  Among  the  early  settlers  of  Judsonia  will  be  found  the 
name  of  J.  W.  Edie,  who  came  from  Buchanan  Co.  ,  la.  ,  and  settled  in  the  town  in  1873. 

After  following  the  lumber  business  some  twelve  years,  he  began  making  a  specialty  of  sash, 
doors  and  blinds  and  does  an  extensive  business. 

He  was  born  in  Harrison  Co.  ,  O.  ,  Dec.  6,  1834,  and  is  the  eldest  of  the  two  children  born  to 
Thomas  and  Levina  (Palmer)  Edie,  who  were  born  in  the  ''Keystone  State."  They  immigrated  to  Ohio  with 
their  parents  in  1819  and  1821  respectively  and  were  married  in  that  state  in  February  1»34. 

The  father  was  a  farmer  and  followed  that  occupation  both  in  Ohio  and  after  removing  to  Iowa  in 
1853,  in  the  latter  state  pajung  much  of  his  attention  to  the  manufacturing  of  lumber,  also.  These  oc¬ 
cupations  received  his  attention  until  his  removal  to  Judsonia  in  1877,  and  from  that  time  until  his  death 
in  February,  1883,  he  lived  a  retired  life.  His  wife  survived  him. 

The  parental  grandparents,  James  and  Mary  (Ward)  Edie,  were  born  in  Pennsylvania  and  England 
respectively  and  settled  in  Ohio  in  1819.  The  great-grandfather  was  a  Scotchman. 

The  maternal  grandparents,  James  and  Margaret  (Arnold)  Palmer,  were  born  in  Maryland  and 
moved  to  Ohio  in  1821,  from  which  state  they  moved  to  Iowa  in  1853,  making  the  latter  their  home  until 
his  death  in  1857  at  the  age  of  eighty-one  years.  He  was  a  soldier  in  the  War  of  1812.  His  wife  died  lSGS 
at  the  age  of  eighty-three  years. 

The  children  of  Thomas  and  Levina  Edie  are:  Margaret  (now  Mrs.  Wagner  of  Judsonia,  whose 
husband  is  in  the  government  employ)  and  our  subject  who  was  reared  on  his  father's  farm  and  recieved 
his  education  in  the  schools  of  Ohio. 

After  his  removal  to  Iowa  with  his  parents,  he  resided  there  until  1856  when  he  was  married  in 
Buchanan  County  to  Miss  Rebecca  J.  ,  a  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Mary  (Garner)  Chitester,  of  Pa.  The 
father  was  a  millwright,  who  in  1345,  moved  to  Shawneetown,  Ill.  ,  and  in  1S50,  to  la.  Since  1855.  they 
have  resided  also  in  Judsonia,  Arkansas,  and  have  passed  the  sixtieth  milestone  of  their  w  edded  life. 

After  his  marriage,  Mr.  Edie  made  his  home  in  Iowa  until  1873  and  then  came  to  Judsonia  and  then 
engaged  in  business  as  mentioned  above.

Her  mother  was 
broken-hearted  and  when  great-grandfather  Edie  walked  over  to  their  home  she  cried  and  sobbed,  "What 
will  I  do!  —  five  children  and  nothing  left.  They  have  only  the  clothes  they  have  on  and  what  is  on  the 
line.  "And  I  know  that  he  was  a  very  kind  man,  for  he  said,  as  he  put  his  arm  about  her  shoulder.  '  Now 
just  be  thankful  that  not  one  of  the  children  was  lost.  We  can  get  another  house,  but  we  could  never  get

Obituary  -  Wilbur  C.  Shouse 

Funeral  services  will  be  held  at  S  o'clock  tonight  for  Wilbur  C.  Shouse,  age  72,  of  120  N.  Ralph 
Ave.  ,  Bellevue,  W.  Va.  ;  one  of  the  last  survivors  of  two  pioneering  river  families,  the  Shouses  and  the 
Edies.  Mr.  Shouse  died  Saturday.  His  great-grandfather  was  Peter  Shouse  after  whom  Shousetown  was 
nam od .  His  mother's  ancestors,  the  Edies,  were  among  the  very  first  to  operate  Flatboats  to  New  Or¬ 
leans  in  1730.  Born  in  Steubenville,  O.  ,  Mr.  Shouse  was  a  son  of  Captain  John  Shouse,  Civil  War  figure, 
whom  President  Lincoln  appointed  to  coordinate  Ohio  River  transportation.  He  was  employed  in  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  railroads  auditing  department  here  and  in  Philadelphia  for  fifty  years.  Mr.  Shouse  retired  two 
years  ago  and  has  since  traveled  inCalifornia  and  elsewhere.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church 
of  Bellevue  and  was  a  former  Worshipful  Master  of  Devoge  Masonic  Lodge. 

Surviving  are  his  widow,  Mrs.  Carrie  Richards  Shouse,  a  daughter,  Mrs.  Robert  Smith  of  Maple- 
ton,  N.  J. ;  a  son,  Robert  Shouse  of  Bellevue,  and  two  granddaughters.  Services  will  be  held  in  the  Ed¬ 
ward  T.  Daugherty  Funeral  Home,  366  Lincoln  Ave.  ,  Bellevue.

Joseph  was  a  medical  doctor,  graduating  in  Illinois.  As  was  the  case  in  the  early  days,  Joseph 
gave  whatever  medical  aid  was  possible  in  the  home.  His  duty  called  for  the  setting  of  broken  bones, 
amputating  limbs,  delivering  babies,  extracting  teeth  and  prescribing  for  all  kinds  of  illnesses,  lie 
traveled  by  horseback  or  in  open  buggy.

Dear  John  Eciie: 

"I  was  courted  in  an  open-top  buggy  behind  a  sleek,  black  mare  and  felt  like  a  queen  at  17  and  IS.  in  my 
leg’o ’mutton  sleeves  and  my  Gainsborough  hat  pinned  fast  to  my  high-done  hair.'  Though  I'm  trying  to  give  you 
narratives  of  Papa's  life  I  keep  saying  to  myself,  '  1  can  not  sing  the  old  songs, their  charm  is  sad  and  deep.  Their 
melodies  would  waken  old  sorrows  from  their  sleep.  Although  all  unforgotten  still,  so  sadly  sweet  they  be.  my 
voice  may  know  the  old  songs,  they  are  too  dear  to  me. '  He  never  had  a  brother,  was  the  youngest  of  three  child¬ 
ren:  was  only  a  year  old  when  both  parents  died,  which  could  account  for  his  not  knowing  a  great  deal  of  his  ;ani- 
ily  history  or  talking  much  about  it  to  us.  Leaving  the  home  of  relatives  (Beaver,  Pa.  ,  where  he  had  been  take:: 
on  death  of  parents)  while  so  young  as  he  was  to  come  to  the  deep  south,  losing  my  mother  when  she  was  only  27 , 
with  us  three  little  ones  aged  6.  4,  and  2;  night  calls  to  make,  capable  help  impossible  to  get  from  those  who  were 
indebted  to  him,  besides  their  attitude  to  anyone  from  the'  No'th'  after  the  war  between  the  states  (which  was  more 
hostile  then  than  now). 

We  Edies  are  Protestant.  Papa  was  always  correcting  our  English.  Hard  to  believe  that  after  wading  throngs 
a  letter  of  mine???.  We  were  taught  to  call  his  twin  sisters,  Martha  and  Margaret,  '  Auntie  Matt'  and  "Aunt- <- 
Mag. ' 

Margaret  EdieMcCutchen  and  her  family  lived  many  years  in  Clarinda,  Iowa,  but  went  to  the  southwest  ov>  : 
65  years  ago.  My  father's  mother’s  name  was  Kavanaugh  or  Cavanaugh  but  she  was  a  widow  with  one  son  named 
Smith  Carter  when  married  to  my  grandfather.  I  don't  know  her  given  name.  I  think  we  might  find  some  oi  me 
grandchildren  of  Smith  Carter  around  Maryville,  Mo.  Last  summer  I  was  in  Elmo,  Mo.  .  looking  for  in-laws  ct 
my  mother's  mother  and  found  them!  !  And  even  the  farm  on  which  her  home  had  stood.  And  a  picture  of  it.  Also 
located  the  grave  of  rm  grandfathei .  It  was  ail  very  thrilling  after  so  many  years  to  find  a  link  with  tang  nk  evi¬ 
dence.  Even  her  old  well,  now  filled  in  part  way  for  a  cistern,  also,  a  picture  of  it  with  its  old  oaken  bucket.

The  following  information  from  Guian  B.  's  records:  "As  to  my  name:  Greai  Aunt  Sarah  Edie  had  a 
little  baby  whom  site  named  Guian  and  he  lived  but  a  short  time,  dying  shortly  before  I  was  born.  My 
mother  asked  Aunt  Sarah  what  to  call  her  baby  (me)  and  she  said,  ’Oh,  call  him  Guian!  '  So  fathei  and 
mother  combined  the  names  of  my  great-grandmother  Agnes  Ann  DeYarmond  and  my  great-grandfather 
Guian  Edie  and  named  me  Guian  DeYarmond  and  I  am  as  herein  before  or  after  stated,  proud  of  IheEdios 
and  the  DeYarmonds. " 

The  name  Guian  is  corrupted  from  Guyon  or  Guion,  but  it  had  become  fixed  as  ’’Guian’  by  the  time 
I  was  enfolded  in  it. 

What  appears  herein  about  Guian  Louis  Edie,  M.  D.  ,  Major  in  the  Medical  Corps  oi  the  U.  S.  Army 
is  inserted  to  bring  in  Mrs.  Jane  Wade  as  a  source  for  these  notes.  The  Major’s  line  is  different  from 
mine.  His  line  is  Alexander,  Joseph,  M.D.  ,  Major  Guian.  Mine  is  Alexander,  C-uian,  Margaret  Ann, 
Mary  Jane  Nevin  (my  mother). 

Alexander  owned  a  large  tract  of  land  in  the  ’  Panhandle"  of  Virginia  (now  West  Virginia)  most  of 
which  he  lost  by  becoming  surety  for  a  m?.r.  named  Jack,  lie  sent  his  sou,  Joseph,  to  Kampden-Sidney 
College.  The  son,  Joseph,  hesitated  between  becoming  a  minister  or  a  physician,  finally  choosing  the 
latter.  But  he  was  always  interested  in  Christian  work.  Mother  had  an  Uncle  Guian  Edie,  1  saw  his  pic¬ 
ture  some  place.  He  married  a  tavern-keeper's  daughter  in  Rochester,  Pa.  ,  1  think,  and  mov.-cl  to  St 
Louis.  He  kept  in  touch  with  his  Wes’tern  Pennsylvania  relatives  and  I  often  heard  him  mentioned.  He  was 
a  captain  in  the  Confederate  Army.  Thus  mother  had  an  uncle  on  one  side  and  two  brothers  or.  the  other 
in  the  Civil  War.  Her  specially  beloved  brother,  Jimmy,  and  younger  brother,  Murray  ,  were  in  the 
Union  Army.  Brother  Jimmy  died  on  a  gunboat  on  the  Tennessee  River  and  was  buried  on  the  banks  of 
the  river:  Murray  was  fatally  wounded  at  Gettysburg.  He  is  buried  in  the  Old  Ver.sv  Ccmeterv.  Grand- 
father  and  Grandmother  Nevin  and  Uncle  Edie  are  buried  in  the  cemetery  just  mentioned. 

The  following  a  letter  from  Guy  D.  Wallace  to  Mrs.  Mary  Edie  Schick,  of  Conncllsville,  Pa.  . 
written  Oct.  29,  192*-:  address  of  820  Kirkpatrick  St.  ,  Braddock,  Pa.: 

My  dear  Cousin:  Your  letter  to  me  bears  the  date  Oct.  18.  We  were  then  on  a  visit  near  Baltimore. 
When  I  returned  to  my  desk  on  the  23rd.  I  really  found  so  much  to  do  that  I  can  honestly  say  that  this 
evening  is  the  first  opportunity  I  have  had  to  write.  That  is  apology  number  one. 

The  second  apology  is  about  this  terrible  paper.  I  have  allowed  my  official  stationery  supply  to  run 
out  entirely.  (There  are  excuses  for  that,  too.)  And  it  is  a  fact  that  I  could  not  find  am  paper  of  any 
worthy  quality  in  the  house  except  Mrs.  Wallace’s.  wKck  is  too  cm  1!  foi  the  obituaries. 
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A  third  semi-apology:  I  might  have  given  these  papers  to  a  young  woman  nearby  who  does  some 
secretarial  work  for  me  and  had  her  copy  them,  but  I  was  really  afraid  to  have  them  ro  away  from  nn- 
desk.  So  often  some  accident  occurs  to  such  papers.  And  1  just  made  everything  safe  by  copying  them 
myself  and  putting  them  back  in  the  pigeonhole.  They  really  ought  to  be  in  a  still  safer  place  than  that. 
I  do  not  think  that  Uncle  Gus's  folks  have  any  family  history.  They  never  were  particularly  interested  in 
such  things.  And  I  doubt  that  Aunt  Sarah  Edie  has  anything  either.  But  I  am  sure  that  wc  ought  to  see  hei . 
Aunt  Lizzie  died  at  her  house.  And  perhaps  she  left  something.  1  have  never  been  so  keen  on  these  mat¬ 
ters  as  one  who  has  such  fine  ancestors  ought  to  be  and  so  Aunt  Sarah  maj  have  told  me  tilings  that  I  did 
not  appreciate  at  the  time  so  much  as  1  would  now.  I  was  much  interested  in  the  letter  of  Capt.  John  K. 
Edie.  1  wonder  if  there  is  a  military  streak  in  the  blood.  I  have  always  understood  that  Uncle  Guian  be¬ 
came  a  captain  in  the  Confederate  Army.  Perhaps  there  was  a  little  romance  in  it.  Maybe  lie  was  only  a 
top  sergeant  and  derived  his  additional  glory  in  the  same  way  as  the  numerous  Southern  Majors. 

I  have  always  felt  that  the  Edie  family  were  people  of  more  than  ordinary  gifts.  The  Wallaces  1 
have  thought  of  as  substantial,  thrifty,  perhaps  a  little  moody,  the  Kevins  as  musical  and  somewhat  ro¬ 
mantic,  the  Spences  as  clever,  "having  a  way  with  them"  -  rather  gay  dogs  and  the  Edies  as  intellectual, 
attractive,  somewhat  inclined  towards  aristocracy.  G!  somebody  in  my  ancestry  must  have  thought  a 
lot  of  himself  and  left  most  of  that  to  me!  -when  it  comes  to  aristocracy ,  but  I  have  reason  to  blame  that 
on  the  Spences  even  though  they  were  boxers,  fancy  skaters,  Masons  and  men-about-town. 

I  do  hope  that  we  may  see  each  other  more  often  now  that  we  have  gotten  acquainted.  I  am  much 
impressed  with  those  fine  girls  of  yours.

Died,  Sabbath  evening,  May  5,  1867,  Mr.  Guian  Edie,  in  the  75th  year  of  his  age. 

Mr.  Edie  was  born  in  West  Virginia  and  spent  some  of  his  earlier  years  in  Steubenville,  Ohio.  In 
early  life  he  made  a  profession  of  religion  uniting  with  the  congregation  of  Union,  which  was  at  that  time 
under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev.  Moses  Kerr,  Sr.  For  some  time  he  was  connected  with  the  ScoUsville 
congregation,  enjoying  the  care  and  instruction  of  Dr.  Rodgers.  Providential  changes  brought  both  him 
and  his  respected  pastor  to  Allegheny  City,  where  the  pleasant  relations  were  continued  until  Providence 
closed  to  more  active  labors  of  the  latter.  Mr.  Edie  and  his  family  cast  their  lot  with  the  Fourth  church 
of  Allegheny  shortly  after  its  organization  and  this  relation  continued  until  death  closed  his  earthly  labors 
and  enjoyments.  Mr.  Edie  did  not  live  long  in  vain.  He  was  backward  and  reserved  in  disposition,  and 
needed  to  be  known  intimately  before  he  could  be  appreciated.  But  those  who  observed  him  in  the  pri¬ 
vate  walks  of  life,  who  knew  him  in  his  family,  in  the  prayer-meeting,  at  the  throne  of  grace,  can  tes¬ 
tify  that  in  his  experience,  religion  was  a  power,  and  that  he  experienced  and  enjoyed  the  joys  of  salva¬ 
tion  and  the  consolations  of  Christ.  His  religious  attachments  were  positive  and  strong,  and  they  never 
seemed  more  strengthening  to  himself  or  more  evident  to  others  than  during  the  brief  illness  that  closed 
his  life.  There  was  no  presumption  in  his  faith;  he  was  humble  and  child-like,  thus  proving  himself  oripe 
for  the  kingdom;  but  it  was  clear,  distinct,  decided,  a  faith  that  could  say,  "I  know."  His  sufferings  v-ere 
severe,  but  he  bore  them  submissively,  saying  the  day  before  his  departure.  "Mine  are  trifling  compar¬ 
ed  with  those  that  Christ  endured  for  me.  "  He  slept  away  on  a  Holy  Sabbath,  and  it  seemed  a  most  ap¬ 
propriate  close  for  a  long  peaceful  Christian  life.  Evening  on  earth  was  for  him  morning  in  heaven.  His 
last  Sabbath  shall  have  no  end:  it  began  on  earth  and  its  last  hour  linked  it  with  the  "Sabbath  that  re- 
maineth. "  On  him  rests  the  benediction  of  the  "dead  who  die  in  the  Lord. "  ’  He  rests  from  his  labors,' 
and  children  reared  by  him  in  the  kingdom  of  grace  are  a  part  of  the  works  that  follow  him. ' 

The  above  obituary  is  evidently  from  some  United  Presbyterian  newspaper.  On  the  reverse  side 
of  the  clipping  are  items  of  news  from  United  Presbyterian  missions  in  the  West. 

The  clipping  is  in  the  possession  of  Guy  D.  Wallace,  820  Kirkpatrick  St.  ,  Braddock. 

I  have  pictures  of:  Great-grandfather  Guian  Edie,  Great-grandmother  Edie,  Uncle  William  Edie, 
the  father  of  "Bob"  and  Lide  McNaugher. 

I  have  the  newspaper  notice  of  the  death  of  Aunt  Lizzie  Marks.  It  tells  a  fine  story  of  her  life.  I 
have  not  been  in  touch  with  the  Marks  children  for  years.  Belle  married  Henry  Pyle;  his  people  were 
patent  leather  manufacturers.  Kevin  was  a  draughtsman  and  a  good  one,  a  fine  violinist  and  chellist. 
Edwin  was  a  captain  of  the  U.  S.  Engineers,  a  graduate  of  West  Point. 

My  brother's  records  say  of  Grandmother  Kevin  that  she  was  the  daughter  of  Guian  Edie  and  Mar¬ 
garet  Bower.  (He  has  it  "Bonar"  and  I  remember  that  our  folks  always  said  we  were  related  to  the 

Bonars.  That  was  simply  a  mistake. )  His  record  says  when  she  was  2  or  3  years  old  she  moved  to  a 

farm  where  the  oldVeasy  graveyard  is  now  located.  Married  John  Kevin  at  parents  home  onVeasy  farm. 
Moved  immediately  to  Kevin  farm. 

His  records  say  Aunt  Lizzie  Edie  was  born  near  Clinton,  Pa. 

I  take  from  the  above  that  the  following  events  very  probably  took  place:  Guian  Edie's  father  was 
in  \V  Vn  when  Guinn  wns  horn  He  moved  to  Steubenville  nnd  ctovort  fr>n  n  chnr*  tim"  He  then  moved

to  the  vicinity  of  the  Veasy  graveyard  (because  Guian  according  to  the  obituary  "in  early  life  made  a 
profession  of  religion  uniting  with  the  Union  congregation’  ).  That  is  the  Scoltsvillc  c  hurch  about  2  miles 
from  the  Veasy  farm.  I  take  it  he  was  living  with  his  father  who  may  have  purchased  that  farm  and  there 
may  be  a  deed  or  record  at  Beaver  for  it.  But  I  cannot  harmonize  the  fact  that  Grandmother  .Ncvin  - 
Margaret  was  on  the  farm  when  2  or  3  years  old  and  was  married  or.  that  farm,  while  her  sister.  Aunt 
Lizzie  (who  was  next  younger,  wasn’t  she?),  was  born  near  Clinton.  Did  Guian  live  there  when  Margaret 
was  born,  move  to  Clinton  where  Elizabeth  was  born  and  then  move  back  before  Margaret  was  married? 

I  propose  to  look  through  the  deed  and  will  index  here  in  Pugh  and  in  Beaver  just  as  soon  as  oppor¬ 
tunity  offers.  Clinton  is  near  the  Allegheny  County  line,  so  the  deed  to  one  of  those  farms  (Guian's  home 
where  Margaret  was  married  or  the  one  where  Elizabeth  was  born)  may  be  recorded  here. 

1  will  be  uncomfortable  until  I  get  those  searches  made.  Of  course,  I  will  inform  you  at  once  if  I 
ever  find  anything. 

I  feel  sure  that  the  name  of  Guian  Edie's  father  is  on  the  records  at  Steubenville,  Beaver  of  Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

Edie  -  Mar.  17,  1880.  Mrs.  Margaret  Bonar  Edie,  at  the  age  of  S7  years. 

Margaret  Edie  was  a  remarkable  woman.  She  had  been  early  prepared  for  her  life  work.  Her  early 
home  surroundings  brought  to  her  intelligence,  industry  and  devotion.  She  was  born  in  Greencastle, 
Franklin  County,  Pa.  ,  May  21,  1793.  A  home  free  from  the  excitement  that  attends  the  life  of  pleasure¬ 
seeking  was  one  of  her  privileges.  Here  the  foundation  of  a  solid  character  was  planted,  a  taste  for  that 
which  was  lasting  was  formed,  and  a  love  for  the  true  and  substantial  was  cherished.  Oct.  8,  1S12.  she 
was  united  in  marriage  to  Guian  Edie.  Her  good  qualities  made  her  a  suitable  companion  for  this  kind- 
hearted  man.  They  connected  themselves  with  the  Ohio  congregation  of  Frankfort  Presbytery,  then  of 
Chartiers  Presbytery,  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  James  Rodgers.  In  a  few  years  they  moved  to  Al¬ 
legheny  City.  Their  former  pastor  had  come  before  them  and  founded  the  Second  United  Presbyterian 
congregation.  They  united  themselves  with  this  congregation  and  continued  through  this  pastorate,  and 
when  the  Fourth  Church  was  organized  they  came  to  it  and  there  continued  faithfully  serving  their  Lord 
and  Master  till  death  came  to  take  them  up  higher.  The  Lord  gave  them  nine  children,  five  of  w  hom  are 
yet  living  to  hold  in  memory  parents  beloved  and  to  rise  up  and  call  them  blessed.  Their  names  are  as 
follows:  R.  J.  Edie,  M.  D.  ,  who  died  Oct.,  1851;  Rev.  J.  B.  Edie,  who  is  pastor  of  Four-Mile  con¬ 
gregation,  Beaverv  Valley  Presbytery;  W.  H.  Edie,  who  died  Dec.  30,  1871;  and  Guian  Edie,  also 
Juilett,  who  died  Mar.  4.  1815:  Margaret  A.  Xevin,  Lizzie  H.  and  James  B.  with  whom  she  remained 
till  death.  The  whole  family  were  and  are  blessed  because  the  parentsobeyed  the  voice  of  the  Lord,  kept 
his  charge,  his  commandments  and  his  statures. 

We  have  said  the  Margaret  Edie  was  a  remarkable  woman.  Here  are  some  of  the  reasons  we  so 

wmite: 


1.  She  was  remarkable  because  of  her  intellectual  power.  Her  ability'  to  lay'  hold  of  living  issues 
and  everyday  topics  w  as  noticeable.  The  cares  and  anxieties  connected  with  the  household  as  a  rule  re¬ 
moved  from  a  mother  all  interests  except  those  pertaining  directly  to  the  family.  Not  so  with  Mother 
Edie.  She  always  found  time  to  read  and  enjoy  it,  and  in  her  last  days  especially,  when  brought  under 
affliction  and  confined  to  the  house,  books  were  her  companions.  She  was  not  a  learned  woman,  yet 
gifted  with  a  mind  that  longed  for  and  laid  hold  of  mental  food.  This  bright  mind  remained  until  the  last. 

2.  She  was  always  young,  cheerful  and  happy'  in  her  disposition.  She  was  not  permitted  to  grow 
old.  No  matter  how  much  pain  or  sorrow,  she  could  seethe  bright  side.  Age  never  unfitted  her  lor  com¬ 
panionship  with  the  young  who  were  numbered  among  her  many  acquaintances.  The  secret  of  this  cheer¬ 
fulness  was  she  had  a  heart  that  found  real  enjoyment  in  witnessing  the  happiness  of  others.  But  she  was 
of  a  serious  disposition  inasmuch  as  she  couldcause  everything  saidand  done  to  teachgocd  lessons.  Her 
counsels  w'ere  well  worth  seeking.  Her  own  children  having  households  of  their  own  never  forgot  to  ad¬ 
vise  with  her  concerning  any  important  project.  Never  growing  old.  she  grew  wise.  Always  in  sympathy 
with  the  present  her  words  of  counsel  were  sought  and  heeded. 

3.  She  was  devoted  to  the  service  of  the  Master.  She  had  been  a  sufferer  for  many  years,  seldom 
out  of  the  house,  not  permitted  the  privileges  of  the  sanctuary  for  six  years.  Having  the  pleasure  oi 
visiting  her  from  time  to  time,  I  could  not  helpbut  notice  her  submission.  Never  uttering  a  word  of  com¬ 
plaint,  ever  feeling  God  was  getting  her  ready  for  Himself,  when  her  pastor  would  read  out  of  the  Boo!; 
she  would  say,  '  Much  obliged:  come  again  soon."  If  detained,  she  would  say,  "You  have  so  many  others 
to  visit  I  cannot  expect  you  often.'1  I  do  thank  God  at  every'  remembrance  of  this  life  consecrated  to  His 
service.  Her  patience,  her  devotion,  her  appreciation  of  the  grace  of  God  as  made  known  in  His  Word 
we  cannot  forget.  What  a  blessed  thing  to  know  that  Jesus  can  make  old  age  beautiful  and  give  grace  that 
w  ill  overshadow  infirmities  and  cause  the  oldest  heart  to  beat  in  sympathy  with  the  world,  yet  lay  last 
hold  of  the  treasures  of  Heaven! 

Mother  Edie  is  dead  vet  she  lives  and  snail,  in  our  memories  as  long  as  that  sweet  iaue,  muse 
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kind  words,  that  warm  hand-grasp,  that  devoted  lilt  can  be  remembered. 

"Blessed  are  the  dead  who  die  in  the  Loid,  from  henceforth  yea,  saitii  the  Spirit,  they  do  rest 
from  their  labors  and  their  works  do  follow  them."

The  following  information  is  taken  from  a  report  made  by  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Con¬ 
nellsville,  Pa.  on  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-fifth  anniversary,.  1831-1956. 

"Rev.  Edie  served  this  church  from  May  19.  1887  to  Nov.  1,  1908.  lie  was  a  man  small  in  stature: 
he  was  very  gentle,  with  a  radiant  personality,  truly  exemplifying  that  Christ  was  first  in  his  life,  heart, 
church  and  congregation. 

He  did  not  expend  all  his  time  on  his  flock  but  was  interested  in  all  activities  in  the  community. 
He  spent  much  time  with  the  foreign  population  who  worked  the  Bee  Hive  Coke  ovens  and  the  laundries. 
These  people  were  very  much  interested  in  learning  to  speak  English.  Dr.  Edie  conducted  a  mission 
school  for  them.  One  family  very  regular  in  attendance,  had  a  son  who  became  a. missionary  among  his 
own  people  in  Washington,  D.  C. 

He  organized  what  was  known  as  the  'pastor’s  twelve.  '  As  the  name  suggests,  they  were  twelve 
women  whose  motto  was  'speak  not  evil  of  one  another.  '  Their  major  project  was  to  raise  money  to  pay 
the  choir.  The  result  was  an  outstanding  choir;  a  satisfaction  to  all. 

Johnson  Fox.  janitor  for  many  years,  was  found  dead  in  the  church  early  one  Sunday  morning.  He 
his  wife,  and  family,  were  the  first  Negro  members  of  the  church.  Mr.  Edie  made  a  trip  to  Scotland 
many  years  ago  to  learn  more  of  the  family.  We  located  and  visited  members  of  the  family  in  Edin¬ 
burgh.  He  stated  that  the  name  was  spelled  'Eadie'  in  Scotland.  (Immigrants  here  spelled  the  name 
Edie,  Eadie,  and  Adie,  probably  due  to  clerical  registration.) 

He  wrote  Robert  John  Eclie.  father  of  Mary  Orr  that  sometime  in  the  early  1900's  that  hewas 
beautifully  entertained  by  the  Edies  in  Scotland.  They  had  a  'coach  of  five'  implying  that  they  were  well 
to  do.

William  Bard  was  buried  in  National  Cemetery  in  Springfield,  Mo.  He  wras  an  officer  in  the  80th 
Division,  World  War  I.  His  wife  submitted  the  following  letter  complimentary  of  his  excellent  service 
in  the  army. 

11  March,  1919 

My  dear  Mrs.  Edie: 

I  take  this  occasion,  though  you  may  consider  it  unwarranted  in  my  addressing  you,  to  tell  you  of 
the  fine  service  that  your  good  husband,  Colonel  Edie,  has  given  this  division  from  the  time  he  was 
placed  in  command  of  the  Sanitary  Train  to  the  greater  event  when  he  was  made  Division  Surgeon.  For 
your  information.  I  will  give  you  a  brief  resume. 

I  am  the  Division  Inspector,  the  Inspector  General  of  the  U.  S.  Army,  being  in  the  Inspector  Gen¬ 
erals  Department  for  the  past  tw  elve  years.  Usually  the  officers  in  my  corps  are  looked  upon  and  dread¬ 
ed  by  the  majority  of  officers  with  thorn  they  have  official  relations,  as  you  doubtless  know  the  duties 
of  the  Inspector  General  are  to  inspect  all  branches  and  arms  of  the  service  w  ith  regard  to  the  efficiency 
of  the  officers,  also  the  training  of  enlisted  men;  hence  there  are  times  particularly  when  censure  has 
to  be  given,  so  the  Inspector  General  is  not  always  a  welcome  visitor. 

Now  that  you  may  appreciate  the  few  words  that  I  am  going  to  express  in  commendation  ot  Colonel 
Edie,  I  want  to  say  in  ali  my  experience  as  Inspector  General,  I  have  never  known  a  more  efficient, 
sincere,  and  earnest  officer  than  your  good  husband.  He  is  tireless  in  his  efforts  and  courteous  to  all. 
no  matter  what  their  rank,  his  chief  concern  being  to  promote  the  well-being  and  interest  of  all  those 
whom  he  was  responsible  for  their  health  and  welfare,  especially  the  enlisted  men,  for  the  officers  have 
been  trained  to  take  care  of  themselves  or  otherwise  they  would  not  be  put  in  command  of  men.  He  is  cm 
of  the  most  valuable  officers  that  this  division  has.  and  furthermore,  he  is  cne  of  the  most  popular  of¬ 
ficers,  both  wit  a  me  men,  and  otneers  in  tne  aivision. 
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While  it  is  not  customary  to  congratulate  a  wile  on  her  having  a  husband  ol’ such  excellence,  I  think 
you  will  pardon  me  for  congratulating  you  in  this  instance  upon  the  sincere,  and  loyal  husband  that  you 
have. 

It  is  not  to  he  my  good  fortune  to  return  with  this  division  to  the  States,  as  I  will  be  detached  and 
sent  elsewhere,  either  to  France  or  Germany  but,  however,  I  hope  to  have  the  pleasure  of  stating  to  you 
in  person  more  fully  the  high  regard  and  esteem  that  I  and  other  officers  of  this  division,  hold  for  Colonel 
Edie.

IT’S  QUITE  A  WEEK  FOR  DR.  E.  B.  EDIE 
Sept.  ,  1955  by  Ralph  Schulze 

This  could  be  one  of  the  most  significant  weeks  in  the  life  of  Dr.  Elliott  B.  Edie,  Uniontown  phy¬ 
sician. 

Late  last  week  Dr.  Edie  learned  that  he  will  receive  the  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania  Medical 
Society's  50-year  plaque  which  is  presented  to  doctors  who  have  devoted  a  half  century  to  medicine. 
Today  he  and  Mrs.  Edie,  the  former  Mabel  Darby,  are  celebrating  their  golden  wedding  anniver¬ 


sary. 

Retired  since  1952  when  he  suffered  an  attack  of  vertigo.  Dr.  Edie  says,  "I  enjoy  life — I  don't 
envy  anybody. " 

He  thinks  people  are  very  fortunate  to  be  living  in  the  20th  century.  He  does  not  believe  the  pace 
of  the  modern  life  is  too  fast. 

I  recall  reading  an  article  published  prior  to  1900  which  claimed  that  men  were  living  too  fast  for 
their  own  good.  "  Dr.  Edie  says. 

But  thepeople  who  lived  50  years  ago  really  had  something  to  worry  about,  he  points  out.  Cholera, 
yellow  fever,  malaria  and  childbed  fever  were  rampant.  Diphtheria  and  tuberculosis  took  heavy  toll  of 
human  life. 

"We  sometimes  forget, "  says  Dr.  Edie,  "that  life,  as  we  know  it,  was  made  possible  by  the  almost 
unbelievable  advances  scored  in  medicine  during  the  last  75  years  ' 

Dr.  Edie  was  born  in  Baltimore,  Md.  ,  in  1879  and  was  taken  to  Connellsville  by  his  parents  in 
1887.  His  father  was  a  Presbyterian  minister. 

After  graduating  from  Connellsville  Pennsylvania  High  School  in  1896,  Dr.  Edie  worked  in  a  steel 
mill  in  Pittsburgh  for  four  years.  Medicine  appealed  to  him  and  he  enrolled  in  Jefferson  Medical  Col¬ 
lege  in  Philadelphia  in  1900.  He  graduated  in  1904  and  began  his  internship  in  Pittsburgh's  Mercy  Hos¬ 
pital. 


SERVED  IN  WAR:  Dr.  Edie  practiced  in  Connellsville  and  was  a  staff  member  of  Connellsville 
State  Hospital  from  1905  and  1925  with  the  exception  of  the  2  1/2  years  he  spent  in  the  Army  Medical 
Corps  during  World  War  I.  He  received  the  Distinguished  Service  Medal  "as  commander  of  the  sanitary 
train  consisting  of  the  317th,  318th,  319th  and  320th  Field  Hospitals,  and  later  as  division  surgeon,  80th 
Division,  he  maintained  suitable  dressing  stations  and  provided  for  the  continuous  evacuation  of  the 
wounded  in  an  exceptionally  efficient  manner  under  conditions  of  almost  constant  fire." 

In  1918  during  the  fighting  in  the  Argonne  Forest,  Dr.  Edie  was  informed  that  a  Connellsville  boy 
by  the  name  of  Joe  Hood  was  asking  for  him. 

"Joe  had  knocked  himself  out  to  get  into  the  Army  but  che  first  thing  he  said  when  he  saw  me  was 
'how  long  will  it  be  until  I  have  to  go  back  to  that - infantry?"  Dr.  Edie  says. 

A  shell  had  got  Joe  and  the  other  Army  surgeons  thought  he  was  a  goner.  "You  don't  know  Joe, 
he'll  come  out  all  right — he’s  from  Connellsville,"  Dr.  Edie  told  them.  He  was  right.  Joe  did  recover. 

Dr.  Edie  was  discharged  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel  and  returned  to  practice  in  Connells¬ 
ville.  In  1925,  he  came  to  Uniontown,  Pa.  ,  and  practiced  until  his  enforced  retirement  in  August,  1952. 

The  doctor  became  a  staff  member  of  the  Uniontown  Hospital  in  1935.  His  medical  writings  in¬ 
clude  "The  Eye  in  Medical  Diagnosis,"  1937.  "The  Management  of  Patients  with  Anxiety, "  1942;  and 
"The  Location  of  Disease  in  the  Personality,’  1938. 

Dr.  Edie  served  as  school  director  in  Connellsville  for  two  terms,  was  a  member  of  the  Rotary 


Club  and  during  V  orld  War  II  was  Civilian  Defense  medical  director  for  Fayette  County.  An  avid  golfer, 
he  was  a  classmate  of  the  late  Dr.  Clark  M.  Luman  at  Jefferson  Medical  College. 

Jn  addition  to  Dr.  Edie,  three  other  physicians  have  been  honored  with  50-vear  piaques  from  the 
Fayette  County  Medical  Society.  They  are  Dr.  Robert  Heath  of  Uniontown,  Dr.  W.  B.  Patterson  of  Fair  - 
chance  and  Dr.  L.  C.  Waggoner  of  Brownsville. 

Asked  his  opinion  of  socialized  medicine.  Dr.  Edie  asks,  "don't  you  think  the  less  the  government 
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Would  ho  like  to  relive  his  life?  Yes,  but  not  as  a  doctor. 

"I  don’t  think  I  could  stand  to  sec  all  those  sick,  suffering  people  again,"  Dr.  Edie  says.

His  parental  grandfather, 
Guy  an  Edie,  a  native  of  Virginia,  was  among  the  pioneers  of  Allegheny.  The  subject  of  these  lines  was 
educated  in  Pittsburgh  and  commenced  the  world  as  a  bill-clerk  in  the  wholesale  dry  goods  house  of 
Arbuthnot  &  Shannon  in  that  city.  From  there  he  went  to  Texas  and  spent  four  years  on  the  frontier, 
moving  thence  to  St.  Louis,  Mo.  ,  where  for  two  years,  he  was  bookkeeper  in  a  large  wholesale  dry  goods 
house.  Returning  to  Pittsburgh,  he  served  for  a  time  as  teller  in  the  Penn  Bank,  and  later  was  employ¬ 
ed  by  the  P.  &  L.  E.  R.  R.  Co.  ,  as  paymaster,  a  position  that  he  filled  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  that 
great  company,  and  which  demonstrated  the  confidence  and  esteem  in  which  he  was  held  by  those  who 
had  charge  of  great  public  interests.  In  March,  1886,  Mr.  Edie  came  to  McKeesport,  where  he  has 
since  resided,  occupying  the  position  referred  to  above,  and  attending  also  the  duties  of  treasurer  of  the 
New  Enterprise  Building  and  Loan  Association,  to  which  office  he  was  chosen  when  that  association  was 
formed.

Letter  written  Dec.  26,  1928  from  San  Francisco,  Calif.  ,  by  G.  L.  Edie  from  2952  Jackson  Street: 

My  dear  Cousin;  I  am  a  son  of  Dr.  Joseph  S.  Edie,  who  lived  in  Christiansburg,  Va.  ,  (his  young- 
est  child)  -  will  be  seventy-two  the  18th  of  January.  My  father  was  born  in  179 S,  in  what  he  called  the 
Panhandle  of  Virginia,  now  West  Virginia. 

I  was  named  for  his  brother,  Guian,  although  I  never  knew  it  until  I  was  eighteen,  when  my  father 
corrected  one  of  my  sisters,  telling;  her  and  myself  that  my  name  was  Guian  -  not  Guy,  this  not  with¬ 
standing  the  fact  that  the  old  gentleman  himself  always  called  me  Guy. 

His  father,  as  you  will  see  from  the  enclosed  paper,  was  named  Alexander.  Personally,  I  knew 
little  of  the  Edie  family.  I  do  remember  of  my  father  speaking  of  his  father  going  security  for  a  man  b> 
the  name  of  Jack,  thereby  losing  most  of  his  property.  He  was  educated  in  Hampden-Sidney  College  and 
it  was  a  question  in  his  mind  whether  to  be  a  minister  of  the  Gospel  or  a  doctor  of  medicine.  He  sure!} 
was  a  pious  man.  Nothing  but  the  shorter  Catechism  and  cold  vituals  on  Sunday  for  his  family.  He  ini¬ 
tiated  and  organized  the  first  Sunday  School  in  Montgomery  County,  at  Christiansburg,  which  was  the 
county  seat.  Afterwards  he  started  several  in  the  surrounding  comities.  Soon  after  his  graduation,  my 
father  married  a  niece  of  John  Randolph  of  Roanoke.  By  this  wife  he  had  one  child,  Jane,  who  has  given 
us  what  little  Edie  genealogy  I  have.  She  wrote  it  for  my  sister,  Mrs.  Hollins,  who  lived  in  Nashville 
Tenn.  ,  and  was  always  trying  to  get  information  of  the  Edie  family.  She  had  one  son  whom  she  named 
Edie. 

The  delay  in  answering  ycur  letter  was  caused  by  an  attack  of  influenza,  which  sent  me  to  the 
hospital  and  then  to  Arizona  for  several  months  convalescence.  Upon  my  return  here,  I  could  not  find 
the  papers,  and  had  to  write  to  my  daughter,  who  is  living  in  New  York  (Flushing)  for  a  copy,  which  I 
am  sending  you.  It  shows  that  Guian  and  Joseph  S.  Edie  were  the  sons  of  Alexander.

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David  Edie,  Jr.  ,  soldier  of  the  Continental  Line;  Depreciation  pay;  also  David  Ed>.e  received 
bounty  land  in  Virginia  Military  District  in  Ohio.  -  lief.  p.  616,  Bounty  Land  Records:  also  Revolu¬ 
tionary  Wai  Records  of  Va.  ,  by  Drumbaugh,  Vol.  1,  Ref.:  Pa.  Archives,  3rd  Series,  Yol.  23,  p.  20g; 
5th  Series,  Vol.  4;  p.  603. 

It  is  not  known  just  when  David  migrated  to  Adams  Co.  ,  O.  His  son.  Joseph,  was  born  in  West¬ 
moreland  Co.  ,  Pa.,  in  1795.  (Statement  by  Mrs.  Minerva  Bushnel.  daughter  of  Albert  Gallatin  Edie. ) 
It  is  presumed  that  Joseph  was  his  first  child. 

David  and  Honour  settled  by  a  stream  in  Adams  Co.  ,  O.  ,  named  "Edies  Run"  and  is  so  called  to 
this  day;  -  Adams  Co.  ,  O.  History.  David  Edie,  Jr.  ,  states  in  his  will  recorded  in  Adams  Co.  ,  O.  ,  that 
he  is  from  Knox  Co.  ,  Indiana  Territory,  and  he  names  his  wife,  Margaret,  as  sole  beneficiary.  There 
is  no  record  available  of  a  second  marriage.  This  would  indicate  that  Honour  Edgington's  name  was  Mar¬ 
garet  Honour  Edgington.  llis  will  was  admitted  to  Probate  Court  on  Feb.  9,  1813  and  recorded  in  Will 
Book  No.  1,  p.  39;  estate  administered  in  Estate  Docket,  O.  ,  p.  53. 

David  and  Honour  are  I.  in  Adams  Co.  ,  O.  ,  however,  the  graves  over  the  years  have  been  lost. 

The  following  tactual  information  lias  its  source  in  the  History  of  Adams  Co.  ,  O.  ,  by  Evans: 

p.  86:  ’  David  Edie,  Israel  Donaldson  and  John  Ellison  to  survey  and  make  return  agreeable  to  re¬ 
port  of  Court  order  to  build  new  road  tc  Lawson's  Ferry. ' 

In  conformity  to  the  Act  entitled,  The  Permanent  Seat  of  Justice  in  the  County  of  Adams,  O.  .  we, 
the  undersigned,  do  receive  the  following  lots  and  lands  in  the  town  cf  West  Union  for  the  following  pur¬ 
poses,  to  wit:  Lots  63,  64,  77  and  78  for  a  Courthouse,  etc.  Given  under  our  hands  this  sixteenth  day  of 
May,  1804. 

County  Judges:  Hosia  Moore  -  David  Edie  -  Needham  Riley. 

The  court  appointed  and  ordered  David  Edie,  John  Mehaffey  and  Benjamin  Grace,  viewers,  and  Na¬ 
thaniel  Beasley,  surveyor,  of  a  road  from  Limestone  to  County  Clermont  line. 

David  Edie  served  as  sheriff  of  Adams  Co.  ,  O.  ,  during  the  years  1797-1793.  He  served  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Grand  Jury  in  1798.  p.  97.  In  August,  1803,  David  Edie  was  presiding  judge  and  Hosia  Moore 
and  Needham  were  associate  judges,  Adams  Co.  ,  O.  This  was  probably  the  first  court  under  statehood, 
Mr.  Edie  served  as  Judge  of  Adams  Co.  .  O.  ,  from  Apr.  6,  1803  to  Sept.  20,  1813.  (According  to  Pro¬ 
bate  records  the  Sept,  date  would  probably  be  Eeb. ) 

David  Edie  purchased  city  lots  in  West  Union,  Tiffen  Twp.  ,  on  May  17,  1S04,  at  public  auction. 

Many  have  asked  if  John  Coulter  cf  the  Lewis  and  Clark  Expedition  is  related  to  the  Edie  family. 
You  will  recall  Coulter  was  one  of  the  guides  on  this  expedition.  1  cannot  answer  this  question  but  I  can 
point  to  information  that  indicates  that  he  probably  married  into  the  family. 

The  Edies  and  Edgingtons  were  closely  associated  as  neighbors  and  also  by  inter-marriage.  Book 
C.  ,  p.  12,  Brown  Co.  ,  O.  ,  marriage  records  lists  Honour  Edgington  and  William  Coulter  married  Dec. 
6,  1845.  Whether  this  Honour  Edgington  was  the  widow  of  David  Edie,  Jr.  ,  or  another  Honour  Edging- 
ton,  I  do  not  know  but  my  research  indicates  that  there  were  two  Honour  Edgingtons  in  the  family  so  it  is 
possible  that  there  is  a  blood  relationship. 

Children  of  David  and  Honour:  Joseph,  William,  Lavina,  Harriet  and  John.  It  is  good  judgment  to 
assume  that  names  of  one  or  two  children  have  been  lost  or  perhaps  these  died  in  infancy.  Birth  dates  are 
available  for  only  Joseph  and  John.

Margaret  joined  the  Quakers  at  West  Union  and  was  known  in  the  Shaker  Colony  as  Celia  or  Cecilia. 

Permelia  was  known  as  Milly.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Isaac  Bowman  who  married  a  Miss  Hoover, 
a  near  relative  of  Herbert  Hoover.  Milly's  mother  was  a  doctor  and  would  answer  calls  and  make  trips 
to  see  the  sick  or  dark  stormy  nights  or  in  any  kind  of  weather.  She  always  went  on  horseback  as  was  the 
custom  in  the  early  days.  Sometime  between  1825  and  1829  Joseph  moved  his  family  to  Highland  Co.  ,  O.  , 
where  he  resided  only  a  few  years.  It  was  here  that  his  fourth  child,  Albert  Gallatin,  was  born.  His  next 
move  was  to  Brown  Co.  ,  C>.  ,  where  he  lived  until  1854.

Minerva  Edie  attended  Southwestern  Business  and  Normal  College  at  Malvern  and  Tabor,  Ia.  She 
taught  school  for  several  years  in  Mills  and  Pottawattamie  counties  in  Ia.  In  later  life,  she  lived  in  Los 
Angeles.  She  was  affiliated  with  the  Daughters  of  Union  Veterans,  Royal  Highlanders,  Business  Women's 
Club,  Pythian  Sisters  and  the  Institute  of  American  Genealogy.  She  developed  the  genealogy  of  the 
Mother's  family  and  gathered  family  information  of  her  immediate  line. 

Mrs.  Bushnell  was  living  in  Los  Angeles  when  she  died,  in  fact,  she  had  lived  there  many  years. 
She  has  a  son,  Robert,  living  there  now.  She  spent  many  years  tracing  and  recording  the  history  of  her 
mother's  people.  She  spent  about  twenty-five  years  on  this  project  doing  an  excellent  and  efficient  iob  of 
research  tracing  the  family  history  back  to  1376. 

When  she  had  finished  the  study  of  her  mother’s  lineage,  she  started  on  her  father's  lineage.  She 
was  permitted  to  work  on  this  project  for  only  a  short  time  before  her  death. 

I  have  been  privileged  to  use  the  materials  which  she  had  pertaining  mostly  to  her  particular  fam¬ 
ily  line  which  has  been  most  helpful- to  me. 

I  corresponded  with  Mrs.  Bushnell  and  we  exchanged  ideas  cn  background  history  ot  the  Edie  fam¬ 


ily. 

She  states:  '  My  great-grandfather  was  David  Edie,  just  where  he  was  born  I  am  not  sure,  but  he 
married  Honour  Edgington  and  the  Edies  and  Edgingtons  came  to  Western  Pennsylvania  from  Virginia. 
(Western  Pennsylvania  was  at  that  time  Virginia  Territory.)  From  there  my  David  migrated  to  Adams 
Co.  ,  Ohio.  My  grandfather  was  Joseph  Edie.  born  in  Adams  Co.  ,  Ohio."

Since  our  forefathers  risked  their  lives  to  find  freedom  to  worship  God  at  the  grand  old  town  ol 
Plymouth  there  have  been  waved  in  the  United  States  five  flags  that  the  people  have  looked  upon  w  ith  pride 
and  would  if  necessary  nave  given  their  life’s  bicod  to  protect.

NEW  PHILADELPHIA,  O.  ,  July  30,  1885  —  John  Edie,  a  wealthy  and  respected  farmer  aged 
seventy-two,  living  five  miles  south  of  here,  was  found  this  morning  hanging  by  a  rope  to  a  rafter  in 
his  barn.  He  is  supposed  to  have  been  dead  several  hours.  He  was  worth  over  350,  000,  and  was  one  of 
the  oldest  pioneers  of  Tuscarawas  County.

LAW  MAN  OF  EARLY  LONG  BEACH 

John  Baker  was  a  half-brother  of  Artissima  Jane  Edgington  and  husband  of  Samantha  Edie.

JOHN  BAKER  KEPT  THE  PEACE  IN  EARLY  1990's  -  Long  Beach's  well  equipped  and  highly  train¬ 
ed  police  department  is  a  far  cry  from  the  time  when  the  town's  one  and  only  marshal  chased  wrongdoers 
on  foot  or  on  a  bicycle. 

Fred  Koons,  359  Junipero  Ave.  ,  recalls  the  years  around  the  turn  of  the  century  when  his  father- 
in-law,  Jclm  C.  Baker,  was  the  first  lawman  in  Long  Beach.  He  kept  the  peace  in  this  less  than  10,  000 
population  seaside  resort  town,  including  summer  residents,  until  the  hour  grew  late,  then  Baker  turned 
the  quiet  village  over  to  a  night  watchman,  Nate  Kind-nan. 

There  was  then  a  wide  and  deep  ravine  between  unpaved  Pine  Avenue  and  Long  Beach  Boulevard. 
A  lady  crossing  the  main  street  of  the  city  in  high-topped  button  shoes  would  run  the  risk  of  becoming 
sandlogged  and  would  possibly  have  to  empty  her  footgear  when  she  reached  firmer  ground. 

Sheep  roamed  to  the  east  of  Alamitos  Avenue  and  squirrels  frisked  about  in  a  tree  at  the  corner  of 
Second  Street  and  Pine  Avenue,  in  the  front  of  the  Iowa  Villa  Hotel.  In  the  shade  of  this  tree,  Judge 
Rosecrans  meditated  with  his  feet  comfortably  propped  in  a  low  fork,  his  favorite  resting  place  while 
not  in  court. 

Koons  remembers  that  he  and  a  boyhood  friend  had  an  Americanized  rickshaw  transportation  sys¬ 
tem  rigged  up.  They  pulled  a  horseless  carriage  around  by  the  shafts,  each  manning  a  side  as  they  ped¬ 
dled  along  on  their  bicycles.  To  cross  the  deep  town  gully,  they  picked  a  place  with  a  gradual  slope, 
gained  momentum  on  the  way  down  to  pick  up  enougli  speed  to  make  the  upgrade  on  the  other  side.  They 
made  a  little  spare  change  on  moving  day  with  this  boy-powered  conveyance. 

Marshal  Baker  would  incarcerate  the  stray  drunks  in  the  ramshackle  one-cell  jail  for  the  night, 
hurry  down  the  next  morning  to  feed  them  and  then  tell  them  to  get  out  of  town  "pronto. "  Otherwise  the 
judge  would  give  them  30  days. 

John  Baker  was  a  Civil  War.  veteran  from  Iowa.  He  died  in  1906  and  is  buried  in  the  old  City  Cem¬ 
etery  in  Long  Beach. 

The  marshal  system  was  followed  by  the  organization  of  a  police  department,  the  forerunner  of 
the  Long  Beach  Police  Department  of  today. 

Along  with  the  common  problems  of  keeping  law  and  order,  Long  Beach  has  always  had  criminal 
"border  skippers,"  sea  traffic  worries,  overflow  from  one  of  the  large  cities  cf  the  world  and  a  climate 
that  attracts  the  just  and  unjust,  alike.

William  Edie  of  Hopewell  Twp.  ,  Pa.  was  the  progenitor  of  a  very  large  family.  The  genealogy  in 
this  book  is  not  complete  and  there  may  be  some  errors  even  though  great  effort  has  been  made  to  lo¬ 
cate  accurate  information.  Many,  many  hours  of  study  has  been  required  and  the  genealogy  was  con¬ 
structed  name  by  name.  Perhaps,  some  member  of  the  family  will  become  interested  and  complete  this 
most  interesting  family  history.  William  was  of  Scotch-Irish  descent.  It  is  my  belief  that  he  was  born 
in  America.

Co.  ,  Hopewell  Twp.  ,  for  the  years  1771  and  1772.  In  fact,  William  was  a  taxpayer  in  Hopewell  Twp. 
from  1770  until  his  death  in  1820. 

William  was  a  veteran  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  He  served  in  the  6th  Battalion  of  York  Co.  .  Pa. 
Militia  organized  in  1776  (c)  composed  of  light  companies.  This  unit  was  commanded  by  Col.  William 
Ross;  David  Miller,  Major;  Captain  Joseph  Maffett  and  First  Lt.  Andrew  Warreck  -  Prowell.  History 
of  York  Co.  ,  Vol.  1.

He  was  I.  in  Marsh  Creek  Cemetery  there. 

The  Edie  pioneers  lived  to  be  a  very  ripe  old  age.  Believing  this  to  be  true  of  Samuel.  Sr.  ,  his 
birth  date  could  have  been  as  early  as  1680.  It  is  not  known  whether  he  was  born  in  Scotland  or  Ireland. 
Many  of  the  Edie  people  migrated  from  Scotland  to  Ireland  much  earlier. 

The  date  of  his  arrival  in  America  is  not  known,  hi  the  "History  of  York  Co.  .  Pa.'  by  Prowell 
Vol.  p.  128,  we  find  this  statement:  'Among  the  Scotch-irish  who  settled  in  the  Manor  of  Maske. 
1736-1741,  was  Samuel  Edie,  Esq.  ;  guardian  in  trust  for  the  minor  children  of  John  McKeen.  deceased 
March,  173s.  On  p.  127  of  the  same  reference  as  above  is  this  paragraph:  Samuel  Edie  was  one  of  a 
committee  to  apply  for  a  warrant  for  land  in  the  Upper  Marsh  Creek  area  in  1747  on  which  to  build  a 
Presbyterian  Church.  The  first  church  in  the  Marsh  Creek  District  was  in  the  vicinity  of  Blacks  Grave¬ 
yard,  a  short  distance  west  of  Gettysburg,  near  McPherson's  spring  and  is  known  in  history  as  the  upper 
Marsh  Creek  Church.  It  was  built  in  1747  of  logs.  It  had  long,  low  double  sash  w  indows.  The  date  of  the 
erection  of  the  church  is  fixed  from  the  fact  Hance  Hamilton,  Robert  McPherson,  Samuel  Edie.  Jr.  and 
John  Buchanan,  trustees,  applied  for  a  warrant  for  100  acres  of  land  in  Cumberland  Twp.  .  May  25,  1765. 
They  stated  that  a  meeting  house  was  erected  by  said  congregation  on  the  tract  of  land  of  one  hundred 
acres  in  the  Manor  of  Maske,  about  eighteen  years  previous,  which  fixes  the  date  of  the  erection  of  tin 
church  in  1747. 

From  a  long  study  of  the  history  of  our  family,  I  am  convinced  that  Samuel.  Sr.  ,  was  in  the  area 
of  Gettysburg  much  earlier  than  1736.  A  more  likely  dale  of  his  arrival  in  New  York  w  ould  be  sometime 
previous  to  1720.  It  would  require  sometime  to  become  acquainted  with  conditions  in  a  new  country  and 
to  determine  a  home  location.  There  is  no  doubt  that  there  was  a  period  of  several  years  between  the 
arrival  in  New  York  and  the  location  of  the  York  and  Gettysburg  area  as  a  permanent  home. 

Samuel,  Sr.  ,  married  Agness  MacMichael.  Very  little  is  known  about  Agness.  It  is  known  that 
the  Edies  and  MacMichaels  were  neighbors  in  a  village  in  the  Londonderry  area  of  Northern  Ireland. 
The  name  MacMichael  is  of  both  Scottish  and  Irish  origin. 

Agness  was  the  daughter  of  James  MacMichael,  who  was  an  early  pioneer  to  America.  His  will  is 
dated  Alar.  3,  1761.  and  in  it  identifies  Agness  as  wife  of  Samuel  Edie,  Sr. 

York  Co.  OCD  A.  p.  164  -  Dated  Alar.  3,  1761  -  "came  William  Al'Clelan,  executor  of  the  estate 
of  William  Al'Clelan.  deceased,  who  was  executor  with  Alargaret  Kerr,  late  Alargaret  AI'AIicbacl  of  the 
testament  and  last  will  of  James  AI'AIichael,  deceased,  and  produced  accounts  of  administration  for  said 
estate.  The  court  decrees  that  Alargaret  Kerr  paid  to  Elinor  AIcAIichael  in  part  of  her  legacy  in  her 
father's  estate,  etc.  ,  and  that  William  Al'Clelan  pay  unto  SAMUEL  EADY  in  right  of  his  wife.  AGNESS, 
daughter  of  said  testator  the  sum  of  nine  pounds,  etc.  ,  the  remainder  in  full  of  her  share  of  her  fathei 's 
estate  and  pay  unto  David  Kermody  in  right  of  his  wife.  Martha,  another  daughter  of  said  testator  and  to 
William  Russell  in  right  of  his  wife.  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  said  testator  and  also  to  Elinor  AI'AIichael, 
another  daughter  of  said  testator,"  etc. 

On  page  165  of  the  same  docket,  under  the  name  of  William  AIcCielan.  is  the  statement: 

'  William  AIcCielan,  of  Marsh  Creek,  deceased,"  etc.  ,  which  clearly  indicates  that  locale  of  this 
family  and  the  EADY  family  as  well.  Alarsh  Creek  is  in  present-day  Adams  Co.  .  near  Gettysburg. 

Samuel  Edie,  Sr.  ,  was  very  active  in  both  the  cultural  and  economic  aspects  of  his  new  environ¬ 
ment.  lie  was  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  the  people,  and  with  the  form  of  government  to  be  accepted 
and  adopted.  The  experience  of  his  family  in  both  Scotland  and  Ireland  w  here  oppression  and  persecution 
of  the  citizens  was  common,  made  matters  of  welfare  and  government  the  chief  concern  oi  the  time.  He 
was  known  as  Samuel  Edie.  Esquire,  a  man  of  wealth  and  honor.

Careful  examination  of  available  information  would  in¬ 
dicate  this  statement  to  be  in  error.  Logical  reasoning  would  i  lace  Samuel,  Jr.  's,  date  of  birth  can  mg 
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the  period  ol  1720-26.  it  is  known  that  the  Kdies  ot  lliis  family  were  in  the  Gettysburg  area  previous  to 
1731;  that  Samuel,  Jr.  ,  was  a  small  boy  in  the  Manor  of  Maske;that  several  families  an  i\  in-  at  tac 
time  landed  in  New  York  which  would  require  much  time  in  gathering  information  and  traveling  to  lh< 
Pennsylvania  area.  It  is  known  that  the  lulus  had  general  interests  in  New  York  which  coukI  have  del  a  hi  d 
them  in  that  area  quite  some  time. 

It  was  in  the  Gettysburg  area  that  Samuel,  Jr.  ,  grew  to  manhood.  It  is  not  likely  that  he  i<  a.j/.ccl 
in  these  early  years  that  he  would  be  asked  to  shoulder  heavy  responsibility  in  the  affairs  of  his  com¬ 
munity. 

Samuel,  Jr.,  son  ol  Samuel,  Sr.,  continued  to  hold  the  esteem  of  his  fellow  citizens,  and  had 
passed  on  to  him  the  compliment  and  title  of  Esquire,  as  previously  earned  by  his  father.  In  the  Gettys¬ 
burg  ’  Sentinel"  was  this  statement:  "Died  Feb.  6,  1809,  in  the  78th  year  of  his  age,  Samuel  Edie,  Es¬ 
quire"  and  the  next  day  was  interred  in  Upper  Marsh  Creek  burying  ground. 

An  old  soldier  of  the  Revolution.  He  was  in  the  first  group  of  soldiers  to  march  on  Boston.  Samuel 
Edie,  1st  Lieutenant,  Gth  Bat.  177G,  Continental  Line,  Roster  of  Field  Officers  under  Col.  W'm.  Irvine; 
Capt.  Moses  McClaine,  Commissioned  June  3,  1776.  See  Pa.  Archives,  5th  Series,  Vol.  2,  p.  200, 
201.  202. 

Samuel  made  his  will  on  Jan.  1,  1809  and  it  may  be  seen  in  will  book.  B.  p.  39,  Adams  Co.  ,  Pa. 
Executors  of  his  will  were  his  sons,  David  and  John.  Samuel  Edie,  Jr.  ,  owned  205  acres  of  land  in  the 
Manor  of  Maske  in  1767.  This  was,  no  doubt,  land  which  his  father  had  previously  held.  While  he  held 
other  land  and  land  in  trust,  he  continued  to  hold  the  205  acres  in  the  Manor  of  Maske. 

In  the  Pennsylvania  Archives  under 'Assessments  and  Provincial  Tax"  is  proof  of  his  accumulation 
of  much  wealth  as  shown  by  his  holdings  and  high  taxes  for  that  period  of  history. 

"Samuel  Edie,  Jr.  ,  was  one  Of  the  first  group  of  firemen  in  York  and  gave  a  donation  to  the  build¬ 
ing  of  a  fire  house.  A  water  engine  was  purchased  in  Aug.  ,  1772,  and  a  house  was  built  for  it  in  1773, 
This  engine  had  a  side  lever  gallery  and  w  as  supplied  with  water  by  buckets,  no  hose  was  then  known .  " 
-  History  of  York  Co.  ,  Pa.  -  1S86,  Adam  J.  Glossbrenner,  p.  5G0. 

"Samuel  Edie,  in  1776,  served  in  Convention  at  Philadelphia  to  devise  a  constitution  for  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  of  the  Province  until  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  1790;  also  serving  at  that  time  was  David 
McConaughy.  These  men  were  selected  from  different  sections  of  the  county  and  knew  little  of  technical 
law',  but  were  chosen  because  of  their  good  judgment,  business  experiences,  good  character,  and  in¬ 
fluence  in  their  respective  communities.  ’  -  History  of  Cumberland  and  Adam  Counties,  p.  478. 

"On  the  3rd  of  November,  1775,  the  returns  of  twenty-six  townships  were  received  at  York  Co.  . 
whereby  the  following  gentlemen  appear  to  have  been  elected  as  a  committee  for  York  Co.  ,  to  continue 
fora  space  of  one  year,  unless  they  shall  think  it  expedient  to  dissolve  themselves  sooner. "  Samuel 
Edie  was  one  of  those  elected.  -  History  of  York  Co.  ,  Pa.  ,  1886,  Adam  J.  Glossbrenner,  p.  127. 

"Members  of  Supreme  Executive  Council  -served  before  and  after  the  war.  Samuel  Edie,  Oc.  25, 
1787,  Civil  list  of  the  Philadelphia  Convention  July  15,  1774.  Served  in  the  House  of  Representatives  in 
Philadelphia,  1778."  -  History  of  York  Co.  ,  Pa.  -  1SS6,  Adam  J.  Glossbrenner,  p.  313. 

"The  Constitutional  Convention  of  1776  by  an  ordinance,  the  3rd  of  September,  commanded  and  ap¬ 
pointed  all  the  then  members  of  a  newly  established  "Council of  Safety";  among  them  appointed,  Michael 
Swope,  Justice  of  the  Peace  at  large,  and  a  number  of  other  persons  to  be  Justices  of  the  Peace  for 
several  counties  in  the  state.  Benjamin  Franklin  and  John  Dickerson  were  among  other  appointed  Jus¬ 
tices  of  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,  which  indicates  the  dignity  of  the  office  of  that  period.  For 
the  County  of  York  there  was  appointed  Robert  McPherson,  Martin  Ficheferger,  SAMUEL  EDIE, 
McAfister,  Henry  Slagle,  etc.  ’  -  History  of  York  Co.  ,  Pa.  ,  1886  -  Adam  J.  Glossbrenner,  p.  122.

Copy  of  Samuel  Edie’s  will:  In  the  name  of  God  Amen:  I,  Samuel  Edie,  of  Cumberland  Township, 
in  the  County  of  Adams  and  State  of  Pennsylvania,  do  make  ar.d  publish  this,  my  last  will  and  testament 
in  manner  following  to  wit:  principally  and  first  of  ail  I  commend  my  immortal  soul  into  the  hands  of  God 
who  gave  it  and  my  body  to  the  earth  to  be  buried  in  a  decent  and  Christian  like  manner  at  the  discretion 
of  my  executors  hereinafter  named,  and  as  to  such  worldly  estate  wherewith  it  hath  pleased  God  to 
bless  me  in  this  life,  I  will  give  and  dispose  of  the  same  in  the  following  manner,  to  wit: 

First,  I  will  that  all  my  lust  debts  be  punctually  paid  as  soon  as  may  be  convenient  after  my  de¬ 
cease. 

Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son,  John,  one  hundred  and  fiity  pounds  to  be  paid  him  in  two 
equal  payments  of  seventy-five  pounds  each,  the  first  to  be  in  one  year,  the  payments  hereinafter  men¬ 
tioned  to  my  daughters  are  completed,  and  second  payment  in  one  year  after  the  first  payment. 

item:  i  give  and  bequeath  my  daughter,  Margaret,  intermarried  with  Robert  Me  art,  one  hunrtrec. 
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fifty  pounds  to  ho  paid  her  as  follows,  to  w  it:  fifty  pounds  in  two  years  after  my  decease  and  fu'tv  |  ound 
yearly  and  each  year  until  she  receives  one  hundred  fifty  pounds. 

Item:  1  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son,  James,  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds,  which  is  to  remain 
the  land  of  my  son,  David,  who  is  to  pay  unto  tm  son,  James,  yearly  and  even  year  during  the  nitiu 
life  of  my  son,  James,  the  interest,  thereof  to  wit.  nine  pounds  yearly,  and  the  decease  of  the 
James,  then  pay  the  said  sum  of  one  hundred  fifty  pounds  to  the  lawful  children  of  mv  son.  James.  I  t 
should  my  sonJames  die  not  leaving  lawful  issue,  then  in  that  case,  my  will  is  further  that  the  said  s.im 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  remain  in  the  land,  and  revert  to  the  use  of  mv  son  David  and  his  heirs. 

Item:  1  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  daughter  Jennctt  intermarried  with  Samuel  Kyle,  one  hundred 
fifty  pounds,  to  be  paid  unto  her  at  the  same  times  and  in  like  sums  as  my  daughter,  Margaret,  istoh. 
paid  her  legacy.  I  give  also  my  daughter,  Jennctt,  a  young,  black  mare,  now  about  two  years  old. 

Item:  I  give,  bequeath  and  devise  unto  my  son.  David,  and  to  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever  all  the 
plantation  or  tract  of  land  I  now  live  on  in  Cumberland  Township  aforesaid,  together  with  all  my  fann¬ 
ing  utensils,  household  and  kitchen  furniture,  also  all  of  my  stock  of  horses,  horned  cattle,  sheep  and 
hogs  (one  young,  black  marc  excepted)  upon  his.  my  son,  David,  paying  all  of  the  debts  and  legacies 
herein  mentioned,  and  further,  I  estimate  my  plantation  on  which  1  now  live,  at  two  thousand  pounds, 
which  valuation  1  think  moderate.  It  is  also  m\  will  that  four  hundred  pounds  be  appropriated  to  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  my  debts,  and  in  case  the  said  four  hundred  pounds  should  be  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  all  of 
my  just  debts,  then  in  that  case,  it  is  my  will,  that  the  residue  remaining  of  the  four  hundred  pound- 
after  paying  all  my  just  debts,  shall  be  equally  divided  amongst  my  children,  but  if  the  said  four  hundred 
pounds  should  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  all  of  my  just  debts,  then  it  is  my  will  that  all  of  my  children  bear 
an  equal  share  in  whatever  sum  will  be  found  necessary  over  and  above  the  four  hundred  pounds  to  jus 
debts,  and  further,  I  will  that  in  case  of  decease  of  any  of  my  legatees  before  they  receive  the  sum  be¬ 
queathed  to  them,  the  sum  or  whatever  part  may  remain  unpaid  to  be  paid  to  their  heirs. 

And  lastly,  I  nominate,  constitute,  and  appoint  my  said  sons,  John  and  David,  to  be  the  executors 
of  this  my  will,  hereby  revoking  all  other  wills,  legacies,  and  bequests,  by  me  heretofore  made  and  de¬ 
claring  this  and  no  other  to  be  my  last  will  and  testament. 

Jn  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  affixed  my  seal  the  twelfth  day  of  January  in 
the  year  of  Our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  nine. 

Signed,  sealed,  published,  pronounced,  and  declared,  as  his  last  will  and  testament,  in  the  pre¬ 
sence  of  us,  who  is  in  his  presence  and  at  his  request  have  subscribed  as  witnesses:

Both  John  and  Samuel,  Jr.  ,  edited  newspaper  in  York. 

Both  John  and  Samuel .  Jr.  ,  served  as  Justices  of  the  Peace  following  the  Revolutionary  War.

Samuel  Edie,  Jr.  ,  was  very  active  in  the  service  of  his  new  country  as  shown  by  this  partial  list 
of  responsible  positions: 

1762  Served  as  York  County  Commissioner. 

1764  Served  the  Office  of  Justice  of  the  Peace  before  the  Revolution  and  again  in  1  776. 

1771,  1772,  and  1773  occupied  the  office  of  sheriff  of  York  County.

1776  Served  on  the  Committee  of  Safety,  appointed  by  Benjamin  Franklin.

17  87  Member  of  the  Supreme  Executive  Council,  Philadelphia. 

1788  Councilor  of  York  Co.

1788  Served  Several  years  as  Land  Commissioner.

JOHN  EDIE,  b.  1754,  York,  Pa.  area;  d.  Oct.  26.  1825,  York.  Pa.; 
m.  SARAH  M.  McCONAUGHY,  b.  about  1751:  d.  Sept.  19,  1833. 

John  must  have  been  a  very  unusual  person.  He  seemed  to  possess  all  the  qualities  of  character 
essential  to  satisfactory  association  with  his  fellowman  on  any  level  :r.  his  service  to  his  community  and 
to  his  state  and  nation.  I  wish  that  I  might  have  known  him  personally.  Perhaps,  you  may  get  a  feeling 
of  the  strength  of  his  character  from  the  following  incidents  of  his  life. 

Tax  collectors  had  forcibly  taken  a  man's  cow  in  payment  of  tax  and  that  evening  about  109  of  his 
neighbors  came  with  guns,  clubs,  and  other  weapons  to  settle  the  matter  for  their  neighbor.  Tre  towns¬ 
people  met  them  in  the  street.  One  Justice  half  deprived  of  his  -  nses  hastened  to  the  spot.  anfl  sup- 
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porting  himself  with  both  hands  against  a  corner  said,  "I  command  you  in  my  name  to  keep  peace.  "  "But 
something  more  forcible  was  found  in  the  weapons  of  Henry  Miller,  John  Hay,  JOHN  EDIT,  William 
Bailey,  all  well  prepared  for  the  battle."  History  of  York  Co.  ,  1  836,  A.  J.  Glassbrenner. 

On  the  23rd  of  Feb.  ,  1S03,  a  negro  woman,  named  Margaret  Brodkw  .  was  convicted  for  a  mis¬ 
demeanor  in  attempting  to  poison  Sophia  Bentz,  both  of  York  Co.  ,  Pa.  She  was  sentenced  to  the  peniten¬ 
tiary.  Thenegroes  retaliated  by  burning  property,  in  fact,  intended  to  burn  the  town  of  York.  On  Mon.  . 
the  7th  of  March,  they  set  fire  to  the  stable  of  JOHN  EDIK,  then  in  use  by  Dr.  Spangher,  who  was  Judge. 
Several  buildings  were  destroyed."  History  of  York  Co.  ,  1886,  by  A.  J.  Glossbrenner. 

John’s  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  York  -  Rev.  John  Campbell  then  rector  of  this  church,  ob¬ 
tained  a  sum  of  $5,000  toward  building  an  academy.  It  was  erected  in  1/37.  On  Sept.  20.  17s7,  it  was 
incorporated  "Episcopal  Church."  By  a  second  act  of  the  Legislature  approved.  Mar.  1,  1700,  the 
Academy  was  tendered  to  \ork  Co.  ,  as  a  public  school,  it  was  established  as  Academy  for  the  education 
of  youth  in  the  learned  andforeign  languages,  in  the  useful  arts,  sciences  and  literature.  Hon.  John  Edie 
of  York,  served  as  one  of  the  trustees  and  later  served  the  Academy  as  its  president.  -History  of  York 
Co.  ,  1886,  A.  J.  Glossbrenner. 

John  served  his  community  in  official  capacity  in  many  ways  of  which  the  follow  ing  are  good  ex¬ 
amples:  He  and  Samuel  were  about  the  first  to  issue  a  :call"  for  a  Presbyter}  in  a  wilderness  area 
which  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  the  Carlisle  Presbytery.  Rev.  Carthcart  was  sent  in  response  to 
this  first  call.  John  served  as  chief  ranger  at  a  very  early  date. 

He  served  as  sheriff  of  York  Co.  ,  Pa.  ,  during  the  years  1784,  1785,  1786  and  1787. 

Later  when  John  declined  to  run  for  sheriff  and  the  campaign  for  sheriff  was  ver>  hot,  the  follow¬ 
ing  item  appeared  in  the  newspaper.  The  contest  at  elections  is  usually  characterized  by  warmth  --  the 

first  election  for  sheriff,  in  York  Co.  ,  1749,  and  the  year  following  were  "spirited  and  bloody" - as 

w7ell  as  17  89  when  2  rival  candidates,  Conrad  Laub  and  Wm.  McClennan,  were  candidates,  Laub  2130 
votes  and  McClellan  2111  votes.  Shortly  after  the  elections  Wm.  Harris  of  York  faithfully  and  facetiously 
chronicled  the  passing  events  and  scenes,  in  one  of  the  York  papers - . 

First  chapter  of  Chronicles. 

1.  Now  it  came  to  pass  in  these  days,  when  George  (Washington)  was  President,  even  George  the 
Great,  was  President  over  the  Nation,  and  John  (Edie,  former  sheriff),  even  John,  surnamed  the  steady, 
who  had  done  justice  and  judgment  among  the  people,  had  fulfilled  his  time,  that  there  was  a  great  stir 
among  the  people,  whom  they  should  choose  to  reign  in  his  seat. 

2.  Then  the  Williamites  (friends  of  Wm.  McClellan)  who  inhabited  the  western  country,  and  the 
people  gathered  themselves  together,  and  communed  one  with  another,  and  said:  We  will  make  William 
to  rule  over  us,  for  he  is  a  proper  young  man,  and  wrill  do  justice  over  us,  and  judgment,  even  as  Join 
has  done,  whose  work  is  fulfilled. 

3.  And  when  these  sayings  w  ent  abroad  among  the  people  there  were  certain  men  rose  up  and  with¬ 
stood  the  Williamites,  and  said,  "God  do  so  to  us,  and  more  also,  if  William  shall  rule  over  us  at  this 
time,  in  the  stead  of  John.  " 

4.  Then  the  governors,  the  judges,  the  captains  of  the  fities,  and  the  rulers  of  the  people  gathered 
themselves  together. 

5.  And  so  it  was  that  they  communed  together,  even  the  Schlegelites  (friends  of  Henry  Schlegel), 
and  Rudisellites  (friends  of  Jacob  Rudisel),  the  Shermanites  (friends  of  Conrad  Sherman),  the  Gossler- 
ites  (friends  of  Philip  Gossler),  the  Millerites  (friends  of  Henry  Miller),  the  Campbeliites  (friends  of 
John  Campbell),  the  tribe  of  Eli  (Eli  Lewis)  and  John,  the  lawyer  (John  Lukens). 

6.  Now  all  entered  into  a  covenant,  and  said,  of  a  truth,  we  will  make  Conrad  (Conrad  Laub)  our 
ruler,  for  he  is  an  upright  man,  and  will  do  what  is  right  in  the  eyes  of  the  people. 

7.  And  after  these  things,  it  came  to  pass  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  the  tenth  month,  about  the  elev¬ 
enth  hour,  in  the  fourteenth  year  after  the  people  had  come  out  of  tne  house  of  bondage,  that  the  people 
strove  with  one  another,  even  the  Williamites  on  the  one  side,  and  the  Conradites  on  the  other. 

8.  And  there  was  a  great  slaughter,  for  the  battle  continued  until  the  going  down  of  the  sun. 

9.  For  the  Conradites  came  forth  by  hundreds  and  by  thousands,  by  their  tribes,  as  sands  by  the 
seashore  for  multitude. 

10.  And  so  it  came  to  pass,  that  the  army  of  the  Williamites  was  discomfitted. 

11.  "Now  the  land  will  have  rest  for  three  full  years."  -  History  of  York  Co.  ,  Pa.  Rupp,  p.  635. 

John  served  on  the  commission  of  York.  Ai  the  time,  he  gave  his  approval  to  the  act  then  before 

Congress  which  was  known  at  that  time  as  the  " France-anti- Jacobism'  Ac:.  When  John  Quincy  Adams, 
President  of  theU.S.  ,  visited  York,  John  Edie  made  the  address  of  greeting.  John  was  the  chief  burgess 
at  that  time. 

He  served  as  county  coroner,  clerk  of  the  court,  and  wras  one  of  the  first  to  serve  as  prothono- 
laiy.  He  served  as  senator  from  me  state  of  Pennsylvania.  v.nenJoan  was  appointed  to  me  Executive 
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Council  John  Clark  wrote  Benjamin  Franklin  the  following  letter  of  introduction: 

Oct.  13,  1 7  8  G : 

His  Excellency  B.  Franklin,  Esqr. 

President  of  the  Executive  Council: 

Sir:  Permit  me  to  introduce  the  bearer  of  this  letter  to  j  our  Excellency  as  tin  candid 
vote  tor  the  Sheriff's  Office  of  York  Co.  .  and  the  man  most  capable  of  doing  the  duty.  Abstract  of  this, 
he  entered  into  the  late  war,  and  was  captured  by  the  British  at  the  affair  ofTrais  Rivers  in  Canada::  ■ 
after  his  exchange  continued  to  ad,  ance  the  cause  of  his  country. 

He  is  in  short,  a  deserving  man,  and  lately  executed  the  Office  of  Substitute  Sheriff  of  this  county, 
to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  people.  1  have  no  doubt  but  his  merit  will  entitle  him  to  vour  notice, 
that  of  the  Council  in  which  you  preside.  May  you  enjoy  every  happiness  here  and  hereafter,  the  nr  .■  ■  •- 
of  your  most  obedient.

P.S.  Major  John  Edie  has  been  for  three  years  past  on  the  returns  for  Sheriff  which  shows  he  was 
esteemed  and  encouraged.  -  Pa.  Archives,  Series  6,  Vol.  61.  p.  446. 

"John  Edic  was  Burgess  of  York,  Pa.  ,  in  1796,  when  Washington  passed  through  on  his  v;c  t 
Mount  Vernon  during  his  last  administration.  A  few  days  before  Washington  left  Philadelphia  he  wrote  . 
letter  to  John  Edie  stating  that  he  resolved  to  retire  from  office  at  the  end  of  his  second  term." 

The  honor  of  publishing  the  first  regular  newspaper  in  York,  Pa.  ,  belongs  to  John  Edie,  his  broth¬ 
er,  James,  and  a  Mr.  Wilcox.  Following  is  a  brief  summary: 

"John  and  James  Edie,  brothers,  and  Wilcox,  took  over  the  Pa.  Ilerald  and  York  General  Adver¬ 
tiser,  17S9.  The  files  of  this  paper ,  excepting  two  years,  are  in  possession  of  the  York  Co.  Historic": 
Society.  In  1800,  John  Edie  took  McClellan  as  partner  and  changed  thename  of  the  Herald  to  coin,  n  ere  k  r 
a  new--  paper  called  "The  Republican.  " 

"Only  a  few  of  the  Pa.  Chronicle,  the  first  weekly  paper,  published  in  York,  are  in  existence.  T 
continued  to  be  published  for  three  years  when  presses  and  type  were  sold  to  a  firm  in  Harrisburg,  an 
a  paper  there  was  started  called  the  Orach  of  Dauphin.  The  next  local  paper  published  in  York  was  t> 
Pa.  Herald  and  the  York  General  Advertiser  founded  by  John  and  Samuel  Edie  in  1789,  a  short  time  '■  - 
fore  Washington's  inauguration.  It  .was  called  the  York  Recorder,  and  still  later  the  York  Republican, 
which  was  continued  until  1890.  Almost  the  entire  files  from  1539  down  to  1890  are  in  the  York  Co.  His¬ 
torical  Society.  They  contain  real  treasures  of  local  history  and  are  frequently  consulted  by  antiquar¬ 
ians.  " 


"The  next  paper  printed  in  York  was  the  Pa.  Herald  and  York  General  Advertiser,  the  first  num¬ 
ber  of  which  was  issued  by  James  and  John  Edie  and  Henry  Wilcox  on  the  7th  of  January,  1759." 

The  Herald  preserved  its  title  for  about  eleven  years,  though  as  to  minor  changes  such  as  owner¬ 
ship  and  the  like,  it  underwent  some  changes,  for  example,  we  find  in  1799,  printed  every  Wednesday 
by  John  Edie:  price  to  subscribers  fifteen  shilling  per  annum. ' 

"In  the  year  1800.  Mr.  Edie  took  Mr.  McClellan  as  partner:  changing  the  litle  of  the  Herald  tne; 
commenced  a  new  paper  entitled  the  York  Recorder.  The  Recorder  w  as  in  truth,  the  Herald  continue:: .

"John  Edie.  known  as  General  John,  was  one  of  the  foremost  of  our  grand  old  Revolutionary  Sires 
he  was  Brigadier  -  General  of  Adams  Co.  ,  Pa.  Militia,  June  5,  1S07."  -  History  of  Adams  Co.  ,  Pa. 

He  was  a  soldier  of  the  war  of  the  Revolution  and  the  story  begins  Jan.  4,  1776:

9th  Jan.  ,  1776:  1st  Lt.  5th  Jan.  ,  1776;  wounded  and  taken  prisoner  at  Battle  o;  Ei-rcx 
Rivers,  Sth  June,  1776:  exchanged  10th  April,  177S.  Later  became  Brigadier-General  and  know  n  as  Gen¬ 
eral  Edie."

From  Records  of  the  Continental  Congress  at  York,  Pa.  ,  p.  165: 

"The  Sixth  Battalion  under  Cel.  Irvine  arrived  at  Albany  on  May  10,  where  it  was  joined  by  pan 
of  Wayne's  Battalion  from  Chester  Co.  These  troops  proceeded  to  Fort  Ticonderoga  to  Lake  Cnam;  I.-  ■■ 
where  they  embarked  with  General  John  Sullivan  for  St.  Johns.  Here  they  joined  w  ith  Pa.  and  ot  -  - 
troops  and  were  placed  under  General  John  Sullivan." 

A  letter  written  bv  Lt.  Col.  Marti ev  of  Ne\  York,  best  exrm-i.s 


the  Battle  of  Three  Rivers: 
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"The  guards  proved  faithless  and  the  General  was  misinformed  as  to  the  number  of  the  enemy  a? 
well  as  the  situation  in  the  town." 

'  We  waited  three  hours  in  the  mud  about  mid  deep  in  general,  the  men  fasting,  we  expected  to  get 
through  every  moment  and  find  good  ground  but  /  ere  deceived. 

"There  were  overwhelming  numbers  of  the  enemy  over  13,000  or  more.  These  men  were  covered 
with  entrenchments  and  assiste  d  with  cannon.  Fire  was  so  heavy  that  men  gave  way  and  from  the  bad¬ 
ness  of  the  gi  ound,  food  and  water,  lines  could  not  reform.  Not  a  man  in  the  company  performed  badly.' 

From  Prowell:  "Battle  of  Three  Rivers  on  the  St.  Lawrence  --  Lf .  Fdie  of  York  Troops,  I  fear 
is  killed.  He  was  a  fine  young  fellow  and  behaved  bravely.  He  approached  die  enemy's  works  without 
dismay  several  times  and  remained  in  the  swamp  until  the  last.  "He  was  in  the  second  engagement  where 
it  is  supposed  he  was  killed  June  13th.  — 

"Later  it  was  learned  that  Col.  Williams,  Dr.  McKense,  Lt.  Edic  and  Currie  and  (Person  of  the 
first)  were  prisoners.  They  were  taken  up  by  some  of  the  rascally  Canadians  in  a  most  treacherous 
manner. " 

From  History  of  Bedford,  Somerset  and  Fulton  Counties:  "Lt.  John  Edie,  of  Col.  Wm.  Ironies  6th 
Bat.  of  the  Pa.  Line  was  a  gallant  officer. 

This  Sixth  Battalion  (called  Ervines  Battalion)  on  March,  1777,  was  enlisted  for  the  duration  of  the 
war  as  the  Seventh  Pa.  Regiment  of  the  Continental  Line."

There  is  no  documented  evidence  that  Sebastian  and  Frederick  arc  sons  of  Samuel  Edie,  Sr.  The 
very  close  association  of  these  men  with  Samuel,  Sr.  ,  and  the  family  of  Samuel,  Jr.  ,  indicates  a  very 
close  family  relationship.  It  is  known  that  they  remained  in  the  York  area  and  frequently  received  coun  ¬ 
sel  from  Samuel,  Jr.  ,  cn  business  matters. 
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JOSEPH  ERIE,  IMMIGRANT 

JOSEPH  EDIE,  b.  Ireland;  d.  Apr.  18,  1770,  Vicent  Twp.  Chester  Co.  ,  Pa. ;  farmer;  his  name-  is  spell¬ 
ed  EDIE  and  EDDY.  Indications  from  recordings  of  the  name  is  that  he  accepted  the  spelling,  EDDY 
m .  MARY  PHILLIPS,  Apr.  2,  1737,  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Philadelphia  (from  records  of  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church,  p.  157). 

Joseph  must  have  been  about  20  to  25  years  of  age  when  he  arrived  in  America.  He  located  in 
Chester  County,  Pa.  ,  and  remained  there  his  lifetime.  There  is  evidence  of  close  social  relationships 
with  the  Edies  of  the  York  Pa.  area. 

Children  of  Joseph  and  Mary:  William.  It  is  reasonable  to  believe  that  there  were  othe’-  offsprings. 
John  Eady  of  Chester  Co.  was  presumed  to  be  a  son  of  Joseph  and  Mary  but  no  proof  is  available. 

WILLIAM  EDDY  (EDIE). 

In  1774,  he  held  fifty  acres,  2  horses,  2  cows  and  2  sheep.  -  Pa.  Archives,  3rd  Series,  Vol.  11. 
pp.  92,  505  and  621. 

Joseph  is  a  very  common  name  in  the  Edie  Family,  especially  in  the  pioneer  days.  He  was  a 
Presbyterian. 

His  son,  William  was  also  a  property  owner  in  Chester  Co.  ,  Pa.  In  1774,  he  held  50  acres,  2 
horses,  2  cows  and  4  sheep.  -  Pa.  Archives,  3rd  Series,  Vol.  11,  p.  621,  pp.  92  and  505 

Administrative  papers  of  Joseph  Eddj-  (Edie)  are  on  file  in  Chester  Co.  Pa. ;  Administration  of 
Wills  and  Administrations,  Apr.  18,  1770,  p.'  368. 

There  was  a  John  Eady  (this  spelling  used  in  the  record)  in  Chester  Co.  ,  in  1763,  Pa.  Archives, 
3rd  Series,  Vol.  11 ,  p.  209.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  this  John  Eady  was  a  son  of  Joseph  and  was 
deceased  previous  to  his  father's  death.

Who  was  John  Eddy,  Sr.  ,  of  Woodbridge,  N.J.  ?  Is  he  a  brother  of  David  Edie,  Sr.  .  and  Samu<  1 
Euio.  Sr. .  of  York  and  Adams  Counties  of  Pennsylvania?  Is  this  the  same  John  Eddy,  Sr.  ,  who  lived  in 
the  Manor  of  Maske? 

After  many  years  of  study  of  the  Edie  family  history,  it  is  my  judgment  that  the  John  Eddy,  Sr.  , 
of  W  oodbi  idge.  N.  J.  ,  and  the  John  Eddy,  Sr.  ,  of  the  Manor  of  Maske  are  one  and  the  same  man.  John 
of  W’oodbridge  seemed  to  disappear  from  the  Woodbridge  area  sometime  around  1730  There  is  much 
evidence  to  support  the  belief  of  the  statement  that  he  is  the  brother  of  David,  Sr.  ,  and  Samuel,  Sr.  ,  and 
came  directly  from  Scotland  to  America.  The  above  John  Eddy.  Sr.  ,  and  his  son,  John  Eddy,  Jr.  ,  were 
living  in  the  Manor  of  Maske  near  Gettysburg,  Pa.  ,  in  1740.  or  perhaps  several  years  previous  to  this 
date.  At  about  this  time  there  was  an  order  given  to  survey  the  Manor  of  Maske,  which  caused  great  op¬ 
position  by  those  living  in  the  Manor.  When  the  survey  was  completed,  a  statement  was  made  in  which 
a  clarification  of  the  spelling  of  surnames  was  given.  This  statement  definitely  qualified  the  spellin. 
’EDIE’  for  ’  EDDY."  Refer  to  the  section  in  the  front  of  the  book  headed  ’  Our  people  were  Scotch-Irish,  ’ 


for  details  on  the  early  spelling  of  Scottish  names. 

On  the  bottom  of  p.  10S2  of  "The  Eddy  Family  of  America"  by  Ruth  Story  Devereux  Eddy  are  spell¬ 
ings  of  the  name  found  in  the  early  records.  They  are:  "Eddie,  Edie,  Edev,  Adie,  Aidee  and  Ayde. ' 
These  are  the  common  variants  of  the  name  as  used  in  Scotland. 


From  the  same  reference  quoted  in  the  paragraph  above  and  on  the  bottom  of  page  1081  and  the 
top  of  page  1083  are  statements  of  spellings  of  the  name  as  used  by  family  members.  John  Eddy,  Sr.  . 
himself,  used  several  forms  of  the  name  as  Adie.  Eddye  and  in  his  marriage  license  used  the  spelling 
"Edie.  *'  In  other  instances  he  used  forms  Edey  and  Eddie.  The  above  is  not  a  direct  quote  but  is  inform¬ 
ation  from  "The  Eddy  Family  in  America."  Those  who  are  interested  in  the  genealogy  should  read  the 
section  of  John  Eddy.  Sr.  ,  in  "The  Eddy  Family  of  America."  by  Ruth  Story  Devereux  Eddy. 

The  name  Edie,  or  a  variant  of  the  name,  is  a  very  good  guide  to  genealogical  connection.  The 
name  and  the  variants  of  the  name  are  of  Scottish  origin.  Any  individual  of  the  name  or  of  a  variant  of 
the  name  and  who  is  cf  Scottish  origin  is  very  likely  to  have  a  blood  connection  with  the  Edie  famih  even 
though  the  connection  may  be  far  back  in  the  lineage. 

One  should  seriously  question  the  spelling  of  the  name  "Eddy"  as  being  a  diminutive  of  the  Scot¬ 
tish  name  "Edie."  Seldom  ever  is  the  name  "Eddy'  found  in  the  search  of  Scottish  records,  hi  England 
it  is  of  general  use,  and  is  probably  of  English  origin.  Clerical  workers  have  through  the  years  spelled 
the  name  ’  Eddy"  rather  than  using  the  correct  spelling  used  by  the  person  or  family.  It  naturally  follows 
that  the  name  undergoes  change  in  time  as  a  result  of  such  practice.  The  spelling  of  the  name  Eddy  was, 
no  doubt,  encouraged  by  incorrect  pronunciation  of  the  name  as  Ed’ic  rather  than  using  the  accepted 
practice  of  the  family,  which  is  E'die. 

There  were  a  number  of  Edie  men  in  the  New  England  area  around  1700.  Some  of  them  were  John 
Eddy  of  Swansea,  John  Edye  of  Burlington,  R.2,  John  Eddy  oi  Tauton,  William  Eddy  of  Bristol,  R.  1. 
John  Eddy  of  W’oodbridge,  N.J.  A  study  ot  these  families  seems  to  indicatethat  they  -.’.ere  genealogically 
related.  The  fact  that  some  of  these  men  were  interested  in  merchandising  ar.d  shipping  by  sea  is  oi 
much  interest  since  our  people  both  in  Scotland  and  in  Ireland  were  active  in  this  pursuit.  This  is  a 
factor  in  connecting  lineage  with  these  early  Edie  men  in  America. 

It  is  John  Eddy,  Sr.  ,  of  Woodbridge,  N.J.  ,  in  whom  we  are  interested.  It  is  thought  that  he  was 
born  in  1680,  and  was  in  America  previous  to  1700.  A  genealogist  who  did  research  for  me  in  the  l  i¬ 
brary  of  Congress  stated  that  the  first  John  Edye  who  appeared  in  the  Burlington  Court  Records.  Aug. 
15,  1682,  may  have  been  the  father  of  John  Eddy,  of  Woodbridge,  N.J. 

James,  son  of  John  Eddy,  of  Woodbridge.  had  offspring:  Thomas,  James,  Samuel, William,  Mary. 
Jane,  Martha,  Elizabeth,  Sarah.  Esther  and  Susannah.  Here  again,  we  find  evidence  of  family  ties  with 
the  Woodbridge  family.  The  first  names  of  the  offspring  of  James  are  almost  completely  identical  with 
the  first  names  of  offspring  of  the  early  Edie  immigrants  oi  the  York  and  Gettysburg  area. 

The  identical  naming  of  offspring  is  a  major  item  in  an  accumulation  of  evidenced  family  lineage. 
It  is  also  know  n  that  there  was  frequent  visiting  among  the  Pennsylvania  families  and  the  James  Edie 
family  of  W’oodbridge,  N.J. 

From  the  Eddy  Family  in  America,  by  Ruth  Devereux  Eddy,  p.  10S3,  is  the  following  reference: 

That  "John,  Jr.  ,  ot  the  W  oodbridge,  N.J  Eddys  owned  land  in  York  Co.  ,  Pa.  ,  and  that  John  Eddy .  Sr. 
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and  John  Eddy,  Jr.  may  have  migrated  to  York  Co.  ,  Pa.,  about  1734:  that  conditions  of  John's 
dicate  a  relationship  of  the  Woodbridge,  N.J.  Eddys  with  the  Edit  s  of  York  Co.  ,  Pa  that  one  o.  : 
sons  of  John  Eddy  of  Woodbridge,  N.  J  left  j  1  n of  his  properl 

Co.  ,  Pa.  ,  to  his  children.  " 

The  above  statement  from  an  objective  and  accepted  genealogical  stud\  by  Ruth  Story  Dmtm\  i., 
very  strong  support  for  the  identification  of  John  Eddy.  Sr.  and  John  !  ddy.  Jr.  of  York  Co.  .  Pa.  .  ;,s  t  • 
John  Eddy,  Sr.  and  John  Eddy,  Jr.  of  Woodbridge.  N.J.  It  has  been  stated  in  this  study  that  inforniat  :-.n 
passed  down  to  later  generations  is  tl  tt 1  re  were  brothers,  uncles,  and  cousins  who  came  to  Ai 
ica.  The  number  of  brothers  immig  .  t  >A  erica  is  three  or  five.  It  is  stated  that  one  brothei 
directly  to  America  from  Scotland.  This  brother  has  been  identified  lure  as  John  1  dd\  of  Wood1  •  .. 

N.J.  The  other  known  brothers  are  Samuel,  Sr.  and  David.  Sr.  of  Yoi  k  and  \d  :  is  Co  mti< 
lvania.  The  fourth  brother  is  Joseph  Eddie  of  Chester  Co.  .  Pennsylvania.  If  there  was  a  fifth  brother  . 
has  not  been  identified.  John  Eddy,  Sr.  ,  immigrating  to  America  directly  from  Scotland  is  not  S<  ot< 
Irish  but  Samuel,  Sr.  .  David,  Sr.  .  and  Joseph  are  Scotch-Irish.  They  first  immigrated  to  Ire  end. 

There  is  little  reason  to  doubt  a  genealogical  connection  of  all  the  men  in  the  first  part  of  this  di  - 
cussion  andthat  they  all  are  of  Scotch  origin.  The  evidence  supporting  genealogical  connection  o‘  the  N.  v 
Jersey  Edies  with  those  of  York.  Pa.  .  is  very  convincing.  Just  what  blood  relationships  exist  ",  iil  i  .  v  ;

difference.  Frequent  visiting  back  and  forth  of  the  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania  Edies;  using  hientw 
names  fot  children:  their  Scottish  origin,  and  their  strong  belief  in  democratic  government  are  facts 
that  must  receive  serious  consideration.  Another  factor  is  age.  John  Eddy's  first  child  was  born  in 
America  in  1707.  This  indicates  John's  birth  sometime  around  1(380  which  is  comparable  to  the  age  of 
the  brothers  in  Pennsylvania.  It  also  indicates  that  his  arrival  in  America  was  previous  to  1700.  It  prob¬ 
ably  means  that  Ills  brothers  immigrated  from  Scotland  to  Ireland  at  about  the  same  time  that  he  immi¬ 
grated  from  Scotland  to  America. 

There  seems  to  be  both  allegiance  and  tradition  that  ties  these  families  together.  Regardless  cr 
how  John  Eddy,  Sr.  ,  arrived  in  the  "Marsh  Creek  Settlement"  evidence  from  both  families  seems  to  link 
John  Eddy,  Sr.  of  New  Jersey  and  the  Pennsylvania  immigrants  as  brothers. 

John  Eddy,  Sr.  had  a  very  large  family.  This  outline  represents,  generally,  only  the  lineage  of  a 
single  child,  that  of  Gavin,  who  migrated  to  Western  Pennsylvania.  Mrs.  Marie  Henderson  of  Wades- 
town,  W.  Ya.  furnished  most  of  the  lineage  used.

It  is  understood  that  within  branchesof  t 
spelling  of  the  name  might  be  introduced  and  accepted  as  a  matter  oi  choice  or  as  the  result  of  chan:  o  dm  a*  n 
efficient  recording  of  clerical  workers.  Research  indicates  that  the  spelling  ol  the  name  used  b>  a  branch  group  i. 
of  much  significance  in  determining  family  lines. 

The  Edies  of  the  Gordon  Clan  were  originally  in  the  Aberdeenshire  art  i.  Again,  it  must  be  unde  rst 
there  was  much  moving  from  Parish  to  Parish  as  has  been  the  practice  of  people  through  the  many  yea;  s.  In  'he 
search  many  families  were  shown  as  living  in  a  number  of  different  parishes  over  a  period  of  i;mc.  Th<  .  •<  s 
concentration  of  the  Edie  families  in  Scotland,  even  though  divided,  was  very  small  as  compared  to  ou>  thorn. r.t  of 
space  and  distance  today.  Aberdeenshire,  Kilmanv,  Kinross  and  mam  <  r  divisions  \  i  -  11  within  travel  dis¬ 

tance  of  the  day. 

While,  I  have  no  documentary  proof,  there  is  much  justification  in  the  belief  that  the  Edies  of  York.  1  a.  , 
Edies  of  Cambridge,  N.Y.  ,  Edies  of  Canada  and  Eadies  of  Kittanning,  Pa.  ,  are  all  of  the  same  early  ancestors. 
Many  of  the  names  are  common  to  all  of  these  families  such  as  David,  Peter,  James,  Robert,  Colin,  Euphenu  . 
Isobell,  Martha,  and  many  others.  John  and  James  seem  to  be  popular  names  with  these  families  and  st  em  to 
have  been  used  freely  with  earlier  generations.  Searching  back  earlier  than  generations  recorded  it  would  seem 
advisable  to  keep  in  mind  the  names  John.  James,  Alexander,  Patrick,  Thomas  and  William. 

The  Canadian  Edies  have  absolute  proof  of  their  lineage  and  it  can  be  traced  back  a  generation  beyond  t  -t 
of  the  York,  Pa.  Edies.

The  following  information  is  taken  from  the  family  Bible  now  in  possession  of  the  descendants  of  David  Edit 
listed  below.  The  Bible  has  been  passed  down  to  new  generations.  It  dates  back  about  three  centuries  and  cm  rn  . 
through  the  lineage  of  the  Canadian  Edies.  To  Mrs.  Florence  Bi  uce  of  Dugold,  Manitoba,  Canada,  I  expri  ss  my 
appreciation  for  her  interest  and  her  great  effort  in  providing  this  information,  a  duplicate  copy  of  the  Fa  mily 
Bible  Record.  Included  in  this  genealogy  is  a  report  of  this  same  family  front  Scots  Ancestry  Research  Sock  y. 
All  information  can  be  certified  from  these  two  sources  of  information. 

Charles  Edie,  son  of  David,  is  progenitor  of  the  Canadian  line. 

Charles  and  his  first  wife  had  a  son,  Charles,  who  migrated  to  the  Northwestern  state  in  the  U.  S.  Mrs. 
Annie  Nolan,  169  Avon  St.  ,  Portland,  Ore.  ,  is  a  daughter  of  one  of  the  Edies  of  this  family.  There  are  others  in 
the  area  on  whom  no  information  is  now  available.  This  line.  Davids,  is  connected  with  the  Ilalke-rsors  and  other 
Scottish  families.  Some  of  these  relationships  are  shown  in  this  genealogy.

THE  HALKERSTON  GENEALOGY:  James  Hal  burl  on  of  Ratherson  and  Rathillet  succeeded  his  grandfather 
John  and  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  James  Falconer  of  Craigfoodie,  whose  mother  was  the  only  daughter  of 
Sir  James  Bethune  of  Creich  by  his  wife  Margaret,  eldest  daughter  of  Sir  David  Wemyss  of  that  elk.  the  great¬ 
grandfather  of  James,  first  Earl  of  Weymss,  By  this  lady,  James  had  William  (David,  James,  George,  Barbara! 
who  had  from  his  father  the  estate  ox  Wester  Kinncar  as  well  as  Rathillet.  He  married  Margaret,  eldest  daughter 
of  William  Holiday  of  Tillihole  by  his  wife  Katherine,  fourth  daughter  of  James,  first  Lord  Maderty,  son  of  1  ord 
Drummond  by  his  lady  Lilies,  daughter  of  Rathmen  of  the  elk  (ancestor  of  the  Earl  of  Low  riel  etc.  This  William 
Holiday  was  eldest  son  of  Sir  John  Holiday  of  Tillihole  (chief  of  the  name)  by  his  lady  Helen,  daughter  of  Patrick 
of  Newland,  Sixth  Lord  Olliphant. 

William  has  issue  of  this  marriage,  1st  Robert,  his  heir,  second  John  married  to  Arm  Balfour  heir  of  Orange 
of  line  of  (that  ever  flourishing  and  opulent  branch  of  the  Balfours)  Balfour  of  Montquarry  -  John  had  issue  of  this 
marriage,  three  sons.  3rd  James  had  no  issue,  4th*  Katherine  marric-dfirst  to  James  Imrie  of  Floss  now  of  Dun- 
more,  second  married  to  Robert  Hay  of  Mortoun. 

Robert,  eldest  son  of  the  above  marriage,  succeeded  his  father  William  and  married  Helen,  second  daughter 
of  Robert  Hay  of  Houghton  by  his  lady  Helen,  daughter  of  Andrew  Bruce  of  Pitarthie  by  his  Lady,  only  daughter  of 
Sir  John  Leslie  of  Newton. 

John  de Halkerston  was  one  of  the  Scots  barons  summoned  to  Berwick  by  Edward  I  of  England  with  the  other 
great  men  of  Scotland  anno  1296.  Hay  of  Paris  in  Perthshire. 

William  the  Hay,  Lord  Locklov  possessed  the  lands  of  Parkland  Lockloy  by  a  charter  dated  anno  1420.  After 
1616,  Robert  Hay  purchased  the  Lands  of  Paris,  etc.

John  Crawford  Brown,  son  of  Jane  Hay  (Edie)  Brown,  states  in  letter  of  May  2,1959  from  1640  Harwood  Si.  , 
Vancouver,  B.C. 

"There  were  a  number  of  Edies  in  Edinburgh  when  I  was  a  boy.  Thc\  were  second  cousins  of  my  mother  and 
were  grandchildren  of  David  Edie  (1799).  They  were  older  than  we  were.  One  of  them  was  married  to  a  man  by  the 
name  of  Currie.  I  think  he  was  the  president  of  the  Bo:  n«  o  Co.  .  of  Bankok,  Siam.  A  Charlie  Edie  and  one  of  the 
Rainnies  worked  for  the  company.  Charlie  Edie  went  back  to  Scotland  from  Siam  through  Vancouver  in  1919.  Tin 
Rainnie's  mother  was  Charlie  Edie's  sister.  I  think  the  Aitkens  are  descended  from  David  Edie.  Their  mother's 
name  was  Bella  Edie.  Andrew  Aitkens  used  to  talk  about  Mr.  Currie  and  The  Borneo  Co.  Mrs.  Elliot,  Jim,  Be  , 
and  Frank's  mother,  was  a  cousin  of  our  grandmother.  She  made  my  mother's  clothes  for  traveling  when  she  wtr  : 
from  Dunnville  to  Scotland  when  she  was  8  years  of  age.  1  think  that  there  were  still  a  lot  of  Edie  descendants  in 
Fifeshire,  Scotland,  around  a  place  called  Cooper  and  Cooper  Angus." 

John  Crawford  Brown  has  a  sister,  Margaret  Hay  Bruce  Brown,  who  in  1959  w  as  a  widow  .  Her  address  was 
Mrs.  R.  H.  A.  Morton,  Sandy  Lane  Road,  Charlton  Kings,  Cheltenham,  Gloucestershire,  England.  Notes  from  a 
letter  by  Margaret  of  The  Coffice,  Sandy  Lane  Road,  Charton  Kings,  Cheltenham,  Gloucestershire,  England  on 
Mar.  12,  I960: 

"My  mother  was  an  Edie  and  her  brother  was  Peter  Edie  in  Canada.  Cousin  Jeannie  Edie  lived  in  Edir.bur;.  h 
and  another  cousin  lived  in  Perthshire,  Scotland.  Jeannic  had  two  brothers,  one  connected  with  forestry  in  Siam. 
Walker  died  some  time  ago  -  had  one  son  killed  in  World  War  II.  Aunt  Phoebe  a  Deaconess  in  the  church  of 
England  and  then  went  to  Africa  as  a  missionary.  I  will  write  again  after  having  a  hunt  for  those  papers."

There  passed  away  on  Monday,  January  29th,  1943,  at  the  family  residence,  20  Concord  Ave.  , 
Toronto,  Mrs.  Ellen  Jane  Edie,  relict  of  Wm.  Edie. 

Mrs.  Edie  was  born  in  Dunn  Township,  on  the  farm  where  her  nephew,  George  McKenzit  .  now 
resides,  and  was  a  daughter  of  the  late  Peter  McKenzie,  one  of  the  earliest  pioneers  in  this  district, 
and  a  native  of  Perthshire,  Scotland,  and  Margaret  McDonald,  a  native  of  the  Island  of  Isla,  on  the-  ex¬ 
treme  northern  tip  of  Scotland. 

Mrs.  Edie  was  the  third  child  of  a  family  of  three.  A  sister,  Mrs.  Wm.  Rowe,  Sr.  ,  died  in  1930, 
and  a  brother,  Alex.  McKenzie,  met  his  death  at  the  Cedar  St.  C.N.R.  crossing  in  1903. 

In  1S78  she  married  Wm.  Edie,  a  son  of  the  late  Major  Edie  of  the  Royal  English  Fusih  -i  s,  ;dso 
very  early  pioneers  in  this  community,  and  went  w  ith  him  to  the  Edie  homestead  in  South  Cayuga  town¬ 
ship,  on  the  banks  of  the  Grand  River,  a  home  that  was  known  the  length  and  bi  eadth  of  the  cout  try  for 
its  genial  hospitality  and  kindly  entertainment.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edie,  besides  building  a  large  bank  burn 
and  shed,  also  replaced  the  old  grain  storehouse  with  a  splendid  n w  building  of  three  stoi ies  on  tin- 
same  site,  on  the  banks  of  the  Grand  (the  wharf  in  front  of  this  building,  over  the  water,  was  wht  r<  tin- 
rod  fishing  took  place)  and  every  fall  as  soon  as  threshing  began,  would  be  a  steady  trek  of  fanners 
bringing  in  their  grain,  which  would  be  shipped  out  later  in  scows,  down  the  river  and  on  out  through  the 
canal.  Wm.  Cowell  of  Dunnville  had  a  steam  tug  and  used  to  tow  the  scows  up  and  down  the  river. 

The  stone  for  the  foundation  of  this  warehouse  was  quarried  and  squared  in  the  quarries  in  Port 
Colborne  and  brought  up  the  canal  and  river  by  boat  to  the  present  site. 

In  later  years  Mr.  Edie  moved  to  Toronto,  where  hetook  up  the  present  family  residence.  He  pre¬ 
deceased  Mrs.  Edie  about  30  years. 

Eight  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edie — Jane  Hay,  always  w  ilh  hei  mother,  and  now  liv¬ 
ing  at  the  family  residence  in  Toronto;  Wm.  Charles,  a  mining  contractor  of  The  Pas,  ?*Ianitoba,  died 
some  years  ago;  Margaret,  Mrs.  T.  E.  Shirton,  a  widow,  now  living  with  Jean  in  Toronto:  Frank  R.  .  of 
Dunnville;  Lieut.  Colin  A.  Edie,  on  the  West  Coast;  Mrs.  Pearl  E.  Smith  of  Detroit,  Mich.;  Donald,  in 
the  Air  Service  at  Trenton;  George  B.  ,  now  very  seriously  ill  in  the  Hamilton  General  Hospital. 

The  funeral  was  held  on  Wednesday,  Jan.  31st,  from  the  Mvers-Elliott  Funeral  Home,  713  Dovcr- 
court  Road,  Toronto.  Service  in  Chapel  at  three p.m.  ,  followed  by  interment  in  thefamilv  plot.  Prosp  ct 
Cemetery. 

The  services  at  both  Chapel  and  grave  were  conducted  by  her  beloved  pastor.  Rev.  C.  D.  Little, 
of  Chalmers  Presbyterian  Church,  of  w  hich  deceased  had  been  a  devoted  member  the  entire  34  y  ''s  of 
her  residence  in  Toronto.  The  host  of  members,  friends  and  acquaintances  present  testified  to  -  high 
esteem  in  which  deceased  was  held,  also  the  profusion  of  beautiful  flowers.  The  bearers  were  all  mem¬ 
bers  of  Chalmers  Presbyterian  Church.

COLIN  ALEXANDER  EDIE  was  born  January  6,  1890,  at  South  Cayuga,  Ontario.  His  parents  were 
William  and  Ellen  Jane  Edie.  (His  mother's  maiden  name  was  MacKenzie. )  Colin  lived  on  a  farm  (or 
inally  filed  on  as  a  homestead  by  his  grandfather,  Charles  Edie)  along  the  Grand  River  neai  Dunnvil  . 
Ontario,  where  he  attended  a  country  school.  He  had  four  brothers  and  three  sisters.  In  1911,  he  v.ent 
west  to  work  at  threshing  in  Saskatchewan.  He  filed  on  a  homestead  at  Sprucefield,  Alberta  an  1  bu  It 
cabin  and  lived  there  during  the  winter  of  1913-14.  Colin  helped  thresh  at  Oban,  Saskatchewan  lot  two 
or  three  falls,  prior  to  and  including  1914.  He  also  worked  along  the  C.  N.  Railway  line  erecting  U  in¬ 
graph  poles  in  the  summer  of  1911. 

On  November  12.  1914.  he  joined  the  20th  Battalion  (infantry)  in  Toronto,  Ontario,  for  service  in 
World  War  J.  He  went  overseas  early  in  1915  and  was  promoted  to  Corporal.  During  1915.  he  was  n  a 
big  daylight  raid  in  the  Battle  of  the  Somme,  after  which  he  was  awarded  the  military  medal.  L:  ter  la 
was  promoted  to  Sergeant  and  was  awarded  the  D.  C.  M.  for  bravery  during  the  battle  of  Hill  70.  He  was 
in  France  September  15,  1915  to  Dec.  20,  1917  (dates  from  20th  Battalion  record  book).  After  return¬ 
ing  to  England  in  December,  1917.  he  took  a  Lewis  machine  gun  course  and  instructed  at  a  Lewis  Gun 
School  for  several  months  before  returning  to  France.  Upon  returning  to  France  he  was  promoted  to 
Lieutenant  and  was  wounded  October  11,  1918,  at  the  Battle  of  Iwuy.  On  November  11,  while  on  his  way 
back  *o  the  trenches  (at  Amiens),  armistice  was  signed.  There  was  a  big  parade  at  Mons  in  Belgium  aw! 
King  Albert  and  General  Haige  were  there.  Colin  then  force-marched  with  his  platoon  from  Mons  to  Ger¬ 
many  where  he  remained  until  the  summer  of  1919.  He  returned  to  Toronto  in  July,  1919  and  went  buck 
to  the  homestead  at  Sprucefield,  Alberta  (1/2  mile  west  and  7  miles  north  of  Waskatenau). 

On  December  7.  1920,  he  married  Freda  Watson  in  McDougal  Methodist  Church,  Edmonton  and 
returned  to  the  homestead.  While  on  the  homestead,  three  children  were  born  as  follows:  Ralph  WilE  .:n, 
October  2,  1921  Colin  Cecil,  April  7,  1923  and  Donald  Francis,  November  21,  1924.  In  the  fall  ol  !925, 
the  family  moved  to  Waskatenau,  Alberta,  where  Colin  was  postmaster,  telephone  agent  and  later  Jus¬ 
tice  of  the  Peace.  George  Vernon  was  born  April  21,  1930,  and  Grace  Ellen,  November  4,  1939. 

In  the  fall  of  1941,  Colin  moved  to  Vancouver  and  in  1942  joined  the  Veteran’s  Guard  as  a  Private 
and  was  promoted  to  Lieutenant  before  getting  his  discharge  in  November,  1945.  lie  worked  selling  real 
estate  periodically  until  1955  when  he  retired  because  of  eye  trouble.

join  Ins  half-brothers  in  Manitoba.  He  boarded  the  train  at  Dunnville,  crossed  to  Detroit  at  Sarnia,  then 
on  to  Grand  Haven,  Mich,  lie  crossed  Lake  Michigan  by  steamer  toMilwaukee  anil  on  to  St.  Paul  by  train 
and  to  Emerson  where  he  boarded  the  train  on  the  Pembina  branch  for  Winnipeg  It  was  one  of  the  first 
trains  on  that  road  that  had  not  been  graveled.  It  took  7  hours  to  travel  the  sixty  miles.  Peter  then  walk¬ 
ed  east  from  Winnipeg  about  24  miles  to  meet  his  half-brothers. 

One  of  thefirst  calls  he  made  was  to  the  Dundie  Post  Office  where  the  postmaster's  eldest  daughter, 
Maggie  Cook  handed  him  a  letter  he  had  written  to  his  brother  a  week  before.  So  they  met  and  later  Mag¬ 
gie  became  his  wife. 

During  the  first  winter  Peter  and  George  cut  and  hauled  twelve  fort  poplar  logs  to  Winnipeg  with 
oxen.  The  wood  was  cut  on  section  37  (just  any  place  they  found  what  they  wanted).  It  was  a  two  day  trip 
to  Winnipeg  and  back. 

The  first  summer  they  cut  logs  on  the  homestead  and  built  a  log  shack  They  had  a  bed  of  straw 
and  boards  and  a  moose  hide  for  a  quilt.  They  were  terribly  bothered  with  black  flies  and  an  insect  call¬ 
ed  a  bull  dog,  which  is  smaller  than  a  tame  bee,  during  the  day  and  mosquitos  all  night.  They  had  no 
screens  -  just  a  smudge  in  the  shack.  That  summer  they  broke  some  land  on  the  homestead  with  a  team 
of  oxen. 

Peter  told  of  a  trip  to  a  flour  mill  at  St.  Anne  -  a  distance  of  twenty-four  miles  with  ten  bags  of 
wheat  to  get  ground  into  flour.  He  had  a  team  of  an  ox  and  a  steer  (a  young  ox  being  broken-  in).  Late  at 
night  it  began  to  snow  as  he  made  his  way  home.  Then  the  mocn  came  out  and  there  on  the  other  sid  of 
the  sleigh  (Peter  was  walking  to  keep  from  freezing)  was  a  timber  wolf  walking  along  at  the  same  p  -e. 
Peter  kept  walking  along  appearing  unconcerned  though  he  really  was  very  frightened.  Liter  the  wok 
ambled  off  into  the  bush.  Peter  arrived  home  safe  at  2  a.m.  Peter  had  many  pioneer  stories.  At  a  New 
Year's  Party  in  1880,  the  fiddlers  did  not  show  up  so  he  and  his  brother  whistled  for  the  dancers  from 
8  o'clock  to  3  o'clock.  Peter  had  a  wealth  of  folk  songs  that  he  was  always  singing  and  whistling  as  he 
worked  especially  when  he  milked  the  cows. 

In  the  winter  of  1880,  he  and  George  went  to  get  out  tamarac  poles  farther  east.  They  camp  -i  n 
a  lumberman's  camp.  When  they  were  coming  home  a  blizzard  came  up  and  the  oxen  got  very  tirvi 
They  got  to  another  small  shack  and  camped  for  the  night.  The  team  of  oxen  at  one  end  and  their  k.d  t 
the  other  end.  They  had  no  bread  or  flour  left  but  had  some  wheat  and  salt  pork.  They  boiled  that  toge;  <.  i 
and  survived. 

But  Peter  Lindsay  did  not  like  the  black  flics  and  the  two  days  trip  to  V  innipeg  so  in  1  S S3  he  sold 
his  homestead  and  bought  240  acres  at  Suthwyn  about  twelve  miles  east  of  Winnipeg.  Next  year.  1  " 4 .  !-• 
built  a  house  which  today  still  stands  and  serves  as  a  granary. 

Peter  andMargaret  had  a  trystingplace  where  they  met  when  they  w  ent  looking  for  cows.  One  even¬ 
ing  they  made  their  final  plans,  and  next  morning  Peter  Edie  drove  along  the  road  in  a  buckboard  b.u-r 
and  Margaret  Catherine  Cook  walked  out  from  her  home  to  the  gate  with  a  few  belongings,  that  v  .  -  ly 
22,  1834,  and  they  were  married.  Peter  had  just  lost  $18  a  few  days  before.  That  was  a  lot  of  money  in 
those  days ,  but  they  did  manage  a  honeymoon  trip  toKenoea.  Ontario,  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles  from 
Winnipeg. 

Margaret's  father.  Alfred  Byron  Cook  (ABC)  did  not  approve  of  Peter  because  they  had  different 
political  views,  so  Margaret  and  her  family  did  not  go  home  again  until  shortly  before  her  father's  d 
about  thirteen  years  later. 

Peter  and  Margaret  had  a  family  of  two  sons.  Bruce  and  Stewart,  and  four  daughters.  The  ohh-st 
daughter.  Helen,  died  in  1396  at  the  age  of  six.  Clara  died  at  the  age  of  seventeen  in  1913.  and  Mai  .  in- 
died  in  1500,  at  age  of  eight  months.  Jean,  Marian's  twin,  the  fourth  daughter,  who  is  Mrs.  Condon  o!

Bruce  Edie  was  of  the  3rd  generation  of  E  Canada.  Bruce  decided  to  farm  with  his  father 

and  when  given  a  choice  between  a  university  education  and  homesteading,  lie  chose  to  go  homesti  adin 
in  Sashkatchewan  in  1907.  He  proved  up  on  his  homestead  but  came  back  to  Manitoba  to  farm  with  his 
dadand  brother  Stewart,  until  his  marriage  to  Florence  Thompson  in  1925.  Bruce  was  interested  in  pol¬ 
itics  and  in  the  Grain  Grow  ers  Organization  and  was  one  of  thedirectors  of  the  United  Farmers  of  Mani¬ 
toba  when  the  Wheat  Pool  was  organized  to  sell  the  wheat  of  Manitoba. 

Bruce  was  president  of  the  Springfield  Agricultural  Society  at  the  time  of  its  seventy-fifth  anni¬ 
versary. 

He  served  some  years  as  4-H  club  leader  and  ten  years  as  secretary  for  the  Manitoba  Beet  Grow  ¬ 
ers,  but  his  main  interest  has  been  dairying.  He  has  served  as  a  director  on  the  Dairy  Farmers  of  Can¬ 
ada.  as  president  of  the  Dairy  Farmers  of  Manitoba,  and  as  president  of  the  Manitoba  Milk  Producers.

"Jean  Lindsay  Edie  was  only  thirteen  months  old  when  her  mother  died.  She  and  her  sister,  Clara, 
went  to  live  with  her  mother's  mother,  Mrs.  Cook  and  Aunt  Marion,  who  was  single.  Then  a  year  and  a 
half  later,  Peter  married  Marion,  and  Clara  went  back  to  her  father.  But  Jean  stayed  with  Grandma, 
who  by  this  time,  was  a  widow  and  not  as  bitter  as  Grandpa  Cook  had  been  against  Peter.  Grandma  said 
to  Peter  -  you  have  taken  two  of  my  daughters  -  now  1  want  to  keep  adaughtei  of  yours.  There  were  two 
bachelor  uncles  in  the  household,  too.

The\  v.c  r,  mo¬ 
bilized  there  in  1914.  I  was  there  6  months  then.  She  was  a  very  friendly  old  lady  and  1  liked  her  vn  \ 
mueh.  She  fold  me  on  numerous  occasions  she  was  a  cousin  of  my  grandmother  and  that  she  made  most 
of  my  mother's  clothes  when  she  went  to  Scotland  in  1  68  to  staj  with  h<  r  Aunt  Ilay.  l  think  her  Au  11 
must  have  been  related  to  both  the  Bruce  and  Edie  families.  The  original  David  Edie  married  llav  S  ,rk 
Charles  Edie,  our  grandfather’s  first  wife,  was  Jay  Hay.  Robert  Hay  Bi  uc  e,  who  n 

had  Hay  as  his  name.  1  he  Miss  Nelles  whom  I  met  at  Ailsa  Lodge  (a  boarding  house)  in  Vancouvei  in 
1912  had  a  career  similar  to  my  mother's.  She  was  sent  in  her  childhood  to  live  with  two  old  maiden 
aunis  who  brought  her  up.  They  were  wealthy  and  left  Miss  Nelles  with  enough  money  to  be  independent 
for  life.  She  travelled  around  a  great  d<  al  with  friends  and  in  high  class  boarding  houses,  and  thought 
everything  was  beautiful  and  lovely.  I  know  she  visited  the  Elliott's  in  Victoria  in  1913. 

Bannockbun  farm  must  be  across  the  river  from  the  Charles  Edie  farm.  1  think  the  Edies.  the 
Bruces  and  a  family  called  Reid  went  in  there  together  and  settled  there.  When  you  write  to  my  sister, 
aks  her  if  she  ever  knew  of  any  documents  relating  to  the  Hay  family.  She  is  older  than  I  and  might 
know  or  remember  more.  The  documents  would  have  been  mailed  in  Sept.  ,  1902.  They  may  not  ha\  •  had 
the  right  address  or  may  have  been  mailed  to  Dunnville  by  mistake.  Bob  Elliot's  daughters  in  Victoria 
might  know  something.  I  don't  know  their  address.  I  think  if  you  w  ere  to  write  lo  Isabell,  Jim  Elliott  of 
Carnduff's  daughter.  She  is  Miss  Isabelle  Elliot,  990  Lagoon,  Vancouver.  B.  C.  She  is  a  school  super¬ 
visor  and  a  very  clever  girl.  She  might  dig  up  something.  I  gave  a  photo  of  our  Grandfather  Charles, 
with  his  wife  Jane  Lindsay  Bruce  and  the  children,  William,  Jane,  Peter  and  Phenia,  to  one  of  your 
sailor  sons  when  he  was  here  in  Vancouver  a  number  of  years  ago.

Mabel  Glenny  Grundisch  of  32  Phepps  St.  ,  Fort  Era,  Ont.  writes:  Bannockbun  farm  is  now  owned 
by  Robert  Bruce,  who  is  the  son  of  the  late  Charles  Hay  Bruce,  whose  father  was  Wiliiam  Hay  Bruce. 
My  great-grandfather,  Robert  Hay  Bruce  Married  Marie  Nelles.  Their  family  included  Robe  ;  Hay 

Bruce,  who  married _ McGill  (of  the  McGill  University  family)  and  whose  only  child  was  Mabel 

Baird.  The  other  son,  William  Hay  Bruce  married  Elizabeth  Murphy  and  their  children  were  Nellie, 
Charles  Hay  and  Maud.  Their  only  daughter,  who  married  was  Janet,  who  married  James  William  El¬ 
liot  and  her  children  were  James,  Robert,  William,  Frank,  Jessie  and  Minnie. 

When  we  were  at  the  coast  we  visited  a  Bruce  Elliot,  his  grandmother  was  the  Janet  who  married 
James  William  Elliot.  Bruce's  father  was  called  Bob. 

The  following  statements  by  Florence  Edie  —  David  Edie  of  Scotland:  Chas.  Edie  -  came  to  Dunn¬ 
ville,  Ontario,  Canada. 

Jane  and  Euphemia  were  sent  back  to  Scotland  to  be  educated.  Jane  married  a  ministex*  called 
Brown.  They  came  through  Winnipeg  on  their  honeymoon.  My  husband,  Bruce,  has  a  Bible  given  to  him 
by  them  when  he  was  one  year  old. 

My  husband's  father,  Peter,  travelled  around  the  world  in  1S2S.  He  attended  the  funeral  ol  this 
minister  Brown  when  he  was  in  England.  A  strange  coincidence.  The  writer  of  this  letter  was  their  son. 
Peter  also  visited  a  Harry  Edie  near  Edinburgh,  a  cattle  feeder.  Perhaps  the  same  family  Crawford 
visited. 

Euphemia,  Peter's  sister,  never  came  back  to  Canada.  She  was  a  missionary  m  Africa  for  many 
years.  She  died  in  Africa  about  1950.  The  Bible  with  genealogy  was  sent  to  us  by  Emily  (Death,  Mrs. 
Miller  Clarke  of  Philadelphia.  Somehow  it  was  sent  to  her  by  Mrs.  Morton  (John  Crawl ord's  sister)  and 
then  to  us  by  Emily.  Euphemia  must  have  taken  this  family  Bible  lo  Scotland.  It  had  been  presented  to 
Charles  Edie  by  his  cousin  Nancy.  Peter  visited  Euphemia  in  Africa  in  1929. 

My  husband  does  not  remember  his  father  ever  talking  about  or  receiving  those  documents. 

Two  years  ago  rr.y  husband  visited  the  people  who  now  own  Charles  Edie's  farm  in  Ontario.  He 
saw  the  titles  for  the  land.  Sorry,  I  should  have  written  on  a  separate  page  but  1  just  thought  it  would  l  e 
a  few  notes  when  1  began. 

Two  of  David  Edie's  (1765-1839)  sons  were  lost  at  sea.  Charles'  mother  begged  him  not  to  go  to 
sea  so  he  came  to  Canada.

James  Edie,  aged  70;  came  from  Scotland  in  1775:  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier:  was  chosen  an  elder  in  17  8." 
but  now  retired:  was  the  father  of  Willia,  Ephraim  and  David,  and  of  Mrs.  John  Shiland,  and  Mrs.  Taylor,  his  firs; 
wife  was  Jane  Miller;  died  in  1819. 

William  Taylor,  his  wife  was  Jane  Elizabeth  Edie,  a  daughter  of  James  Edie  (above);  David  Taylor  Morgan 
of  Southport.  Conn.  ,  is  a  great-grandson. 

David  Edie,  aged  26;  a  son  of  James  and  a  brother  of  Ephraim  and  William,  became  a  full  member  ir.  1809. 
His  wife  was  Margaret  Fleming,  a  daughter  of  James  (above).  He  was  the  father  of  Mrs.  Robertson  Edie  and  grand¬ 
father  of  Mrs.  E.  G.  Shiland,  Albert  Hunt  and  H.  L.  Edie,  and  lived  on  the  George  Green  farm  lately  occupied  iv 
James  A.  Foster;  died  in  1856.

ANCESTRY 

We  read  in  history  that  between  the  years  1763  and  1775  not  less  than  20. 000 Scotch  Highlanders  found  a  re¬ 
fuge  in  America.  Previous  to  this  migration  an  act  was  passed  by  the  British  Parliament  which  forbade  the  clans¬ 
men  to  wear  their  tartans  or  to  carry  arms,  and  a  subsequent  act  destroyed  tin  fuedal  pow  er  ol  the  Highland  chiefs. 
This  legislation  served  to  shatter  the  clan  system,  humbled  the  pride  and  blasted  the  hopes  of  the  Highlanders,  and 
left  them  strangers  in  the  land  of  their  birth.  Accordingly,  they  at  last  tore  themselves  nom  their  ancestral  soil 
and  sailed  with  their  w  ives  and  families  for  America.  Many  of  them  settled  in  Canada,  while  a  great  number  made 
new  homes  for  themselves  in  America. 

Among  these  colonists  came  James  Edie.  of  the  Gordon  Clan  and  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  He  brought  wit  a 
him  his  Confession  of  Faith  printed  in  Edinburgh  in  1773.  and  on  the  fly  leaf  of  this  book  now  in  the  writer's  pos¬ 
session  is  found  the  inscription.  "James  Edie.  his  book,  left  Kinross.  Scotland  in  the  vear  1  77  5  and  came  to  (  ain- 
bridge  in  North  America  the  same  year.”  With  him  came  his  wife.  Jane  Miller,  and  their  three  children.  W  il’iam. 
Elizabeth  and  Ephraim,  to  whom  were  later  added  Margaret.  Anna  and  David,  born  in  America.  He  was  accom¬ 
panied  by  two  or  more  brothers,  one  of  whom  went  to  Pennsylvania,  and  the  other  settled  in  New  \ork.  where  he 
became  a  silk  merchant.  This  brother  was  killed  some  thought  by  his  partner  in  business,  while  it  v  as  reporte 
that  he  was  shot  by  a  stray  bullet. 

James  Edie  first  settled  in  the  town  of  White  Creek  where  he  lived  six  wears.  In  1781,  he  bought  a  iarm  oiic 
mile  west  of  Cambridge  village,  which  is  now  owned  by  Edward  Decker.  Before  coming  to  America  he  learned  tne 
carpenter's  trade,  and  as  his  sons  grew  up  they  also  acquired  this  same  trade-.  To  him  the  skill  oi  carpentry  pro\  - 
ed  of  great  value,  for  on  the  farm  there  was  only  a  log  house,  and  w  ishing  a  more  comfortable  and  atlracth  nome. 
he  built  the  house  which  is  still  standing.  Among  his  possessions  was  a  tall  clock,  and  in  h:s  bedroom  he  con¬ 
structed  a  special  niche  for  this  cherished  possession.  The  clock  went  to  his  son.  Ephraim,  and  is  now  owned  I*', 
one  of  his  descendants.

The  Confession  of  Faith  or  Catechism  which  James  Edie  brought  to  America  was  a  sure  in 
conviction.  Like  his  fellow  clansmen  he  was  a  devout  member  of  the  Associ 

Scotland,  and  was  actively  identified  with  this  body  in  Cambridge.  He  was  chosen  an  Elder  of  the  Coila  Ch  n  ( 
1785.  During  the  latter  part  of  his  life  he  was  deprived  of  his  eyesight  and  I  have  h<  ard  his  grant  l 
Aunt  Mary,  relate  that  she  was  attired  in  a  red  dress  on  Sunday  mornings  to  enable  her  gi 
to  church.  His  sou.  William,  who  lived  on  a  farm  near  Cent<  r  Ca  nbri  1  e  .  as  precentor  of  th<  Coil 
The  descendants  of  James  Edie  have  adhered  to  his  religious  convictions  and  many  of  them  to  this  d  •  vr  ii.  ,f 

filiated  with  the  Coila  Church.  Quoting  from  a  book  by  a  former  pastor,  the  late  Dr.  Scott,  regard  in  ;  nin 
that  time,  we  read:  They  were  a  closely  related  group  of  men,  for  church  associations  were-  m  wh  closer  th 
they  are  now.  Family  relationships  and  acquaintances  had  largely  influenced  their  settle  nent  here,  and  t!.  .re..  - 
ren  generally  married  within  the  church.  They  were  men  of  faith  and  lovers  of  civil  andreligious  lib  - 
they  suffered  much.  The  older  men  had  lived  through  the  Revolutioi  ’  ar  and  some  of  them  had  s<  rvi  1  , 
ranks.  They  were  patriots  to  a  man  through  but  recenly  immigrants  from  the  V  :ountry. '  He  sa  s, 

like  to  picture  this  company  of  men  who  gathered,  dressed  in  their  short  breeches,  top  boots  and  shoe  buckles,  with 
cocked  hats  and  broad  brims  and  perhaps  in  powder  and  wigs,  in  the  old  yellow  meeting  house  on  a  June  day  lo  in¬ 
augurate  Dr.  Alexander  Bullions  ir.  what  proved  to  be  his  life  work.  " 

The  year  in  which  James  Edie  came  to  America  witnessed  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolution  and  tin  bailies  ,  : 
Lexington,  Concord  and  Bunker  Hill,  where  the  blood  of  patriots  was  not  only  spilled  but  stirred  to  its  de;  -  T 
courageous  Scotch  Highlanders  who  had  suffered  wrongs  under  the  government  of  Great  Britain,  were  re-  >on.  r- 
to  the  colonists'  call  for  defenders.  According  to  the  records.  James  I  die  served  as  a  private  in  the  lnth  N  w  Yen- 
regiment  from  Albany  County  under  Colonel  Lewis  VarAYoert  andCaptain  George  Gilmore,  Joseph  Wells  an  i  V>  .1! 
iam  Brown.  This  regiment  was  in  the  field  as  late  as  Aug.  13.  1779.  to  Nov.  30.  1780,  but  he  did  not  l'-eeive  . 
until  1787.  According  to  family  tradition  he  fought  in  the  Battle  of  Bennington,  where  he  was  taken  pris« 
made  his  escape  and  rejoined  his  company.

EDIE  FAMILIES,  WHO  ARE,  WITHOUT  DOUBT,  MEMBERS  OF  THE  AIDIE,  EDIE,  AND  EADIE  STOCK  OF 
SCOTLAND  BUT  FROM  DIFFERENT  LINES  OF  THE  FAMILY  WHICH  CANNOT  BE  IDENTIFIED: 


Thomas  Eddie,  son  of  James  and  Elizabeth  Eddie,  nee  Frazier  was  born  in  Edinburgh  Scotland,  Aug.  30,  1799. 
and  came  to  this  country  when  a  lad  of  17.  He  was  founder  of  the  family  here.  He  settled  in  Sappington,  Mo.  and 
married  Margaret  Campbell,  nee  Clark  of  Inion,  Ya.  ,  Oct.  27,  1883,  a  widow  with  a  small  son  who  later  died. 

Prior  to  his  marriage,  he  made  a  trip  to  the  '  far  west:'  with  the  Rocky  Mountain  Fur  Co.  He  was  24  years  of  age 
at  that  time. 


He  was  a  man  of  iron  will  and  older  members  of  the  expedition  soon  found  that  he  would  dare  as  far  as  anyone. 

Many'  of  this  group,  about  160  men,  were  killed.  Those  who  returned  did  well  financially.  Six  years  later,  when  he 
returned,  he  traded  his  furs  fo'.’  a  farm. 

At  Sappington,  Mo.  ,  his  original  home  was  of  brick  and  still  stands;  a  very  fine  colonial  structure  and  very  pic¬ 
turesque. 

This  story'  was  printed  in  a  pamphlet  written  by  pupils  of  Sappington  School.  This  information  was  written  by  Helen 
Eddie,  one  of  the  descendants  of  the  family. 

One  of  the  Eddie’s  was  later  postmaster  at  Sappington.  A  street  in  this  area  is  named  “Eddie1  and  another  "Adic." 

Graves  of  Thomas  Eddie  and  wife  are  in  cemeteries  in  the  St.  Louis  area.  He  died  May  9.  1891,  at  91  years  of 
age.  His  wife  died  Teb.  8,  1892.  Eddie  was  with  the  trappers  when  on  the  expedition  to  the  west  they  discovered 
Great  Sait  Lake.
